Sr.  Mary  Geraldine  Byrne  '21 

Sister  Mary  Geraldine  Byrne  died  quietly  on  August  9, 
1982,  having  served  in  the  Congregation  of  Grey  Nuns  of 
the  Sacred  Heart  for  fifty  seven  years.  The  order  was 
founded  in  Montreal  by  Marguerite  D'Vou\ille(a  widow) 
for  whom  the  college  in  Buffalo  is  named.  A  graduate  of 
St.  Joseph's  College  Class  of  1921 ,  Agnes  Byrne  taught  in 
Bushwick  High  School  for  three  years.  For  the  first  ten 
years  as  a  Grey  nun  Sister  taught  in  elementary  and  high 
schools  in  several  states  in  the  East.  She  was  then  assigned 
to  D'Youville  College  in  Buffalo  where  she  served  for  37 
years  as  Professor  of  English,  Chairman  of  the  English 
Department  and  Dean. 

The  following  is  a  reprint  of  a  column  published  on 
August  1 8th  in  the  Buffalo  Courier  Express  and  written  by 
journalist,  Rita  Smith,  one  of  Sr.  Mary  Geraldine's 
students. 

Sister  Mary  Geraldine  Byrne  died  last  week.  When 
I  heard  the  news,  my  mind  sped  back  across  the  years 
to  the  memory  of  the  eager  young  girl  who  so  long 
ago  sat  for  the  first  time  in  Sister  Geraldine's 
English  class  at  D'Youville  College.  I  was  a  fresh- 
man and  it  was  my  first  encounter  with  the  Grey 
Nun  of  the  Sacred  Heart  who  was  to  mold  in  great 
part  the  writer  I  became. 

I  was  not  only  scared  at  the  responsibility  of  being 
in  college,  but  at  that  particular  moment  of  the 
genteel,  rather  aloof  nun  who  stood  before  the  class. 
I  had  never  been  taught  by  nuns  before. 

After  listening  to  Sister  Geraldine  lecture  for  that 
first  time,  I  instinctively  knew  it  was  going  to  be 
tough  to  measure  up  to  her  intellectual  standards 
and  values.  Believe  me,  it  was. 

She  expected  the  best  a  student  was  capable  of. 
Anything  less  was  to  fail  oneself.  That  sense  of 
failure  was  devastating  when  on  occasion  I  knew  I 
hadn't  measured  up  to  what  she  thought  I  could  do 
on  a  piece  of  writing. 

Sister  Geraldine  became  one  of  my  heroines,  for  I 
soon  learned  that  she  was  something  rare  and 
beautiful.  She  was  not  only  an  inspiring  teacher  but 
her  exemplary  life  was  a  richly  spiritual  model  of 
what  ours  could  grow  to  be. 

And  when  she  went  home  to  God  with  her  own 
repnart  card,  she  had  a  record  hard  to  beat.  She  had

been  m  the  convent  for  57  years.  A  good  part  of  that 
time  had  also  been  in  the  classroom  guiding  thou- 
sands of  young  girls  to  happy,  fullfilling  lives. 

She  esfjecially  prodded,  pruned,  criticized,  disci- 
plined the  work  of  those  she  affectionately  called 
"my  girls.  " 

We  were  the  English  majors  in  the  English 
department  she  headed  at  D'Youville  College  until 
her  retirement  in  1971. 

Even  now,  three  decades  later,  there  are  some  of  us 
who  feel  as  guilty  now  as  back  then  when  we  think 
we  have  failed  her  in  a  sense  because  we  haven't 
written  that  book  or  met  with  that  literary  success 
that  would  have  given  her  such  pleasure. 

During  our  four  years  at  D'Youville,  Sister 
Geraldine  instilled  in  her  "girls"  a  genuine  love  of 
learning  and  the  unending  satisfaction  that  comes 
from  putting  together  the  right  words  and  doing  it 
well. 

She  gave  us  an  appreciation  of  the  best  writers,  the 
best  literatuTe.  My  already  insatiable  thirst  for  books 
was  whetted  even  more  by  her  great  love  of  Ixxiks 
and  her  constant  admonition  to  "Read.  Read. 
Read."  In  so  doing,  she  enriched  all  the  days  of  our 
lives. 

Most  of  all,  Sister  Geraldine  encouraged  her 
"girls"  long  after  they  had  graduated.  Her  eyes  were 
as  filled  with  tears  as  were  those  of  her  beloved 
English  majors  on  that  June  commencement  morn- 
ing so  long  ago  when  we  said  goodbye  to  her.  She 
continued  to  follow  our  lives  and  take  note  of  our 
sorrows,  our  joys,  our  successes. 

After  I  heard  of  her  death,  I  got  out  my  college 
yearbook,  yellowed  and  dog-eared  with  time.  The 
faces  of  the  class  of  '44  that  looked  out  at  me  as  I 
turned  the  pages  were  still  young  and  hop>eful  and 
beautiful.  -Was  it  really  so  long  ago? 

Tucked  in  those  pages  I  found  what  I  was 
searching  for.  It  was  one  of  the  notes  I'd  treasured 
from  Sister  Geraldine  of  the  many  loving  good 
wishes  that  had  come  to  me  from  her  over  the  years. 

In  the  note  she  expressed  pride  in  some  writing 
award  that  I  had  received  and  that  D'Youville  could 
"claim  me."  Then  came  her  dear,  oft-repeated 
words:  "You  are  of  course  'ours'  and  'mine'  —  we 
cannot  help  liking  to  bask  in  the  rays  of  your  glory. 
May  God  continue  to  bless  all  your  endeavors." 

The  Lord  has  truly  blessed  hers.  Around 
D'Youville,  the  story  was  that  Sister  Geraldine  had 
left  a  well-to-do  family  in  New  York  to  enter  the 
convent  when  she  was  a  beautiful,  young  woman  of 
22.  She  had  a  doctorate  in  English  from  Catholic 
University  in  Washington. 

When  the  end  came,  Sister  Geraldine  was  at  the 
Grey  Nuns'  motherhouse  in  Yardley,  Pa.  She  was  80 
years  old. 

I  deeply  regret  I  didn't  tell  her  once  again  how 
much  I  owed  her  as  my  teacher  who  believed  in  me 
and  who  inspired  me.  When  I  thought  of  doing  it,  it 
was  too  late.  Sister  Geraldine  had  received  her  own 
p>ersonal  cross  to  bear.  Her  brilliant  mind  was  veiled 
by  the  infirmities  of  age.

Juanelle  Smalls  '82 

Juanelle  Smalls,  a  registered  nurse,  practicing  in 
Brooklyn  Jewish  Hospital,  was  compelled  to  stop  work 
because  of  an  injury  incurred  on  the  job,  in  1980.  She  took 
the  opportunity  to  enroll  in  St.  Joseph's  College  General 
Studies  program  for  R.N. s  in  1981,  in  order  to  study  for  a 
degree.  In  less  than  a  year  and  a  half,  Juanelle  took  51 
credits  and  graduated  first  in  the  Class  of  '82,  with  a 
double  major  in  Health  Administration  and  Community 
Health.  She  had  a  cumulative  index  of  3.96. 

Juanelle  Smalls  is  a  woman  whoradiatesa  joy  in  living, 
but  she  is  no  stranger  to  hardships  and  problems.  Born  in 
Brooklyn  and  the  second  of  four  girls,  she  gives  credit  to 
her  mother  and  sisters  who  despite  poverty,  helped  each 
other  to  attain  impossible  dreams.  For  Juanelle  this 
included  an  education  at  Grover  Cleveland  High  School 
and  at  St.  John's  Hospital  where  she  received  her  R.N. 
certification  in  1971.  Her  oldest  sister  Richelle  works  in 
the  Postal  Service,  the  third,  Lynelle,  has  received  a 
Master's  degree,  and  Inelle,  the  youngest,  is  taking 
Business  Administration  in  St.  Joseph's  College. 

Juanelle  practiced  her  specialty.  Critical  Care,  at  St. 
John's  Episcopal  Hospital,  working  four  years  with  the 
Cardiac  Care  Unit  and  one  year  with  Special  Care  Unit. 
She  was  on  thel.V.  team  a  year  and  on  the  Pacemaker  team 
for  a  cumulative  7  years. 

Ms.  Smalls  and  Delores  Casey,  R.N.,  M.S.,  have  been 
partners  in  a  business  called  Health  Masters.  Their  goal  is 
to  bring  the  message  of  health  and  prevention  into  the 
Community  and  they  are  available  for  lectures,  seminars 
and  educational  programs  centered  around  Heal  th  Educa- 
tion. Juanelle  is  also  Treasurer  of  the  Parents  Advisory 
Committee  at  Pacific  Day  Care  Center,  Chairman  of 
Bedford-Williamsburg  Medical  Group  Consumer  Coun- 
cil, a  Division  of  H.I. P.  and  is  a  recipient  of  Consumer  of 
the  Year  Award  in  1982  from  H.I. P.  She  is  a  member  of 
P.S.  398  PTA.  In  a  second  business  venture  Juanelle  is  a 
distributor  and  salesman  for  Shaklee  Health  Products. 

Juanelle  Smalls  is  the  mother  of  Lerrod,  6,  who  is  in 
first  grade  and  Ronnelle  Nicole,  5,  who  is  in  Day  Care.  As 
head  of  a  single  parent  household,  she  wishes  to  dedicate 
most  of  her  time  to  her  children  in  their  growing  years, 
and  now  does  only  per  diem  nursing  work  at  Brooklyn 
Jewish  Hospital.

Elizabeth  Ayin  Eppig  I  an  Bourgondien  '-/t' 

On  November  5,  1982,  at  a  fund-raising  Cocktail  and 
Dessert  Party  in  East  Islip,  the  FDR  Division  of  Boy  Scouts 
of  America  presented  Elizabeth  Ann  Eppig  Van 
Bourgondien  '44  with  the  "You  Light  Up  My  Life"  Good 
Deed  Award  for  her  work  with  special  youth  in  Suffolk. 
Proceeds  froin  the  party  will  go  toward  making  the 
Baiting  Hollow  Scout  Camp  more  accessible  to  all 
handicapped  Scouts  and  Scouters. 

Betty  has  served  on  the  Board  of  B.O.C.E.S.  Ill  for  five 
years  and  has  been  president  for  the  past  two  years. 
BOCES,  acronym  for  Board  of  Cooperative  Educational 
Services,  is  an  agency  which  serves  approximately  2,000 
children  (in  III)  with  handicapping  conditions.  There  are 
approximately  350  preschool  children  (ages  birth  to  5)  and 
approximately  1,700  school  aged  children  (5  to  21)  who 
are  classified  as  blind,  deaf,  multi-handicapped  and 
emotionally  disturbed,  orthopedically  impaired,  trainable 
retarded  or  brain-injured.  As  a  member  and  President  of 
BOCES  III  Board  of  Education,  Betty  has  had  an  extensive 
association  with  and  exposure  to  the  more  profoundly 
handicapped  children  of  the  18  constituent  school  districts 
from  the  towns  of  Babylon,  Smithtown  and  Huntington. 
Mrs.  Van  Bourgondien  has  been  a  member  of  Babylon 
School  Board  for  nine  years,  serving  as  Vice  President  for 
two  years  and  as  President  for  two  years.  She  has  been 
active  with  Suffolk  County  Girl  Scouts  and  in  many  local 
and  civic  groups  and  recently  received  the  first  Monsignor 
Nolan  Award  for  outstanding  service  to  the  church.  Betty 
attended  Babylon  High  School  and  St.  Joseph's  College, 
where  she  was  enrolled  in  a  pre-medical  course.  She  left 
college  to  run  her  family's  business,  when  her  brother  was 
drafted  in  1943. 

The  FDR  Division  of  BSA  currently  serves  500  handi- 
capped youth  throughout  Suffolk  County  with  both 
regular  and  adaptive  scouting  programs  which  includes  a 
Spring  Camporee,  Scouting  and  Sports  Events,  Handi- 
capped Awareness  Merit  Badge  Clinic  and  several  adult 
training  and  awareness  sessions. 

In  1946  Elizabeth  Ann  Eppig  married  Fred  Van 
Bourgondien,  Horticultural  Dealer  with  offices  in 
Babylon  and  Holland,  and  they  have  five  children.  John 
and  Joseph  are  part  of  the  family  business  and  Betty  is  a 
corporate  officer.  James  is  the  Eastern  Sales  Manager  for

Sister  Margaret  Louise  is  thoroughly  enjoying  her  semi- 
retirement.  As  a  consulting  psychologist  in  one  of  the  first 
floor  offices  of  the  Dillon  Center,  she  is  in  almost  daily 
contact  with  her  favorite  spot  on  campus. 

Since  last  year's  inception  of  the  special  class  for 
handicapped  preschoolers,  she  spends  one  entire  day  each 
week  with  these  children,  either  observing  or  evaluating 
their  progress  in  this  fascinating  program,  or  relating  in 
someway  with  thestaff  of  expertsconnected  with  it.  Other 
days  during  the  week,  she  works  with  children  and  parents 
from  the  elementary  and  high  schools,  where  the  children 
have  been  found  either  to  be  reluctant  learners  or  intellec- 
tually superior  people  who  are  not  receiving  sufficient 
challenge.  This,  her  second  career,  she  finds,  is  really  a 
rewarding  one. 

Sister  Margaret  Louise  began  matriculation  at  St. 
Joseph's  college  in  1934  and  chose  Psychology  Education 
as  her  major.  (There  was  no  Child  Study  department  at 
that  time.)  After  graduation  in  1938  she  taught  in  the 
newly  founded  kindergarten  of  the  Preschool  and  mean- 
while pursued  studies  for  a  Master's  degree  at  Columbia. 
She  received  her  M.  A.  in  January  1940  and  was  introduced 
to  college  teaching  by  Miss  Margaret  Gardiner,  the 
director  of  the  preschool.  When  this  charming  lady  left  in 
1942  to  become  Mrs.  Rigney,  Sister  found  herself  to  be  the 
director  of  the  school,  the  chairman  of  a  burgeoning 
department  and  an  instructor  of  the  college  courses  in 
Child  Psychology  and  Education,  all  at  once. 

From  1946  to  1949,  Sister  attended  Catholic  University 
full  time  and  received  her  doctorate  in  Psychology- 
Psychiatry  in  1950.  She  returned  to  the  college  as  a  full 
time  professor  and  director  of  the  school,  and  soon 
resumed  a  10  year  uphill  process  to  get  the  Child  Study 
program  registered  by  Albany.  This  was  finalized  in  1955, 
the  first  year  our  students  were  able  to  receive  their 
automatic  teaching  certificates  for  early  childhood  classes 
(N-3).  In  the  meantime,  the  preschool  went  through  an 
evaluation  procedure  and  received  the  much  coveted 
approval  of  the  State  Education  Department  after  many 
years  of  trying.  It  has  appeared  on  the  published  registra- 
tion lists  all  through  the  subsequent  years.  Keeping 
abreast  of  changing  requirements,  writing  proposals,  and 
staying  in  constant  communication  with  city  and  state 
departments  have  kept  Sister  a  very  busy  person  indeed.

Dillon 


In  the  early  sixties  she  turned  her  attention  to  plans  for 
providing  more  adequate  facilities  for  the  preschool, 
which  despite  the  prestige  it  was  enjoying,  found  itself 
continuously  violating  some  code  of  the  City's  health,  fire, 
and  building  departments.  With  the  wholehearted  spon- 
sorship of  administration,  the  generosity  and  hard  work  of 
parents,  friends  of  the  college,  and  the  alumni,  a  new 
building  was  constructed,  and  it  opened  in  November 
1968.  It  was  named  after  Monsignor  William  T.  Dillon, 
former  president  of  the  College,  and  the  pioneer  who 
spearheaded  the  study  of  the  child  as  a  most  important 
element  in  the  education  of  our  college  students.  The 
Dillon  Center  occupies  a  very  enviable  position  among 
institutions  of  its  kind  throughout  the  country.  Here 
stands  a  laboratory  of  human  activity  and  relationships 
where  staff,  students  and  visitors  have  learned  from 
children  and  their  parents  facts  and  principles  of  growth, 
wholesome  attitudes  toward  nurture,  deep  insights,  long- 
enduring  thoughts,  and  the  highest  ideals  of  service  to 
others. 

From  1960  to  1968  Sister  Margaret  was  able  to  share 
some  of  her  accumulated  wisdom  and  expertise  with  the 
summer  school  students  of  the  Catholic  Universities  of 
America  and  of  Puerto  Rico.  Today,  although  she  misses 
teaching  a  great  deal,  she  is  often  called  upon  for  a  lecture 
to  various  groups  on  topics  from  her  field.  Recently  she 
spoke  toagroupof  paraprofessionalsat  Brooklyn  College 
where  they  are  finishing  up  their  degree  work,  while 
engaged  as  assistants  in  Day  Care,  Classes  for  the 
Handicapped,  or  regular  elementary  school  classes.  Her 
topic  was  Creative  Discipline. 

In  1981  Sister  became  a  Fellow  of  the  Menninger 
Foundation,  an  honorary  group,  devoted  to  the  mental 
health  problems  of  the  nation.  She  is  also  engaged  in  the 
educational  aspects  of  the  Borough  President's  Advisory 
Group  and  was  awarded  a  Certificate  of  Merit  from  the 
Borough  President  in  October  1981. 

1984  will  be  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the 
nursery  school.  Sister  has  been  asked  to  write  the  history  of 
the  preschool  and  the  Child  Study  Department  which 
have  been  "ever  a  part  of  my  life".  Last  week  she  wrote  the 
introduction  to  the  "saga".  She  plans  to  have  it  ready  for 
some  form  of  publication  for  the  jubilee  year. 


Breezy  Point  Medical  Center 

In  1979,  five  students  in  the  Brooklyn  General  Studies 
Division  worked  together  on  an  assignment  given  them  in 
their  Community  Health  course.  It  read:  "Select  an  area  in 
need  of  a  Health  Center  and  build  it."  Veronica  McCarthy, 
Susan  McCarthy,  Patricia  McKosker,  Frances  Fallon  Ewen 
and  Angela  Rawdon,  all  registered  nurses  and  all  residents 
of  the  Breezy  Point  Cooperative  Area,  chose  to  investigate 
the  medical  needs  and  problems  of  the  Breezy  Point 
Community  as  the  area  for  this  project. 

In  their  research,  they  found  that,  since  the  early  1900s, 
residents  of  the  new  communities  of  Rockaway  Point, 
Breezy  Point  and  Roxbury  recognized  the  isolated  nature 
of  the  area  and  had  a  great  concern  for  good  medical  care 
for  their  fainilies  and  neighbors.  Transportation  to  the 
city  was  either  by  boat  or  by  intricate  roads  through  the 
Rockaways.  In  1918,  in  a  building  known  as  White  Cross, 
at  11  Beclford  Avenue  in  Rockaway  Point,  emergency 
assistance  was  rendered  and  also  in  a  First  Aid  Station  in 
Roxbury  on  the  state  road. 

It  wasn't  until  1940  that  medical  services  were  provided 
during  the  summer  by  Dr.  Deely  who  served  the  entire 
area.  He  was  followed  by  Dr.  William  McVeigh  in  1957.  In 
1968,  Dr.  Lloyd  Norris  began  a  winter  practice  and 
extended  it  to  the  entire  year  in  1971. 

The  team  concluded  that  extended  medical  services 
were  indeed  needed  in  the  Community  and  they  decided  to 
present  their  findings  to  the  Breezy  Point  Cooperative 
Board  of  Directors.  Not  only  had  they  established  the  need 
and  recommended  the  services  required,  but  they  drew 
plans  for  a  suggested  workable  layout  for  the  building. 
The  outcome  was  the  formation  of  a  Medical  Services 
Committee  which  studied  space  availability  and  recom- 
mended that  a  Medical  Building  be  constructed.  Ground 
was  broken  in  September  1981  and  the  building  was 
completed  and  ready  for  occupancy  in  April  1982. 

The  building  was  designed  with  the  understanding  that 
there  would  always  be  at  least  one  medical  doctor  to  render 
general  family  services.  The  carefully  planned  interior  has 
suites  for  Pediatrics,  Obstetrics-Gynecology,  Internal 
Medicine  and  Dentistry.  The  building  was  so  designed 
that  it  can  be  enlarged  if  more  space  is  required. 

Three  members  of  the  team  completed  their  bachelor  of 
science  degree  at  St.  Joseph's.  Frances  Fallon  Ewen 
graduated  from  Bellevue  School  of  Nursing,  NYU,  as  a 
Registered  Nurse.  She  received  a  BS  in  Community 
Health  from  St.  Joseph's  in  1981  and  is  the  Director  of 
Nursing  at  the  N.Y.S.A.— I.L.A.  Medical  Center  of  New 
York.  Frances  is  manied  to  Donald  Ewen.

Veronica  McCarthy  was  graduated  from  Bellevue  School 
of  Nursing  in  1943.  She  married  John  McCarthy  and 
worked  in  Bellevue  Hospital  for  eighteen  months.  She 
then  remained  at  home  and  raised  eight  children.  Her 
husband  rose  to  rank  of  Inspector  in  the  N.Y.P.D.  Seven 
children  have  obtained  their  bachelor  degrees  and  four  of 
those  have  completed  graduate  degrees.  The  oldest  son  has 
his  law  degree.  The  youngest  has  not  yet  finished  college. 
When  St.  Joseph's  College  offered  a  special  program  for 
R.N.s,  Veronica  went  back  to  school  and  received  her 
baccalaureate  degree  in  June  1981  with  honors.  She 
organized  a  Health  Fair,  held  on  May  16, 1981,  to  help  the 
community  become  aware  of  its  health  needs.

Marc  Katz  '82 

Radiology,  the  use  of  radiation  energy  in  medicine,  was 
discovered  in  1895  by  Wilhelm  Roentgen  and  its  use 
ushered  in  radical  and  improved  treatment  of  inj  uries  and 
pathological  disorders.  Its  use,  through  X-rays  and  radia- 
tion treatment,  increased  rapidly  and  Cat  Scan  and  Sonar 
equipment  have  combined  to  make  the  Radiology 
Department  one  of  the  most  important  in  every  hospital 

Marc  Katz,  a  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1982  General 
Studies  Division  of  St.  Joseph's  College  is  Co- 
Administrator  of  the  Radiology  Department  of  Long 
Island  College  Hospital  in  downtown  Brooklyn.  The 
hospital  has  just  finished  construction  of  a  whole  floor  for 
a  completely  new  and  up-to-date  Radiology  Department. 
It  has  the  newest  equipment  and  a  sophisticated  filing 
room  and  system  to  house  the  thousands  of  file  records 
which  accumulate  annually.  By  statute  these  records  must 
be  kept  for  seven  years,  but  Mr.  Katz  then  has  them 
transferred  onto  microfilm  for  future  reference  as  needed. 

Born  and  raised  in  Brooklyn.  Marc  was  a  graduate  of 
Sheepshead  Bay  High  School.  From  1963-65,  he  attended 
the  School  of  Radiologic  Technology  at  LICH.  which  is 
approved  by  the  American  Medical  Association  and  the 
New  York  State  Department  of  Health.  In  1965  Marc 
passed  the  examination  of  the  American  Registry  (RT) 
and  the  NYS  License  (LRT).  He  joined  the  LICH  staff  as 
X-ray  Technologist  and  worked  at  the  hospital  until  April 
1966,  when  he  was  inducted  into  the  L'.S.  Army.  After 
basic  training  Marc  was  assigrred  to  Ft.  Hayes  Induction 
Center  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  where  for  22  months  he  was  in 
charge  of  the  X-ray  facility  which  processed  recruits  of  all 
branches  of  the  military.  After  mustering  out  of  the  Army 
he  returned  to  LICH  and  was  reappointed  as  a  Radiologic 
Technologist  and  as  Instructor  in  Radiologic  Technology . 

As  the  Radiology  Department  grew,  Marc  was  advanced 
and  in  197-1  he  became  Assistant  Administrator  of  the 
department.  In  1980.  he  was  appointed  as  Radiology  Co- 
Administrator.  Because  of  the  demands  of  his  profession 
and  his  involvement  in  professional  organizations.  Marc 
matriculated  at  St.  Joseph's  College  in  the  fall  of  1980 
where  a  competent  staff  evaluated  his  education  and 
indicated  the  courses  required  to  attain  a  BS  degree.  After  a 
year  and  a  half  of  intensive  study,  Marc  Katz  graduated 
from  SJC  with  a  BS  degree  in  Health  Care  Administration.

Burton  Gregory  Brazier  '74 

Last  Spring,  Greg  Brazier,  37,  of  East  Islip,  turned  back 
the  clock  a  hundred  years  when  he  launched  his  sail- 
powered  cargo  vessel,  which  will  haul  freight  and  passen- 
gers from  Port  Jefferson  to  Bridgefxjrt.  Greg  believes  the 
old-new  method  will  reap  enough  profit  to  warrant  the 
construction  of  four  additional  vessels. 

Singlehanded,  Greg  built  the  "Phoenix",  the  flagship 
of  his  company,  Atlantic  Packet  Lines,  in  his  own 
backyard.  Putting  together  the  70-foot,  50-ton  topsail 
schooner  was  a  testimony  to  his  determination  and  skill. 
He  did  it  in  less  than  two  years  and  was  fortunate,  too,  that 
his  neighbors,  Rosemarie  and  Al  Lomot,  tolerated  the 
noise  and  confusion  during  that  time.  They  and  300  other 
people  were  on  hand  in  Bay  Shore  for  the  launching  of  the 
steel-hulled  vessel,  which  was  led  by  Rep.  Thomas  Downey 
and  Suffolk  County  Executive  Peter  F.  Cohalan.  Greg's 
wife,  Pat,  christened  Phoenix  with  the  time-prescribed 
champagne. 

The  well-wishers  cheered  as  the  schooner  slipped  into 
the  water  for  the  first  time.  Greg  was  told  that  his  vessel  is 
the  first  sail  cargo  boat  to  be  certified  by  the  Coast  Guard 
since  1942.  Phoenix  can  carry  as  much  as  20  tons  of  cargo 
and  30  passengers  on  a  single  trip.  By  using  wind  power 
instead  of  petroleum  fuel,  Brazier  will  be  able  to  keep  the

freight  rates  significantly  less  than  the  conventional 
methods  of  shipping.  Frank  Madden,  business  manager  of 
Atlantic  Packet  Lines,  is  currently  lining  up  potential 
shippers  in  the  Island's  electronic,  aerospace  and  agricul- 
tural sectors,  as  well  as  trucking  firms,  who  see  the  benefit 
in  cross  sound  services. 

Greg  was  born  in  Milwaukee  but  raised  on  Long  Island 
and  graduated  from  Half  Hollow  Hills  High  School  in 
Dix  Hills.  A  Vietnam  veteran,  he  spent  two  years  in  the 
Army,  mustering  out  as  a  sergeant.  He  conceived  the  idea 
of  building  a  cargo  and  passenger  service  some  five  years 
ago  while  sailing  his  26  foot  sloop  on  Great  South  Bay.  At 
the  time  he  was  employed  as  a  Security  Supervisor  at  the 
State  University  in  Farmingdale  where  he  was  also  a 
student.  After  attaining  his  associate  degree  in  correctional 
administration,  he  enrolled  at  St.  Joseph's  College  in 
Brentwood,  majoring  in  Human  Relations,  and  received 
his  Bachelor's  degree  in  1974.  Pat  and  Greg  Brazier  have 
three  small  children,  Jessica  6,  Jason  4,  and  Jocelyn  2. 

Monday  through  Friday,  Greg  carries  cargo  and  pas- 
sengers across  the  sound  from  Bayles  Dock,  Port  Jefferson, 
to  Captain's  Cove  Marina,  Bridgeport.  Weekends  find 
him  taking  sightseers  on  sailing  excursions.

Henriette  Killian,  a  76  graduate  from  the  Brentwood 
Campus,  is  a  member  of  a  Tfianatology  Team  at  Good 
Samaritan  Hospital  in  West  Islip.  It  was  formed  to  work 
withpatients  who  are  dying  and  with  their  families.  Team 
members  help  the  dying  at  this  critical  point  in  their  lives, 
to  enable  them  to  "let  go"  and  die  with  dignity  and 
character. 

Henriette  Killian,  Mary  O'Shaughnessy  and  Cathy 
Fanslow  wrote  up  a  proposal  for  a  program  to  help 
individuals  facing  a  life  threatening  illness,  for  their 
families  and  the  staff  members  involved  in  their  care.  They 
submitted  it  to  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  in  West  Islip 
and  Sr.  Gertrude  O'Brien  (then  Vice  President  of  Admin- 
istration of  the  hospital)  was  instrumental  in  securing  a 
grant  to  fund  the  pilot  program. 

There  were  three  components  to  the  project:  1)  work- 
shops on  Death  and  Dying  for  the  staff:  2)  one-to-one 
patient,  family  and  staff  counseling;  3)  establishment  of 
Bereavement  Support  Groups.  The  program  was  fully 
evaluated  by  all  participants  and  found  to  be  over- 
whelmingly successful. 

Henriette's  involvement  in  the  project  was  in  the  role  of 
nurse-counselor,  working  with  individual  patients  and 
families.  She  also  led  the  Bereavement  Support  Groups. 
The  Thanatology  Team  Program,  which  began  in 
September  1981  ended  when  funds  were  exhausted,  just

before  the  summer  of  1982. 

Good  Samaritan  Hospital  is  seeking  funds  to  continue 
the  counseling  aspect  of  the  original  project  on  a  perma- 
nent basis.  Henriette  hopes  that  this  will  become  a  reality 
because  the  program  is  a  vital  need  for  those  patients  and 
their  families  at  such  a  vulnerable  time.  If  funding  cannot 
be  procured,  Mrs.  Killian  has  given  thought  to  establishing 
a  private  practice  to  continue  this  work. 

Henriette  began  her  career  when  she  received  her  R.N. 
degree  in  1956  from  Brooklyn  Hospital  School  of  Nursing. 
While  attending  St.  Joseph's  College  in  Brentwood  for  her 
Baccalaureate  degree,  she  took  Sr.  Beth  Johnson's  course 
in  Death  and  Dying,  and  it  motivated  her  to  become 
involved  in  this  aspect  of  patient  care.  She  recei\ed  her 
Master's  degree  in  Community  Psychological  Counseling 
from  C.W.  Post  and  has  been  active  in  Thanatology  for  the 
past  six  years.  Sr.  Josephine  Cavanaugh  has  invited  Mrs. 
Killian  to  speak  to  her  students  on  Death  and  Dying  and 
Henriette  finds  it  a  pleasure  to  return  to  St.  Joseph's  where 
she  was  inspired  to  enter  into  this  work. 

Henriette  is  the  wife  of  Dr.  Edward  J.  Killian,  a 
practicing  pediatrician  in  East  Islip.  They  have  three  sons, 
Christopher  23,  Bryan  22  and  Paul  H  years  old.  Her 
outside  interests  are  varied  and  diverse  and  range  from 
horticulture  to  quilting:  from  gourmet  cooking  to  Chinese 
brush  painting;  from  swimming  to  contemplative  reading.

Let  me  tell  you  a  story  which  took  place  in  1906.  A 
seventeen  year-old  girl  was  leaving  her  home  in  County 
Meath,  Ireland,  to  come  to  the  United  States.  She  was 
accompanied  by  two  other  women,  one  the  same  age,  one  a 
year  older.  This  younglady  was  Julia  Collier,  and  she  had 
then,  as  she  had  all  her  life,  a  fascination  with  newborn 
infants.  On  board  the  ship  was  a  lady  traveling  to  this 
country  who  had  recently  given  birth  to  a  child,  so  Julia 
found  herself  very  happily  acting  as  an  assistant  to  take 
care  of  the  infant  on  the  crossing,  which  was  difficult  and 
rough.  Late  one  evening,  while  Julia  and  her  two  young 
companions  were  on  deck  getting  a  breath  of  air  before 
going  below,  one  of  the  ship's  officers  approached  and 
told  her  that  the  lady  with  the  infant  needed  her  help. 
Julia  asked  the  other  two  young  ladies  if  they  would 
accompany  her  below.  They  replied  that  they  would  wait 
another  minute  or  two  at  the  rail  before  coming  down.  So 
Julia,  not  wanting  to  keep  the  new  mother  and  baby 
waiting,  started  downstairs.  Before  she  reached  the  bottom 
of  the  stairs  there  was  a  cry  of  'man  overboard'.  A  wave  had 
taken  her  two  companions;  they  were  lost. 

I  mention  this  incident  because  Julia  Collier  then 
arrived  in  this  country  alone.  She  later  married  a  inan 
named  James  Gill.  They  had  four  children,  the  oldest  of 
whom  was  a  girl  named  Mary.  Mary  Gill  married  a  man 
from  an  old  Yankee  family  which  had  come  here  in  1715 
named  Robert  Himes.  They  had  three  children;  one  of 
them  stands  in  front  of  you  now  wearying  you  with  this 
story. 

Why  tell  this  story?  Because  I  wish  to  point  out  that  we 
are  all  here  by  a  series  of  happy  decisions  and  accidents.  If 
Julia  Collier  had  said,  "Oh,  well  I'll  wait  another  two 
minutes  with  my  friends,"  she  would  not  have  married 
James  Gill,  so  there  would  have  been  no  Mary  Gill  to 
marry  Robert  Himes,  and  I  would  not  be  here  to  relate  to 
you  this  story.  Indeed,  we  are  all  here  by  a  series  of 
coincidences.  The  odds  against  any  one  of  us  being  in 
existence  are  staggering!  Why  would  one  study  history? 
Because  all  history  is  extended  biography.  If  Julia  Collier 
had  not  made  that  trifling  decision  seventy-seven  years 
ago — no  Michael  Himes.  If  her  parents  had  not  made  the 
decision  to  marry  one  another — no  Michael  Himes.  If 
their  parents  had  not  made  the  decision  to  marry — no 
Michael  Himes.  If  the  Himeses  had  not  made  the  decision 
to  come  to  the  New  World  in  1715— no  Michael  Himes. 
Indeed,  we  are  here  as  the  result  of  a  chain  of  important  or 
casual  decisions  and  seemingly  chance  events.  Conse- 
quently, it  is  not  untrue  to  say  that  if  Alexander  the  Great 
had  not  marched — no  Michael  Himes.  If  Columbus  had 
not  sailed — no  Michael  Himes.  If  George  Washington

had  not  fought — no  Michael  Himes.  If  a  bullet  had  gone 
six  inches  right  or  left,  Robert  Himes  would  not  have 
come  home  from  World  War  II  and  lo  and  behold! — no 
Michael  Himes.  We  are  here  by  a  series  of  past  decisions 
and  events,  and  there  is  no  decision  in  the  past  which  does 
not  finalh,  in  some  way,  affect  your  and  my  being  here. 
History  is  your  autobiography  and  mine — that  is  the  only 
reason  for  studying  it.  It  is  not  interesting  information 
about  the  past.  It  explains  how  it  happens  that  you  are  in 
those  seats  and  I  am  at  this  lectern.  Any  one  of  those 
decisions,  had  it  been  changed,  had  it  been  delayed,  would 
ha\'e  changed  who  sat  in  those  seats  today — or  indeed 
whether  there  were  any  seats  there  today!  This  is  why 
history  is  not  merely  my  field  of  study,  it  is  my  obsession. 
This  is  also  why  I  regard  the  American  attitude  toward 
history  as  a  danger.  American  culture  has  tried  in  many 
ways  to  deny  that  it  has  a  history.  Permit  me  to  illustrate 
what  I  mean. 

In  1635,  controversy  raged  within  the  Puritan  settlement 
in  Massachusetts  Bay.  In  the  course  of  the  controversy,  the 
leader  of  the  opposition,  Roger  Williams,  was  given  a 
choice.  When  religious  controversy  arose  in  the  Old 
World  in  the  early  1 7th  century,  there  were  two  basic  ways 
of  resolving  the  problem.  The  first  was  to  gather  all  the 
guardians  of  the  tradition — whether  one  called  them 
bishops,  elders  or  theologians.  The  dispute  was  then 
presented  to  them:  "Some  of  us  think  this,  others  think 
that.  What  does  the  tradition  have  to  say  to  us  to  resolve 
this  dispute?"  In  other  words,  one  app>ealed  to  time,  to  the 
past,  to  the  tradition,  in  order  to  make  a  decision.  The 
alternative  was  to  arrest  the  dissidents  and  burn  them  at 
the  stake.  \'ery  effective  but  not  good  for  con\ersation! 

But — 1635  in  Massachusetts  Bay,  another  option  was 
tried.  One  that  could  not  have  been  tried  in  Europe.  The 
Puritan  Fathers  came  together  in  assembly  and  said  to 
Williams,  "We  think  one  thing,  you  think  another:  there 
is  a  lot  of  room  out  there — go  someplace  else."  And  Roger 
Willianis  moved  and  eventually  settled  what  became 
Providence,  Rhode  Island. 

Now  why  mention  that  incident  in  1635  in  Massachu- 
setts? Because,  I  suggest  to  you,  that  that  decision  is  a 
model  of  the  way  in  which  Americans  have  resolved  scKial, 
political  and  economic  problems  and.  indeed,  very  often 
religious  and  even  familial  problems  for  300  years.  We 
resolve  problems  not  by  app>ealing  to  tradition  or  time, 
but  by  movement  in  space.  So  much  empty  space  was 
available  in  the  New  World  that  there  seemed  to  be  room 
for  e\er\one.  Rather  than  apfieal  to  a  tradition  and  argue 
the  question  out  in  Massachusetts,  the  Puritans  decided 
that  the  minority  should  simply  move  out. 


Think  for  a  moment  about  the  remarkable  event  which 
we  refer  to  as  the  American  Revolution  and  the  extraor- 
dinary document  which  we  call  the  Declaration  of 
Independence.  There  had  been  revolutions  before  the 
American  Revolution,  for  example  the  English  Revolu- 
tion in  the  seventeenth  century.  There  have  been,  heavens 
knows,  many  revolutions  since  the  end  of  the  eighteenth 
century,  the  French  Revolution  and  the  many  revolutions 
of  the  nineteenth  century,  as  well  as  the  socialist  and 
colonial  revolutions  of  our  century.  But  there  is  something 
unique  about  the  American  Revolution — something 
typically  American — a  claim  that  no  other  revolutionary 
movement  has  ever  made.  Cromwell  made  no  claim  to  be 
founding  England;  he  simply  changed  the  form  of 
government.  Robespierre  did  not  claim  to  be  founding 
France,  nor  Lenin  to  be  founding  Russia;  they  were 
simply  changing  the  form  of  government.  But  in  1776  we 
were  not  content  with  changing  the  form  of  government — 
we  said  we  were  starting  a  nation.  No  other  people  has  ever 
made  the  extraordinary  claim  that  by  its  leaders  coming 
together  one  afternoon  in  a  room  in  Philadelphia  and 
putting  their  names  on  a  piece  of  paper  that  they  had 
founded  a  country.  An  extraordinary  claim,  which  could 
only  be  made  in  the  United  States,  because  it  depends  on  a 
division  of  space  rather  than  an  appeal  to  time.  If  the 
British  choose  to  organize  their  political,  social  and 
economic  life  in  one  way  and  we  choose  to  organize  ours 
in  another,  then  let  us  simply  divide  up  the  space.  The 
Atlantic  Ocean  became  the  boundary.  That  side  was  their 
side,  and  this  side  ours. 

This  is  often  true  that,  after  an  event  has  happened,  it 
looks  so  necessary  to  us  that  it  never  occurs  to  us  that  it 
could  have  gone  the  other  way.  So  it  may  not  readily  strike 
us  that  there  is  something  which  the  American  Revolu- 
tionaries did  not  do  which  they  might  have  been  well 
expected  to  do.  After  all,  you  will  remember  that  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  has  rather  harsh  things  to 
say  about  George  III.  It  also  says  some  rather  strong  things 
about  the  British  Parliament.  It  is  consequently  remark- 
able that,  while  the  revolutionaries  on  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic  stoutly  maintained  that  the  British  government 
and  the  British  crown  had  become  abusive  of  the  rights  of 
Englishmen,  they  never  suggested  that  Englishmen  on  the 
other  side  of  the  Atlantic  should  rise  up  and  overthrow  the 
British  government.  There  was  no  appeal  made  to  ihe 
British  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic  to  overthrow  the 
government  because  they  lived  in  another  space.  They 
were  on  that  side.  Whatever  they  do  over  there — let  them 
do  it.  And  if  they  like  George  III  and  his  government,  let 
them  keep  him!  But  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic,  in  our 
space,  we  would  do  something  brand  new!  Start  a  nation. 
No  other  people  can  trace  their  origin  so  precisely  to  a  date 
and  place  as  the  American  people.  Who  is  to  say  when  the 
French  people  began?  Who  is  to  say  when  the  Germans 
began,  or  the  Irish  or  the  Poles  or  the  Italians  or  the 
Russians  or  the  Spanish?  But  we  know  when  the  American 
people  began.  We  began  on  July  4th,  1776,  in  Phila- 
delphia. This  is  an  extraordinary  statement  because  it 
assumes  that  time  really  doesn't  make  a  difference.  We 
Americans  are  brand  new.  We  start  from  scratch. 

Much  more  interesting  to  me,  I  must  confess,  than  the 
data  of  people's  history,  what  actually  happened,  is  their 
mythology,  what  they  believe  happened,  because  it  shapes 
their  understanding  of  their  past  and  their  decisions  for 
the  future.  And  the  American  myth  is  one  of  radical 
newness.  This  can  be  seen  at  work  in  our  political 
language.  In  the  United  States,  all  of  our  political  rhetoric 
is  revolutionary.  No  one  in  this  country,  not  even  an 
incumbent,  can  run  for  office  without  denouncing  the 
person  who  had  held  the  office — even  if  it  is  himself.  No 


one  in  this  country  can  be  elected  to  any  office  if  his 
campaign  message  is,  "Elect  me  and  you  will  get  four 
more  years  of  exactly  what  you  have  had! "  Even  though  he 
may  have  been  responsible  for  it — even  though  he  may 
believe  his  record  to  be  fairly  good — he  must  proclaim  that 
we  face  "bold  new  challenges",  and  we  require  "great  new 
initiatives",  and  he  has  marvelous  ideas  to  do  something 
innovative  in  the  next  two  or  four  or  six  years.  All  our 
rhetoric  is  revolutionary.  At  the  present  time,  for  example, 
we  certainly  have  in  Washington  what  is  by  common 
consent  the  most  conservative  administration  in  the  last 
fifty  years.  But  note  that  in  typically  American  fashion, 
journalists  have  styled  this  change  in  administration,  "the 
Reagan  Revolution".  Even  a  conservative  administration 
is  described  in  revolutionary  language.  The  administration 
can  not  describe  itself  as  going  back — it  has  to  describe 
itself  as  moving  forward.  Any  other  language  simply 
could  not  be  heard  by  Americans.  This  characteristic  of 
American  political  life  can  be  seen  by  contrasting  our 
political  rhetoric  to  British  political  rhetoric.  British 
political  rhetoric  is  the  language  of  continuity.  In  Britain 
even  the  extreme  left  of  the  Labor  Party  when  standing  for 
parliament  must  appeal  to  "the  spirit  of  Magna  Carta  and 
the  rights  of  Englishmen  evolved  over  the  past  eight 
centuries."  This  language  of  continuity  is  necessary 
because  the  British  political  myth  is  that  there  has  not 
been  radical  change  in  English  history.  It  is  a  very 
different  myth  and  it  colors  British  political  language  and 
political  structures.  Ours  is  a  revolutionay  myth  and  it 
colors  our  political  language  and  our  political  structures. 
This  myth  of  radical  newness  has  shafjed  the  way  our 
forebears  thought  about  coming  to  the  United  States.  In 
1782  a  book  was  published  entitled  Letters  From  an 
American  farmer.  The  author  was  a  French  Immigrant  to 
this  country,  Hector  St.  JohndeCrevecoeur,  who  owned  a 
farm  in  upstate  New  York.  He  tried  to  describe  to  people 
in  Europe  what  it  was  like  to  be  an  American. 

"He  is  an  American,  who,  leaving  behind  him  all  his 
ancient  prejudices  and  manners,  receives  new  ones 
from  the  new  mode  of  hfe  he  has  embraced,  the  new 
government  he  obeys,  and  the  new  rank  he  holds.  He 
becomes  an  American  by  being  received  in  the  broad 
lap  of  our  great  Alma  Mater.  Here  individuals  of  all 
nations  are  melted  into  a  new  race  of  men,  whose  labors 
and  posterity  will  one  day  cause  great  changes  in  the 
world  .  .  .  The  American  is  a  new  man,  who  acts  upon 
new  principles;  he  must  therefore  entertain  new  ideas, 
and  form  new  opinions.  From  involuntary  idleness, 
servile  dependence,  penury,  and  useless  labor,  he  has 
passed  to  toils  of  a  very  different  nature,  rewarded  by 
ample  subsistence. — This  is  an  American.  " 

Thus  the  fundamental  quality  of  the  American  is 
newness.  He  has  new  ideas  and  new  schemes.  He  is 
confronted  by  a  new  land,  with  a  new  government  and 
incredible  new  economic  and  social  possibilities.  He  has 
cast  off  the  old  and  entered  into  newness.  Our  ancestors, 
when  they  came  to  these  shores,  thought  of  themselves  in 
these  terms.  What  did  our  ancestors  call  the  lands  from 
which  they  came?  "The  Old  Country",  and  this  was  "the 
New  World".  Newness  was  American,  and  being  old, 
having  a  past,  and  being  part  of  history  belonged  to  those 
o</!er countries.  We  start  fresh,  the  great  American  myth  is 
that  we  do  not  have  a  history.  We  start  a  new! 

Our  very  distinguished  historian  of  American  religion, 
Sidney  Meade  has  suggested  that,  in  the  formative  years  of 
the  American  mind,  space  overcame  time.  There  was  so 
much  space  in  the  New  World  within  which  to  move  that 
one  did  not  have  to  appeal  to  time  to  settle  difficulties. 
One  simply  moved  to  a  new  space.  Our  national  life  has 
been  radically  marked  by  movement;  the  settlement  of  the 
West  and  the  expansion  to  the  Pacific.  One  might  employ 


this  notion  that  space  rather  than  time  has  been  employed 
by  Americans  to  resolve  problems  to  understand  the  greatest 
crisis  of  our  national  history,  the  Civil  War.  Two  sections 
of  this  nation  confronted  the  fact  that  they  were  organized 
on  very  different  economic  and  political  grounds.  The 
South  had  very  little  in  common  either  socially  or 
economically  with  the  North,  and  many  concluded  that  it 
was  time  for  political  change  to  match  those  economic 
and  social  differences.  The  shape  which  this  change  took 
was  to  draw  a  line  on  a  mapso  that  everything  to  the  north 
of  it  was  to  be  one  country  and  everything  to  the  south  was 
to  form  another.  The  problem  was  to  be  settled  by  dividing 
space!  One  extraordinary  figure,  Abraham  Lincoln, 
constantly  contradicted  that  attempt. 

A  peculiar  aura  surrounds  the  figure  of  Lincoln.  I  am 
more  interested  in  Lincoln  the  myth  than  in  Lincoln  the 
man  for  the  moment.  When  I  mention  Abraham  Lincoln, 
an  image  comes  into  your  mind,  and  I  wager  that  the 
image  in  your  mind  is  dressed  in  black.  Did  it  ever  occur  to 
you  that  Lincoln  did  not  dress  in  mourning  all  his  life? 
Why  do  we  always  picture  him  in  black?  We  have  cast 
Lincoln  in  the  role  of  the  suffering  servant,  the  one  who 
freed  us  from  slavery  and  died  for  our  national  sins. 
Lincoln  seems  to  fit  the  role  beautifully.  He  was  even  shot 
on  Good  Friday.  He  who  freed  us  from  slavery  also  dies  for 
our  sins  on  Good  Friday.  Why  do  we  connect  him  with 
tragedy?  Perhaps  because  Lincoln  is  the  only  major  public 
figure  in  19th  century  America  all  of  whose  principal 
public  statements  consistently  app)ealed  to  imagery  of 
time  rather  than  of  space.  "Fourscore  and  seven  years  ago, 
our  fathers  brought  fourth  on  this  continent  a  new  nation 
conceived  in  liberty  and  dedicated  to  the  proposition  that 
all  men  are  created  equal."  Notice  the  opening  phrase: 
"fourscore  and  seven  years  ago.,"  Why  didn't  Lincoln 
simply  say,  "Eighty-seven  years  ago."?  Why  "fourscore 
and  seven  years"?  Why  did  Lincoln  choose  that  deliber- 
ately archaic  way  of  saying  eighty-seven  years  ago?  I 
suggest  that  he  was  deliberately  trying  to  echo,  to  summon 
up  in  the  ears  of  his  hearers  at  Gettysburg,  the  King  James 
version  of  the  Bible.  Lincoln  employed  a  deliberately 
biblical  phrase  precisely  because  he  wished  to  suggest  that 
those  eighty-seven  years  had  a  sacred  quality  about  them, 
that  having  lived  together  as  a  nation  for  eighty-seven 
years,  we  could  not  simply  divide  up  the  space,  thus 
claiming  that  those  eighty-seven  years,  those  "fourscore 
and  seven  years",  no  longer  mattered.  In  his  first  inaugural 
address  Lincoln  affirmed  that  a  people  united  by  "the 
mystic  cords  of  memory"  could  not  lightly  separate 
themselves  from  one  another.  United  by  the  mystic,  i.e.  the 
religious  or  the  sacred,  cords  of  memory,  Americans  had  to 
recognize  that  the  passage  of  time  had  a  sacred  quality 
about  it.  Whether  we  Americans  realized  it  or  not,  by 
living  through  eighty-seven  years  together,  we  had  created 
a  union  which  we  could  not  divide  simply  by  drawing 
lines  on  a  map. 

The  discovery  of  the  significance  of  the  passage  of  time 
is  closely  related  to  another  aspect  of  our  life,  original  sin. 
Once  one  acknowledges  that  one  has  a  past,  one  becomes 
responsible  for  that  past.  The  past  not  only  provides  us 
with  opportunities,  but  it  also  brings  with  it  guilt.  It 
brings  with  it  a  responsibility,  not  only  for  the  successes  of 
the  past,  but  also  for  the  tragedies  of  the  past.  And  I 
suggest  that  that  may  be  why  only  Lincoln,  of  all  major 
19th  century  American  public  figures,  escapied  a  comple- 
mentary myth  to  that  of  American  newness,  namely 
American  innocence.  What  hapfjened  in  1776  in  Phila- 
delphia was  an  immaculate  conception.  Every  other 
people  began  in  sin,  but  not  us.  We  began  fresh, 
unblemished  and  untarnished  by  the  past.  Thus,  Lincoln 
in  his  second  inaugural  address,  during  the  bloody  years 
of  the  war,  was  able  to  say  that  in  this  terrible  war  brother 


fought  brother,  father  fought  son,  families  were  divided, 
and  both  sides  appealed  to  the  same  God,  and  that  perhaps 
the  war  must  continue  until  every  drop  of  blood  drawn  by 
the  slaver-master's  lash  had  been  paid  for  by  a  drop  drawn 
by  the  sword.  In  the  middle  of  the  war,  in  1862,  Lincoln 
received  a  telegram  from  a  group  of  Congregationalist 
ministers  in  Massachusetts,  telling  him  that  they  were 
whole-hearted  in  their  support  of  the  Union  cause,  and 
that  they  wished  to  assure  him  that  God  was  on  the  side  of 
the  Union.  Lincoln  sent  back  a  message  in  which  he 
thanked  the  reverend  gentlemen  for  their  prayers  and  for 
their  good  wishes,  but  that  he  could  not  help  observing 
that  they  had  said  something  which  struck  him  as  most 
pjeculiar.  They  had  assured  him  that  God  was  on  the  side 
of  the  Union,  but  Linclon  replied  that  he  would  much 
rather  know  that  the  Union  was  on  the  side  of  God.  In  the 
midst  of  a  frightfully  devastating  war  the  President  of  the 
United  Staes  suggested  that  we  might  be  as  gulity  as  those 
against  whom  we  fought! 

Can  you  imagine  Franklin  Roosevelt  saying  such  a 
thing  about  American  participation  in  World  War  II?  Or 
Lyndon  Johnson  about  American  actions  in  Vietnam?  Or 
Woodrow  Wilson  about  America's  entrance  into  World 
War  I?  I  can  think  of  no  one  else  in  our  history  who  had  the 
courage  or  the  wisdom  to  do  so — and  I  suggest  to  you  that 
this  may  be  why  Lincoln  is  cast  as  a  figure  in  (jerpetual 
mourning  in  the  American  imagination.  He  was  the  one 
who  recognized  the  possibility  of  sin  in  our  national  life. 
Such  a  recognition  arose  hand  in  hand  with  his  apprecia- 
tion of  the  importance  of  time  and  tradition.  (If  you  wish 
to  see  this  carved  in  marble,  stroll  around  the  major 
monuments  in  Washington.  There  is  Jefferson,  bright 
and  shining,  standing  in  his  little  cufxjla  among  the 
cherry  blossoms,  looking  like  the  very  figure  of  the  man  of 
the  Enlightenment.  There  is  the  Washington  Monument, 
one  great  finger  pointing  straight  up  to  the  limitless 
heavens.  And  down  at  the  end  of  the  mall,  in  a  shady  Greek 
temple  sits  Abraham  Lincoln  staring  pensively  down, 
presumably  contemplating  the  possibility  that  the  Union 
may  not  be  on  the  side  of  God.) 

Consider  the  American  love  affair  with  the  automobile. 
Is  it  possible  that  part  of  the  automobile's  irresistible 
attraction  has  been  that  one  could  solve  problems  by 
hopping  into  the  car  and  driving  at  60  mph  over  our  vast 
network  of  roads  to  someplace  else?  Is  it  jxjssible  that  the 
American  flight  to  the  suburbs  after  World  War  II  was  a 
continuation  of  this  American  way  of  responding  to 
problems?  If  the  cities  were  in  difficulties,  move  out  of 
them?  And  in  what  has  been,  with  the  possible  exception 
of  the  Civil  War,  the  most  tragic  element  in  the  American 
experience,  is  it  possible  that  the  terrible  injustices  done  to 
Native  Americans,  to  American  Indians,  have  been  the 
result  of  the  American  conviction  that  one  solves  problems 
by  movement  in  space?  If  two  p>eoples  of  very  different 
traditions  and  cultures  are  not  able  to  live  together 
comfortably,  carve  out  a  piece  of  space,  call  it  a  reservation, 
and  consign  one  of  them  to  live  there. 

Some  years  ago,  President  Carter  appointed  a  blue 
ribbon  Presidential  panel  to  study  the  question  of  the 
decline  of  the  cities  of  the  "snow  belt".  The  report  of  this 
committee  was  delivered  too  late  to  be  given  to  President 
Carter,  and  so  came  to  President  Reagan's  desk  shortly 
after  he  assumed  office.  I  recall  reading  it  with  both 
delight  and  astonishment  in  the  New  York  Times.  The  report 
suggested  that,  indeed,  there  is  a  great  population  shift  in 
process  in  the  United  States  and  that,  indeed,  there  are 
problems  of  housing,  transportation,  and  energy  in  the 
older  cities  of  the  Northeast  and  the  Midwestern  States. 
And  after  reviewing  these  problems,  the  committee 
suggested  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  that 
perhaps  the  best  solution  to  the  problem  is  for  the  govern- 


ment  to  encourage  people  to  make  the  move  and  so 
gradually  reduce  the  cities  of  the  Northeast  and  Midwest. 
Can  you  imagine  the  British  seriously  entertaining  a 
report  suggesting,  "There  are  all  sorts  of  problems  in 
London — let's  close  it!"  Can  you  imagine  the  French 
concluding,  "Since  the  climate  is  better  in  Marseilles,  let's 
encourage  all  the  Parisians  to  leave  Paris  and  move  there!" 
But  a  serious  panel  of  experts  reported  to  the  President  of 
the  United  States  that  if  there  are  problems  in  New  York,  it 
might  be  wise  to  get  New  Yorkers  to  move  to  Albuquerque. 
Only  Americans  could  come  up  with  it! 

No  other  {people  on  the  face  of  the  earth  have  ever  taken 
it  for  granted  that  when  one  turned  sixty-five,  or  there- 
abouts, one  should  pack  up  and  move  a  thousand  miles 
away  and  play  golf!  That  when  one  retires,  one  moves 
somewhere  else  and  starts  brand  new!  No  other  fjeople  on 
the  face  of  the  earth  have  ever  thought  such  behavior 
normal.  But  Americans  believe  that  one  answers  diffi- 
culties by  starting  fresh,  and  to  start  fresh,  one  goes 
someplace  else. 

A  great  danger  in  American  life,  a  danger  which  we  have 
begun  to  experience,  is  that  when  space  is  psychologically 
filled,  when  there  is  no  more  empty  space  to  move  into,  bit 
by  bit  there  emerges  a  sense  that  our  problems  can  not  be 
solved.  If  our  solution  to  our  problems  has  always  been  to 
go  somewhere  else  and  there  is  now  nowhere  else  to  go  or, 
when  we  arrive  there,  it  looks  very  much  like  the  place  we 
came  from,  it  is  not  surprising  that  there  has  begun  to  be  a 
national  apprehension  that  our  problems  are  insoluble. 
And  I  suggest  to  you  that  this  is  very  much  the  experience 
of  our  generation  of  Americans. 

In  1924,  Robinson  Jeffers  wrote  a  poem  which  he 
entitled  "Shine,  Perishing  Republic".  He  wrote  that  he 
would  have  his  children  "keep  their  distance  from  the 
thickening  center"  and  not  be  bottled  up  in  cities.  When 
things  get  too  crowded,  head  for  the  hills!  Move  out  and  go 
somewhere  else.  And  perhaps  the  Republic  really  is 
perishing  once  there  are  no  more  mountains  to  move  to,  at 
least  not  psychologically.  To  prevent  the  perishing  of  the 
Republic,  we  Americans  must  discover  time,  the  forgotten 
dimension  of  our  existence.  If  our  problems  can  not  be 
resolved  in  space,  perhaps  we  must  seek  to  resolve  them  in 
time.  We  must  learn  to  appeal  to  tradition.  We  must 
discover  that  to  have  a  past  is  not  necessarily  to  be  weighed 
down  by  past  decisions,  that  it  can  also  be  a  gift  of 
expertise  and  insight  into  the  possibilities  of  the  future. 
We  must  learn  that  the  past  does  not  enchain  us,  but  that 
much  more  important,  it  may  free  us  for  the  future,  that  it 
is  only  knowing  where  we  have  come  from  that  we  may 
find  who  we  are,  and  that  only  if  we  know  who  we  are,  do 
we  stand  a  chance  of  knowing  where  we  should  be  going. 
If  this  is  true,  it  may  be  that  the  much  despised  study  of 
history  will  turnout  to  be  absolutely  essential  to  America's 
survival.  As  we  discover  that  we  have  a  tradition,  that  it 
was  forming  while  we  weren't  noticing,  that  while  we 
were  moving  in  space  we  were  also  passing  through  time, 
then  we  may  find  that  we  have  the  resources  to  confront 
our  future.  Only  when  we  have  uncovered  our  past  can  we 
possibly  advance  into  the  future.  This  is  why  I  suggest  that 
the  study  of  history  is  crucial  to  us  as  a  nation  at  this  point. 
History  is  autobiography.  We  are  not  studying  the  deeds 
and  decisions  of  men  and  women  who  are  dead  and  gone. 
We  are  engaged  in  the  study  of  the  people  who  produced 
us  and  our  world.  Only  if  we  know  who  they  were  and  so 
where  we  came  from  can  we  make  decisions  about  where 
we  move  to  tomorrow.  If  so,  then  being  inducted  into  a 
history  society  may  prove  to  be  a  public  service.  Thank 
you. 


Country  Doctor 


Edward  C.  Filler,  Jr.,  M.D. 


Edward  Piller  '75  is  now  a  full-fledged  physician 
practicing  medicine  in  Red  Oak,  Iowa,  where  the  fields  of 
corn  are  tall  and  endless  and  the  tiny  towns  are  far  apart. 

After  earning  his  BS  in  Biology  here  at  St.  Joseph's,  he 
entered  the  medical  school  of  Creighton  University  in 
Omaha,  Nebraska,  and  he  received  his  M.D.  in  1979.  His 
three  years  of  internship-residency  were  spent  at  St. 
Joseph's  (yes,  St.  Joseph's)  Hospital  in  Omaha. 

Last  year,  he  and  another  young  doctor  joined  the 
practice  of  Dr.  J.J.  Sheehan,  whom  he  describes  as  "a  good 
doctor  and  a  better  man. ' '  The  doctor  has  become  a  legend, 
much  admired  and  respected  by  those  who  live  in  the  area 
in  which  he  practices. 

Patients  come  from  three  counties,  all  rural  in  character. 
Towns  are  twenty  or  thirty  miles  apart.  Some  have  only  a 
few  hundred  people,  some  less  than  a  hundred.  The 
raising  of  cattle  and  hogs,  and  of  corn  to  feed  them,  is  the 
occupation  of  most  of  the  people. 

Edward  is  fascinated  by  this  flat,  spread-out,  agricultural 
world,  so  different  from  crowded,  vertical  New  York  City. 
He  finds  that  each  town  has  its  own  special  character. 
Stanton  has  a  population  that  is  100%  Swedish;  all  the 
houses  are  painted  white  and  the  water  tower  is  shaped 
like  a  Swedish  coffee  pot.  Vilisca  boasts  that  it  is  the 
world's  biggest  hog  producer.  Essex,  in  which  Edwards 
works  two  days  a  week,  has  800  people,  one  food  store,  a 
bank,  a  Dairy  Queen,  a  meat  locker  and  slaughterhouse, 
its  own  phone  company  and  no  police  officer.  The  people 
in  all  the  towns,  he  finds,  are  very  friendly  and  respectful 
of  the  medical  profession. 

The  physician's  style  of  life  and  practice  are  conditioned 
by  geography  and  by  the  circumstances  of  people  among 
whom  he  works.  In  order  to  be  more  accessible  to  their 
scattered  patients,  the  team  of  doctors  has,  not  one,  but 
three  offices  in  different  towns,  spending  one  or  two  days  a 
week  in  each. 

The  doctors  keep  farmers'  hours.  Edward  is  at  the 
hospital  by  6  A.M.  Dr.  Sheehan  has  started  rounds  at  4:30. 
By  6:45  they  are  on  their  way  to  one  of  their  offices  or 
clinics.  At  times  there  are  up  to  twenty  people  waiting 
when  they  arrive  at  the  office.  They  see  over  150  people  a 
day.

Dear  Sister  George  Aquin, 

Thank  you  so  very  much  for  all  the  years  (I  graduated 
June  '50)  I  have  received  ALUMNAGRAM  and  have  not 
been  a  steady  contributor  to  my  admirable  Brooklyn  alma 
mater. 

It  was  always  with  a  great  deal  of  fondness  and  happy 
remembrances  that  I  was  able  to  share  all  the  happenings 
of  the  college  while  not  being  a  faithful  alumna  (except  in 
my  pride,  thoughts  and  prayers).  The  attached  check  is 
just  a  start  for  what  I  hope  will  be  the  precursor  of  better 
efforts  on  my  part,  now  that  the  end  is  in  sight  in  raising 
and  educating  our  five  wonderful  children. 

All  our  five  are  graduate  engineers!  (one  next  June). 
One  girl  and  four  boys.  The  oldest  three  have  their 
Master's  degrees  (Civil  Engineer)  and  are  working  in 
various  parts  of  the  country.  The  second  youngest  will 
have  his  Master's  in  Ceramic  Engineering  and  hojjes  to 
continue  on  to  a  PhD  and  John,  our  youngest,  started 
Cornell  at  age  16H  and  next  June  will  make  our  fifth 
graduate.

I  have  accompanied  my  husband  in  over  500,000  air 
miles  of  traveling  all  over  the  world  in  disseminating  the 
Finite  Element  Theory  (he  was  one  of  the  original  three 
pioneers  to  discover  and  expand  this  theory,  two  came 
later)  and  it  is  now  used  by  tens  of  thousands  of  engineers 
throughout  the  world.  We  have  been  guests  of  many 
countries  (20  to  be  exact)  plus  66  campuses  in  the  U.S.  and 
on  our  last  big  trip  in  '81  to  China,  he  was  one  of  three 
Americans  to  be  so  honored  (two  were  Europ)eans). 

Our  greatest  thrill  in  travelling  three  weeks  in  China 
and  being  hosted  at  six  banquets  was  the  banquet  held  in 
the  Anhui  Province  room  in  the  Great  Hall  of  the  People 
in  Peking  where  we  met  and  talked  for  over  an  hour  with 
Fang  Yi,  the  then  President  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences  for 
China.

We  travelled  by  plane,  train  and 
boat  in  visiting  Shanghai,  Hefei,  Peking,  Xian  (where  we 
watched  the  actual  digging  of  those  clay  pottery  figures 
that  are  now  touring  many  museums)  and  then  to 
Nanking.

When  emergency  transportation  is  needed,  two  heli- 
copters are  available,  one  from  Omaha  (fifty-five  miles 
away  by  road)  and  one  from  Des  Moines.  Dr.  Piller's  house 
is  only  600  feet  from  the  hospital,  so  that  he  can  get  there 
quickly  in  emergencies — even  when  the  temperature  is  10 
degrees  below  zero  in  winter  or  well  over  100  degrees  in 
summer. 

The  hospital  in  Red  Oak  carries  a  usual  load  of  50  to  60 
patients.  There  are  six  nursing  homes  in  the  area,  with  an 
average  of  80  beds  each.  Over  a  quarter  of  the  population 
of  the  towns  is  over  65,  since  farm  people,  when  they  retire, 
move  into  the  towns.  This  means  a  heavy  geriatric 
practice.  Drug  abuse,  however,  is  uncommon,  even 
marijuana  being  fairly  rare. 

In  addition  to  this  busy  schedule.  Dr.  Piller  is  on  the 
faculty  of  Creighton  University  as  an  associate.  Edward 
and  his  wife,  Mary  Jo,  have  three  young  children:  Martin, 
3  years  old,  Micki,  2,  and  Janeen,  3  months  old.  "They 
manage  to  keep  us  a  little  busy",  he  says. 

As  to  his  profession: ' '  Everybody's  goal  is  to  do  the  best, 
and  I  really  enjoy  it." 


Sergeant  Kathleen  Medican  Fogarty  '71 


Sergeant  Kathleen  Medican  Fogarty,  assigned  to  the 
Brooklyn  Criminal  Court  Division,  is  finally  seeing 
fulfillment  of  her  aspirations  of  making  police  work  a 
career. 

In  1965,  as  a  junior  at  St.  Brendan's,  Kathy  applied  to  be 
a  trainee  in  the  Police  Department  but  was  told  no  jobs 
were  available  for  girls  in  that  title.  She  applied  to  St. 
Joseph's  College  and  was  accepted  prior  to  high  school 
graduation.  On  a  partial  SJC  scholarship  and  a  partial 
Regents  scholarship,  Kathy  entered  as  a  freshman  in  1966, 
but  left  after  one  year  for  a  position  as  a  business 
representative  with  the  Telephone  Company.  Again  she 
applied  to  the  Police  Department  and  was  told  that  she 
would  have  to  wait  for  a  "Policewoman's"  exam.  She 
returned  to  St.  Joseph's  in  1968  as  a  sophomore  with  a 
Sociology  major.  Kathy  was  finally  able  to  take  the  P.D. 
entrance  exam  in  October  1969,  in  her  junior  year.  Her 
hopes  of  an  appointment  after  graduation  in  June  1971 
faded  when  the  Police  Department  imposed  a  hiring 
freeze.  She  found  employment  as  an  Administrative 
Assistant  for  a  paper  broker. 

The  hiring  freeze  and  the  quota  for  300  Policewomen 
was  lifted  in  1973  and  Kathy  was  sworn  in  on  April  30th. 
She  entered  the  Police  Academy  for  a  five-month  inten- 
sified training  program.  Besides  attending  John  Jay 
College  for  Master's  credits  in  Sociology  and  Psychology 
one  day  a  week,  the  balance  of  the  curriculum  consisted  of 
four  hours  of  classes  in  Law  and  Police  Science  and  three 
hours  devoted  to  physical  training  such  as  calisthenics, 
boxing,  hand  to  hand  combat,  use  of  a  night  stick,  karate, 
etc.  The  training  of  men  and  women  together  in  class  and 
in  the  gymnasium  was  a  "first",  as  was  assignment  to 
"streetpatrol  in  uniform"  working  "around  theclock"as 
"Police  Officers". 

On  October  1,  1973,  Kathy  Medican  Fogarty  was  a 
female  pioneer  "hitting  the  bricks"  on  foot  patrol  and 
radio  motor  patrol  in  such  areas  as  Red  Hook's  76th 
Precinct,  Brooklyn  Heights'  84th  Pet,  and  Bensonhurst's 
62nd  Pet.  Besides  these  duties  Kathy  also  performed  such 
female  duties  as  searching  female  prisoners  and  guarding 
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Reflections  and  Projections

material  witnesses  and  children,  working  the  switchboard, 
clerical  duties  and  performing  decoy  work.  Just  when  she 
felt  that  she  belonged  "on  the  job",  Kathy  and  the  400 
women  hired  with  her,  were  laid  off  in  the  City's  financial 
crunch  in  July  1975. 

Because  no  one  would  hire  a  "laid  off  cop",  Kathy 
devoted  her  energies  to  getting  her  job  back  by  suing  the 
P.D.  on  the  basis  of  discriminatory  hiring  practices  since 
1964.  It  was  proven  that  she  should  have  been  hired  as  a 
trainee  in  1967  and  appointed  as  a  Police  Officer  in  1969 
and  therefore,  never  laid  off.  She  was  rehired  in  August 
1977  with  all  back  seniority  and  rights.  She  was  assigned 
to  Williamsburg's  90th  Precinct,  and  again  Kathy  sued  the 
Department  for  the  discrimination  that  prohibited  women 
from  certain  assignments.  On  October  1 ,  1978  she  became 
the  first  woman  to  hold  the  position  of  Commanding 
Officer's  Confidential  Clerical  Officer  and  two  years  later 


she  was  assigned  as  the  first  woman  to  teach  law  to  the  new- 
rookies  at  the  Police  Academy.  These  were  the  most 
enjoyable  four  years  of  her  career  because  of  the  people  she 
met  and  the  insight  and  knowledge  of  the  job  which  she 
gained.  She  was  sorry  to  leave  the  teaching  assignment  but 
a  promotion  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant  found  her  in 
Chinatown's  5th  Precinct  on  October  1 ,  1982.  She  worked 
there  until  March  1983  when  she  transferred  to  the  Court 
Division  due  to  an  injury  sustained  in  the  line  of  duty. 

Sergeant  Fogarty  took  the  recent  exam  for  promotion  to 
Lieutenant  and  placed  very  high  on  the  list  and  she  hopes 
to  be  restored  to  full  duty  and  to  patrol.  Kathy  commented 
on  the  great  strides  and  advancements  women  ha\e  made 
since  she  entered  the  Police  Department  eleven  years  ago. 
There  are  currently  1500  female  Officers,  28  women 
Sergeants,  5  female  Lieutenants,  and  one  woman  Captain. 
With  pioneers  like  Kathy  on  the  job,  an  increase  in  these 
numbers  should  be  seen  in  all  ranks  and  assignments.

On  Wall  Street 


William  Hemzerling  '81 

William  Heinzerling.  a  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1981,  is 
a  trader  with  one  of  the  largest  Investment  Banking 
concerns  on  Wall  Street.  His  specialty  is  in  tax  exempt 
municipal  notes  and  tax  exempt  commercial  papers.  How 
did  a  Social  Science  major,  Political  Science  minor  from 
St.  Joseph's  wind  up  on  the  floor  of  Lehman  Brothers? 

Bill  finished  his  four  years  at  SJC  in  December  1980  and 
in  late  January  took  a  job  with  Manufacturers  Hanover 
Trust  Co.  at  40  Wall  Street.  He  worked  there  for  eight 
months  but  the  work  became  monotonous  and  Bill 
became  restless.  In  conversations  with  other  young  men 
on  the  street,  he  learned  that  Lehman  Brothers  was  soon  to 
start  one  of  their  periodic  training  programs.  He  set  about 
to  obtain  an  interview  in  order  to  be  admitted.  Bill  knew 
nothing  about  the  work  of  trading  establishments  and  was 
not  too  surprised  that  he  did  not  qualify  after  he  had 
finished  the  interview.  Knowing  there  would  be  another 
training  session  in  six  months,  he  read  all  he  could  about 
Lehman  Brothers  and  the  trading  business. 

Six  months  later,  Bill  was  one  of  eighteen  accepted  into 
a  four-month  training  program  at  Lehman  Brothers. 
Thirteen  were  from  Ivy  League  Colleges  and  Universities. 
The  others,  who  dubbed  themselves  "the  minority"  had 
tough  competition.  Bill  realized  this  and  applied  himself 
so  well  that  he  outscored  the  majority  by  the  end  of  the 
session.  He  also  passed  the  examination  required  to  be 
registered  with  the  Security  and  Exchange  Commission. 
Now  he  had  to  meet  with  three  of  the  partners  of  Lehman 
Brothers  for  final  approval.  The  separate  interviews  were 
intense  f-.ia  Bill  was  elated  when  he  was  accepted.  He  later 
learned  that  they  "took  a  gamble"  on  him.  Bill  was 
"drafted"  to  sell  tax-exempt  municipal  notes  and  tax- 
exempt  commercial  papers.  Fascinated  by  trading  on  the 
floor,  he  asked  and  was  accepted  as  a  trader,  though  it 
meant  a  temporary  cut  in  pay. 

Bill  Heinzerling  applies  the  same  quick  assessments 
and  judgments  he  used  as  a  valued  basketball  player 
while  at  St.  Joseph's  to  his  frenzied  work  on  the  trading 
floor  of  Lehman  Brothers  which  is  "about  the  size  of  two 
football  fields."  He  loves  the  work  but  admits  that  there  is 
no  security  in  it.  One  or  two  wrong  decisions  would  mean 
"out  of  the  game." 

Bill,  24,  has  two  younger  brothers,  Keith,  21  who  is  in 
the  Marines  and  currently  on  guard  duty  at  the  Embassy  in 
Mexico,  and  Glenn,  19,  who  is  in  Brooklyn  College. 

On  August  6th  of  this  year.  Bill  Heinzerling  will  be 
married  to  Helen  Minieri,  a  graduate  of  the  class  of  1981 . 
Helen  teaches  at  Our  Lady  of  Miracles  School  in  Canarsie.

On  the  other  side  of  the  world  in  Good  Shepherd 
Convent  in  Kowloon,  China,  Sister  Mary  Francis  Flinn 
celebrated  the  Diamond  Jubilee  of  her  profession  as  a 
Good  Shepherd  sister  on  September  8ih,  last.  Classmates 
of  '21  were  with  her  in  spirit  as  her  brother,  Monsignor 
Dermod  Flinn  celebrated  the  Sixtieth  Anniversary  Mass. 
Many  friends  and  well  wishers  were  present,  for  Sister  is 
known  and  loved  in  Hongkong.  She  is  a  familiar  figure  at 
lectures  and  seminars  and  her  keen  mind  is  still  vigorous 
at  82;  her  broad  interests  encompass  Charismatic  prayer 
and  Father  Osheda's  special  fonn  of  Christian  Zen. 

Eva  Flinn  was  one  of  eleven  children.  She  points  out 
that  she  was  no  model  child,  "I  had  eight  brothers  and  I 
think  I  was  worse  than  any  of  them!  "  Eva  matriculated  in 
the  second  class  of  St.  Joseph's  College  for  Women  and 
received  her  Bachelor's  degree  in  1921.  She  completed  a 
Master's  degree  in  English  at  Fordham  University  before 
entering  the  Sisters  of  the  Good  Shepherd  on  Septembers, 
1923.  Two  who  influeirced  her  on  her  decision  to  enter, 
were  Father  (later  Bishop)  Thomas  E.  Molloy,  teacher  and 
spiritual  director  when  she  was  at  St.  Joseph's,  and  her 
brother  Denriod  Flinn,  throughout  his  seminary  training. 
Sister  was  professed  in  1 926  and  served  in  New  York  before 
sailing  for  Shanghai  in  193,5. 

Sister  Mary  Francis  was  seventeen  years  in  Shanghai 
and  superior  of  the  convent,  when  the  Conmrunists  came 
to  power.  She  and  her  sisters  were  kept  under  house  arrest 
because  they  wouldn't  "cooperate."  She  dismisses  any 
danger  in  the  situation;  rather,  she  tells  of  the  hundreds  of 
Catholic  lay  people  and  priests  who  were  iiriprisoned  for 
their  faith  for  as  long  as  twenty  years. 

Sister  then  served  as  superior  in  the  Good  Shepherd 
convents  of  Los  Angeles  and  Manila.  She  was  sixty  years 
old  when  she  went  to  Hong  Kong  where  she  built  the 
Marycove  Center  for  girls.  She  didn't  speak  the  Chinese 
dialect  there,  but  learned  a  few  phrases  and  relied  on 


interpreters  when  needed.  Hong  Kong  is  an  interna- 
tionally flavored  city  and  the  convent  included  sisters 
from  Viet  Nairi,  the  Phlippines,  Canada  and  the  Ehiited 
States.  "It  makes  you  more  tolerant,"  she  said.  "You  begin 
to  realize  that  others  have  gifts  we  don't  have,  like  the 
contemplative  gifts  of  the  East,  the  energy  of  the 
Irish.  .  . 

"What  China  needs  is  prayer",  says  Sister  Mary  Francis". 
"Pray  for  the  healing  of  the  schismatic  church."  The 
Communist  dominated  "Patriotic  Catholic  Church" 
which  has  no  ties  with  the  Holy  See,  is  a  great  temptation 
for  Catholics  holding  on  to  their  faith,  who  have  been 
without  the  sacraments  for  a  long  time. 

Sister's  active  life  is  now  curtailed,  but  she  has  taken  to 
gardening  in  order  to  practice  contemplation.  Mary 
Magdalen,  she  says,  met  Jesus  in  a  gardener's  guise,  so  a 
garden  is  a  very  likely  place  to  wait  for  Him.

(ane  Ciolden  Eagle  award  as  the  best  non-theatrical  film, 
by  the  I'.S.  Bicentennial  C^)inmission  and  the  I'.S.  Office 
of  Inloimalion.

Ke\  in  then  spent  a  year  in  Boston  as  assistant  jjrofessor 
at  Ciiahm  Junior  College,  teaching  Television  and  Film 
Production.

A  few  years  ago  when  Eleanor  Bunyan  was  working  as 
Head  Nurse  in  the  AduU  Male  Psyt  hialrii  Unit  in  Elmluirst 
General  Hospital,  she  felt  the  need  for  inore  education  in  the 
Health  field.  Kleanor  was  a  registered  nurse.  .She  had  grad- 
uated from  the  Bronx  Cioirimunity  College  in  June  1973  with 
an  Associate  in  Applied  Science  degree  (nursing)  and  had 
attended  Hunter  college  to  further  her  education  in  other 
subjects.  Some  of  the  nurses  who  worked  with  her  had 
graduated  from  St.  Joseph's  C^ollege  and  they,  particidarly 
Mrs.  Pauline  C^ollins,  urged  her  to  look  into  tlie  General 
Studies  options  at  the  college.  When  she  did,  Eleanor  found  a 
suitable  course  of  study.  She  was  able  to  fit  her  school 
schedule  into  her  work  day  and  in  June  1983,  she  received  a 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  Community  Health  and  Health 
Administration. 

In  1981,  Eleanor  Bunyan  went  to  the  Soviet  Union  on  a 
professional  tour  with  Professional  Seminar  Consultants. 
Inc.,  to  evaluate  the  Alcoholic  and  Psychiatric  nursing.  She 
visited  five  republics,  namely  Moscow,  Kiev,  Baku 
(Azerbaijan),  Tbilisi  (ancient  capitol  of  Georgia)  and 
Yerevan.  The  .group  visited  iriental  hospitals  and  saw  tieat- 
ment  and  care  of  patients.  The  consensus  was  that  Russia  was 
years  behind  the  times  in  some  treatments  and  the  equipment 
appeared  to  be  what  would  have  been  seen  in  the  I'nited 
States  some  thirty  or  forty  years  ago.  Narcology  (treatment  of 
alcoholism),  fonrierly  a  part  of  Psychiatry,  was  separated  two 
years  ago.  There  are  two  doctors,  ten  nurses  and  fifteen 
attendants  for  every  sixty  patients.  Patients  know,  when  they 
are  admitted,  that  they  are  expected  to  return  to  work,  and 
therefore  do  not  resist  treatment.  After  discharge  they  aie 
provided  with  suitable  jobs  and  receive  wages  for  their  work. 

When  the  .group  inquiied  into  psychiatric  practices  and 
treatments,  they  weie  told  that  it  was  the  sairie  as  in  the 
United  States,  but  were  not  shown  any  procedures.  Eleanor 
found  the  nursing  profession  to  be  twenty  years  befiind  us. 
There  seemed  to  be  no  individual  responsibility  or  control 
and  there  is  no  nursing  organization  in  the  I'SSR.  Nurses  aie 
very  important  in  outpatient  treatment.  Although  she  is  the 
main  helper  for  tlie  psychiatrist,  a  nurse  cannot  make  a 
decision.  She  is  also  iinportairt  in  other  areas  suth  as 
occupational  therapy.  All  documents  and  recoids  are  kept  by 
tiurses,  and  they  are  paid  2.5%  bonus  for  working  in 
psychiatry.  Most  of  the  physicians  are  feinales  with  low  sot  ial 
and  economic  status.  All  education  is  ( ontrolled  by  the  state. 


For  Eleanor,  the  trip  was  a  fantastic  ad\  entuie  and  she  was 
glad  that  she  had  the  opportunity  to  see  and  touch  another 
(  ulture.  Seeing  the  people  of  various  lepublics  revealed  the 
differences  of  each  gioup.  It  was  a  positive  learning 
experience  in  other  ways,  such  as  dining,  travel,  hostelry  etc. 
A  TV  documentary  was  being  made  in  Baku  and  sev  eral  ol  the 
gioup  were  asked  to  comment  on  their  visit.  It  was  to  be 
shown  three  days  later,  but  the  .group  did  not  see  it. 

Eleanor  is  one  of  eight  ihildren  and  the  daughtei  of  a 
minister.  She  lemembersher  father's  call  to  be  a  missionarv  in 
Monrovia,  Africa,  in  f9,'J7,  and  the  difficulties  he  encoun- 
tered. Serious  illness  contracted  there  forced  his  return  to  the 
United  States.  Eleanor  is  a  born  again  Christian  and  works  in 
the  .Sunday  Scliool  at  Bethlehein  Pentecostal  Assembly  iir 
Manhattan,  where  she  teaches  the  Teens  and  Hi- Teens  -  girls. 
She  is  treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Department  of  her  chinch 
and  secretary  of  the  Missionarv  Department  ol  the  Eastern 
District  of  the  United  Pentecostal  C>)unc  il  of  the  Assemblies 
of  God. 

Eleanor  Bunyan  now  works  foi  the  Health  and  Hos|jilals 
(k)rporation  in  Elmhmst  HosiJital's  Psvihiatiit  Piison 
Waid,  as  head  nurse.  Betauseul  the  natuieol  their  crimes,  the 
prisoners  are  evaluated  to  see  whether  they  have  psyc  hi.iii  it 
pioblems  and  if  they  are  coinpetent  to  stand  trial. 

Eleanor  loves  music,  the  arts  and  live  iheaiei.  Koi 
relaxation,  she  enjoys  playing  the  jji.ino.

Psychiatrist 
Inducted 


Dr.  Kathleen  Degen 


Dr.  Kathleen  Degen  was  among  the  thirteen  alumnae  of 
St.  Joseph's  College,  to  be  inducted  into  the  Delta  Epsilon 
Sigma  Honor  Society  last  April.  In  citing  her  for  this 
honor,  Sister  St.  Francis  Dilgen  said  that  she  remembered 
her  as  a  very  intelligent  undergraduate  who  was  tremen- 
dously sincere  and  eartrest  in  her  efforts  to  understand  her 
studies,  the  world,  the  things  and  the  people  in  that  world. 
They  had  long  discussions  about  these  things,  during  her 
four  years  and  Kathleen  was  one  of  the  students  who  most 
stimulated  and  challenged  her  during  her  years  as  a 
college  teacher. 

Kathleen  matriculated  at  St.  Joseph's  in  1963  as  a  pre- 
med  biology  major.  She  was  single-minded  in  her  desire  to 
be  a  doctor,  and  after  her  graduation  in  1967,  she  began  her 
medical  studies  at  the  University  of  Bologna,  Ital> .

From  1977  to  1979,  Dr.  Degen  held  a  faculty  appoint- 
ment as  Clinical  Instructor  of  Psychiatry  at  Albert 
Einstein  College  of  Medicine.  Fiom  1980  to  the  present, 
she  has  been  Assistant  Clinic  al  Professor  of  Psychiatry  at 
Columbia  University  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 
Some  of  her  other  activities  have  iircluded  vcjlunteer 
physician  at  St.  Mark's  Clinic,  1978-80  and  Member  of 
Bereavement  Committee,  St.  Vincent's  Hospital,  1981  to 
the  present.

When 
Barry  left  and  I  returned  to  New  York.  I  was  piegnant  and 
I  lemained  with  m\  parents  while  Barry  ser\ed  a  year  in 
X'ietnam.  That  year  was  full  of  tension  and  uncertainty. 
There  was  always  a  prayer  that  I  would  iecei\  e  a  letter  and 
always  that  hanging  on  to  each  word  when  letters  did 
arrive.  Il  was  torture  to  have  \  our  husband  under  fire  every 
day  for  a  year.  I  cannot  imagine  what  it  must  ha\e  been 
like  for  him. 

Daiuel.  our  fiist  son,  was  i)oin  in  jul\  of  19(i7.  Barry 
returned  home  that  December  to  meet  his  live  month  old 
S(in.  The  three  of  us  moved  to  Newport  News,  Virginia,  to 
finish  our  Army  career. 

Oiue  "out  "  and  back  in  New  \()ik,  lluie  \\er('  the 
]jroblems  of  finding  a  job,  locating  and  furnishing  an 
apartment,  readjusting  to  civilian  life,  reestablishing  our 
personal  relationship  and  adjusting  to  parenthood. 
Perhaps  this  was  tcx)  much  to  ace  omplish  all  at  once.  Our 
second  son.  C^orey,  was  born  in  May  of  1971 .  By  this  time 
the  confusion,  disappointment,  restlessness,  struggle  and 
exhaustion  of  our  young  married  life,  and  of  the  times, 
h.id  set  in  beyond  repaii  and  in  197.S  our  marriage  was 
tlissohed.  I  was  destroyed. 

In  an  attemiJi  to  reconnect  with  realiiv.  I  matriculated 
toward  m\  MS  in  Elementary  Ed  at  Queens  Oollege. 
Ihere,  through  the  people  I  met,  thecoursesi  took  and  the 
books  I  read,  I  began  to  develop  a  new  sense  of  myself. 

■\n  ad  in  a  Queens  Clollege  newspaper,  for  a  summer 
camp  arts  and  crafts  counsellor  caught  my  attention. 
Having  always  been  interested  in  crafts.  I  arranged  for  an 
interview.  I  scurried  around  the  apartment  to  locale 
cmything  I  had  ever  made  to  impress  the  director.  He  was 
overwhelmed!  Mv  sumiuei  career  was  launched. 


The  camp  experience  is  valuable  in  helping  children 
develop  their  soc  ializing  and  their  physical  skills.  Those 
w  ho  are  not  adept  at  sports  love  crafts.  In  the  crafts  shack, 
( hildren  find  a  <  aim  atmosphere.  It  is  a  place  where  they 
can  create  without  competition.  It  is  a  place  where  they 
soirietimes  meet  the  unexpected!  I  remember  the  day  I 
welcomed  a  new  group  into  my  shop.  It  was  my  fifth 
summer  directing  the  program.  In  walked  a  student  of 
mine.  He  looked  up  at  me.  blinked  his  eyes  in  disbelief  and 
said,  "What  are  you  doing  in  my  camp.  Mrs.  Ackerman?" 
The  boys  and  I  have  enjoyed  three  different  camps  over  the 
veais  and  each  new  experience  represents  new  growth. 

During  the  summer  of  1979. 1  became  a  licensed  driver. 
Driving  was  one  of  the  most  difficult  skillsl'veever  had  to 
master.  I  can  remember  how  my  knees  shook  whenever  I 
got  into  a  car.  I  can  still  feel  how  my  foot  trembled  an  the 
accelerator  when  I  went  through  that  first  tunnel  and  over 
that  first  bridge.  But  my  new  skill  gave  me  a  new  freedom 
and  I  became  an  insatiable  sunmier  explorer.  I  learned  the 
Berkshires  and  the  C:atskills  very  well. 

1  had  begun  my  teaching  career  in  September  of  1977. 
Ihereiriust  bean  unwritten  rule  that  the  newest  teacher  be 
assigned  the  most  difficult  class.  I  can  see  il  still,  the 
confetti  and  airplanes  and  students  flying  around  the 
room  simultaneously.  By  June,  things  were  more  in  line 
with  accepted  pedagogical  standards  -  but  not  completely. 
One  boy  put  his  jacket  on  top  of  his  head  (there  it 
resembled  a  vvig)  and  stuffed  paper  under  his  shirt  (his 
Flip  Wilson  Geialdine  routine)  and  proceeded  to  lead  the 
class  out  into  the  hall  and  up  the  stairs  to  "visit"  the  sixth 
grade  graduation  assembly.  They  never  got  that  far. 

.After  two  years  in  Williamsburg  —  Greenpoint. 
Brooklyn,  I  was  transferred  to  District  24  in  Queens. 
During  my  first  year  there  I  was  in  a  Language  Arts 
Ciluster  in  Elmhurst  and  was  a  reading  specialist  in 
Corona.  I  enjoyed  preparing  various  types  of  lessons  and 
traveling  from  one  school  to  the  other.  When  the  Art 
Gluster  position  became  available.  I  was  thrilled.  I've  been 
teaching  art,  grades  one  through  five,  for  four  years. 

Over  the  last  ten  years,  my  curiosityi  has  lead  me  to 
investigate  Karate  (I  could  nol  attack  my  instructor). 
C^alligraphy  (a  delightful  art  recjuiring  much  practiceand 
patience).  Belly  Dancing  (the  job  market  is  slim),  tennis 
(still  need  to  improve),  chair  caning  (one  of  the  mosl 
relaxing  crafts)  mono|3rinting  (instant  results),  batik, 
basket  weaving,  dancing  and  piano  (the  fulfillment  of  a 
lifelong  desire).  I  have  also  been  taking  art  courses  at 
Queens  College  toward  "30  credits  past  the  Masters". 
When  I  complete  Drawing  I  this  teriri.  the  requirements 
will  be  met.  My  thirst,  however,  will  no  be  quenched.  I 
intend  to  ccjntinue  taking  courses  until  I've  taken  them 
all! 

It's  1983.  I've  taken  the  fxill  and  carried  it.  I've  been 
teaching  for  seven  years.  I've  been  a  Summer  Camp  An 
Director  for  eight.  I've  learned  to  drive  and  purchased  my 
first  car.  I've  gotten  my  Master's  Degree  -  summa  cum 
laude  -  and  30  credits  past  and  developed  various  side 
skills. 

C!orey  is  twelve,  a  dynamite  kid.  an  SP  student  just 
beginning  Junior  High  and  loving  it  every  minute. 
Danny  is  sixteen,  a  gentleirian  beyond  belief,  helpful, 
outgoingand  a  member  of  Arista  at  his  high  school.  How 
many  years  has  it  been  since  graduation?  I  wonder  what's 
just  around  the  corner  .  .  .

For  Mary  Keller  Lawler's  seven  children,  her  seventy-lifth 
birthday  was  very  special.  They  warned  a  special  celebration. 
Children  and  their  spouses,  grandchildren  and  one  great 
grandchild  added  up  to  an  incredible  fihy  people.  They 
planned  to  spend  a  weekend  together,  which  took  place  o\er 
the  Memorial  Day  holiday  at  Yale  University  Recreation 
Center  where  they  had  lidl  use  of  the  grounds  —  eight  cabins, 
pavilion,  cooking  and  dining  fac  ilities,  lake,  boats,  ball  field 
and  all.  Months  of  planning  about  sleeping  arrangements, 
preparation  of  meals,  at  tivities  and  division  of  chores  con- 
tributed to  the  harmony  and  fiappiness  they  all  enjoyed. 

Mass  was  celebrated  on  Saturday  in  the  late  afternoon  by  a 
Jesuit  priest  from  the  .St.  Louis  Province,  who  was  a  graduate 
of  Yale.  The  choice  of  hymns,  prayers  of  the  faithful  and 
wording  for  the  blessing  of  the  family  gift,  a  biographical 
fiuill.  was  done  by  the  "liturgy  committee."

Ihe  ciuill  now 
hangs  on  a  wall  in  Mary's  bedroom,  her  prized  possession. 

A  letter  was  sent  to  people  on  Mary's  Christmas  lard 
mailing  list  —  which  one  of  her  girls  "stole  "  from  her

apartment  dining  her  absence,  —  telling  hei  friends  of  the 
birthday  celebration  plans.  The  response  was  a  basketful  of 
greetings  and  best  wishes  which  became  a  part  of  the  offertory 
procession  at  Mass.  Many  of  the  cards  were  Masses  or 
enrollments  from  a  variety  of  religious  orders  from  all  over 
the  country.  It  took  Mary  hours  over  the  next  few  days  to  open 
and  read  them  all. 

Mary's  greatest  pleasure  of  the  weekenil  was  watching  the 
interaction  of  all  the  cousins  of  e\er\  age.  Six  of  her 
grandchildren  are  now  married,  but  there  are  also  a  half 
do/en  children  whose  ages  are  still  a  single  number.  They 
received  a  great  deal  of  attention  from  their  cousins  of  college 
age  and  older.  The  one  great-grandchild,  of  course,  was 
special,  but  she  will  soon  ha\e  to  make  loom  for  ihrc-e  moie 
who  are  on  the  way. 

A  graduate  of  the  class  of  1928,  Mar\  taught  until  she  was 
married  in  January  19.^3.  She  was  widowed  when  her 
youngest  child  was  two  and  virtually  raised  her  children 
singlehanded.  "We're  thanking  the  Lord  fcjr  His  gift  to  us  of 
her  well-lixcd  life  and  are  asking  Him  to  continue  to  bless  her 
with  many  more  healthy  and  happy  years,"  wrote  Anne 
Lawler  in  the  letter  to  Mary's  friends.

Sister  Mary  Ignatius  Meany,  a  graduate  of  the  Class  of 
1933,  died  on  Jul\  14,  1983.  She  came  from  a  family  of  ten 
children,  four  of  whom  entered  leligious  orders:  two  as 
members  of  the  Ciongregation  of  St.  Joseph,  and  two  as 
members  of  the  Society  of  Jesus.  Sister  entered  St.  Joseph's 
novitiate  in  Brent\vood  in  1927  from  St.  Jerome's  parish, 
Brooklyn.  Maiiii  idaiing  at  St.  Joseph's  College  in  1929, 
she  majored  in  English  and  in  193-1  recei\ed  her  Master's 
degree  from  Caiholit  L'ni\ersity.  In  1947,  Sister  recei\ed  a 
PhD  in  English  Language  and  Literature  from  St.  John's 
Uni\ersity. 

Sister  Mary  Ignatius  was  president  of  Brentwood  Col- 
lege, one  of  the  first  Sister  E'ormation  colleges,  from  19.")5 
to  its  closing  in  1969.  From  1969  to  1970  she  taught 
English  at  Catholic  l'ni\eristy.  Ponce.  Puerto  Rito. 
Pre\ious  teaching  assignments  included  Bishop 
McDonnell  H.S.,  St.  Francis  Xavier  Academy,  St.  Angela 
Hall  Academy  and  the  Academy  of  St.  Joseph  in  Brent- 
wood. Sister  also  served  as  \'i(e-chairman  of  Sisters' 
Formation  Conference  for  the  Eastern  Pro\iiKe  and  kept 
in  touch  with  the  new  training  programs  of  other 
religious  communities. 

Sister  will  be  lemembered  foi  hei  many  plays,  pageants, 
poems,  hymns  and  stories  which  commemorated  memo- 
rable events  in  the  community,  church,  and  country.  She 
was  author  of  "By  Railway  or  Rainbow",  published  in 
1964,  the  history  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  since  their 
arrival  in  Brooklyn  from  Philadelphia  in  1856. 

Three  sisters  and  one  brother  sur\  i\e  her:  Sister  Mildrtd 
Meany  of  Sacied  Heart  Acadenry  in  Hempstead,  Margaret 
C.  Ledogar  of  Flushing,  Alice  E.  Tully  of  Lynbrook  and 
Edward  F.  Means  of  Englishtown,  N.J.,  as  well  as  se\eral 
nieces  and  nephews,  inclutling  Re\ .  James  Tully  f.\.  of 
Sierra  Leone,  Afi  ica,  and  Father  Stephen  J.  Mean\  of  SJ., 
who  offered  the  Mass  of  Christian  Burial  at  Maria  Regina 
Convent  in  Brentwood. 

Sister's  gifts  of  intelled  and  ix-rsonaliix ,  spiiiiual 
depth,  and  literarv  brilhuKe  were  act  laimed  b\  those  who 
knew  Sister  Mary  Ignatius.  She  said  she  was  not  afraitl  to 
die.  Her  peace  was  unwa\  ering  and  simjily  boie  witness  lo 
one  who  had  faiihfulK  spent  her  rich  life  in  prepaiaiion 
for  the  day  her  Risen  Lord  would  say,  "C^ome  ihou,  good 
and  faithful  sc>r\ant.  Enlei  Iti  lo  ihe  ]o\  of  ihe  Lord."

In  June  1983,  they  both  took  part  in  an  Interfaith  Peace 
Convocation  organized  by  the  Mountain  Valley  Peace 
Council,  held  at  the  Benedictine  monks'  Weston  Priory 
and  attended  by  more  than  one  thousand  lay  and  religious 
peace  people.  L'rgent,  anguished,  hopeful  voices  and 
written  messages  appealed  for  responsibility  to  halt  nu- 
clear warfare,  voices  from  eastern  and  western  cultures, 
metropolitan  and  rural  religious  groups.  Thanksgiving 
for  the  courage  and  hope  recently  brought  by  the  Catholic 
bishops'  pastoral  on  war  and  peace  was  constantly  re- 
peated by  men  and  women  clergy  of  the  churches  repre- 
sented and  by  laity. 

The  entire  assembly  took  part  in  an  ecumenical  service 
of  prayer,  commitment  and  musical  worship,  the  last  with 
irresistible  help  from  the  Benedictine  brothers.  Local  par- 
ticipants aird  those  from  considerable  distances  felt  the 
day  of  prayerful  celebration  to  be  an  oasis  in  the  middle  of 
our  world's  disparate  cruelties  and  crises,  a  renewal  of 
hope  in  a  calendar  of  historical  bleakness. 

Noreen  Cooper,  three  years  in  \'ermoirt,  teaches  second 
grade  at  St.  Michael's  School  in  a  large  parochial  building 
which  now  congenially  houses  both  a  small  parish  school 
and  a  small  public  school,  and  also  provides  facilities  for  a 
variety  of  parish  and  communitv  activities. 

In  off-duty  hours,  besides  homekeeping,  gardening  and 
firewood  stacking,  Noreen  is  a  sturdy,  innovative  aird 
deeply  appreciated  member  of  the  parish  social  action 
group.  She  was  a  prime  mover  in  developing  Brigid's 
Kite  hen,  a  three  day  a  week  provider  of  midday  dinners  for 
people  who  need  a  srjuare  meal.  Now  director  of  the 
operation,  Noreen  works  with  a  substantial  team  of 
women  and  men  volunteers.  Fifteen  or  twenty  people  may 
eat  dinner  in  the  small,  cheerful  kitchen  and  dining  room 
one  day  and,  without  warning,  forty  the  next.  They  are 
loners,  whole  families,  single  parents  with  children  of  all 
ages,  grandparents,  adults  and  teens  out  of  jobs  and 
persons  whose  food  statiips  ran  out.  All  are  welcomed.  St. 
Brigid  has  so  far  kept  donations  coming,  tasty  and 
nutritious  leftover  edibles  from  restaurants,  bakeries, 
institutions,  wedding  and  funeral  receptions,  lodges, 
c  lubs,  chinches  and  hard  cash  contributions  from  folks  of 
good  will. 

Were  she  here  now,  St.  Brigid  would  surely  endorse  the 
philosophy  of  this  kitchen  named  for  her,  '  .  .  .At  the 
kitchen  we  are  only  treating  the  symptoms  of  hunger,  not 
the  disease  of  inequality  and  oppression  that  causes  the 
symptoms  .  .  .The  disease  of  injustice  demands  the  at- 
lention  ol  all  of  us,  and  its  solution  will  regiettahlv  lake 
lime.  Meanwhile  the  symptoms  remain.  People  are 
hungr>  today.  They  cannot  wait  for  a  just  tomorrow. 
I  heiefore  we  are  compelled  to  feed  the  poor  because  God 
demands  il."

The  McManus  family  has  strong  roots  in  Brooklyn  and 
in  St.  Joseph's  College.

Rosemary  Kennelly  Gwaltney  '32,  died  late  last  Novem- 
ber, leaving  her  husband,  Lester,  and  daughter,  Winifred 
De  Leon.  Winnie,  too.  attended  St.  Joseph's  as  a  little  girl, 
in  the  Nursery  School 

A  member  of  St.  Theresa's  parish  and  a  graduate  of 
Bishop  McDonnell  High  School,  Rosemary  came  to  St 
Joseph's  in  February  1929.  The  Brooklyn  Botanic  Garden 
had  granted  her  a  scholarship  for  meritorious  service. 
Throughout  her  high  school  years,  Rosemary  had  worked 
voluntarily  with  the  children  in  the  BBC  Children's 
Garden.  This  experieirce  resulted  in  a  lo\e  and  study  of 
plant  life.  While  at  St.  Joseph's  she  continued  this  study, 
not  only  in  Biolog\  but  in  Chemistry  as  well.

To  All  Members  of  the  College  Community: 

It  is  with  a  deep  sense  of  loss,  both  personal  and 
professional,  that  we  inform  you  of  the  death  of  Sister  Mary 
Elizabeth  O'Connor  (S.  Alma  Virgo).  Since  1955,  Sister  has 
served  as  Treasurer  and  Chief  Business  Officer  of  the 
College.  For  many  years  she  ran  the  office  virtually  alone. 
More  recently,  she  has  adapted  to  the  demands  of  a  much 
more  complex  ofjeration  and,  by  so  doing,  has  facilitated 
the  growth  of  the  College. 

As  Treasurer,  she  managed  our  resources,  sometimes 
meager,  with  great  professional  competence;  but  she  was 
always  sensitive  to  human  situations  and  individual  need. 
At  critical  moments,  she  would  recommend  that  we  cast 
our  bread  upon  the  water:  her  experience  told  her  that  it 
would  come  back  a  hundred-fold.  And  for  her,  that  was 
always  true. 

Her  loss  to  the  College  is  incalculable.  To  her  colleagues 
in  the  Business  Office,  she  was  the  central  figure  in  their 
professional  li\es.  Their  tears  of  personal  loss  arc  a  very 
great  tribute  to  her.  To  fatuity,  administrators,  and  staff, 
she  was  a  col  league  genuinely  concerned  about  each  one — 
and  always  ready  to  see  humor  in  a  situation.  To 
generations  of  students  she  was  kind,  understanding,  good 
humored.

Mass  was  concelebraled  by  Monsignor  Charles  E.  Dixnney 
and  Father  Joseph  Corbell  at  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  in 
Queens  I'lllage.  prior  to  the  luncheon.  The  homily 
delivered  by  Monsignor  Dnnney  is  printed  here  because 
many  alumnae  requested  it  and  because  we  wish  to  share  it 
with  all  who  did  not  attend. 


"This  is  the  day  the  Lord  has  made,  let  us  be  glad  and 
rejoice  in  it."  This  has  been  the  recurring  theme  of  the 
Easter  liturgy.  It  refers  of  course  to  the  fact  of  the 
Resurrection  of  Jesus  as  the  constant  cause  of  our  joy. 

However  I  think  we  can  apply  this  sentiment  to  this 
morning's  Mass  as  well,  for  the  while  we  are  here  to 
celebrate  together  the  endless  ceremonial  of  Christ's  death 
and  resurrection,  we  are  also  here  to  recall  and  renew  our 
love  and  friendship  which  goes  back  over  so  inany  years. 
To  recall  that  as  you  struggled  to  master  the  disciplines  and 
content  of  the  academic  life,  we,  your  professors  spent 
many  an  agonizing  hour  preparing  to  be  worthy  of  your 
confidence  and  trust.  We  all  survived  somehow  and  I  feel 
all  of  us  were  the  better  for  the  exjjerience. 

I  think  that,  although  it  is  customary  to  greet  you  all 
impartially  and  affectionately,  a  sjjecial  mention  should  be 
made  of  the  Silver  and  Golden  Jubilarians.  I  do  that  now 
and  with  it  are  some  (personal  obser\ations. 

It  was  in  1934  when  the  fifty-year  class  graduated  that  I 
began  to  teach  at  the  college  and  it  was  in  1959,  when  the 
twenty-five  year  class  graduated  that  I  left  the  college  to 
become  the  pastor  of  Saint  Charles  Borromeo  Parish. 

I  can  only  say  alter  all  these  years  that  I  have  had  many 
great  and  happy  moments  in  my  fifty-three  years  in  the 
priesthood  but  none  greater  than  the  days  I  spent  at  the 
college  which  bring  back  only  the  fondest  of  memories  of 
warmth,  the  graciousness  and  the  youthful  vibrant 
femininity  that  you  shared  with  all  of  us  in  times  gone  by. 

However,  rather  than  totally  indulge  in  nostaligia.  I 
would  prefer  to  look  to  the  future  and  call  your  attention  to 
what  I  see  as  a  very  serious  problem  in  the  Catholic  Church 
of  today.  Not  only  do  I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  it  but  I 
will  suggest  how  you  can  respond  to  it,  and  be  in\olved  in 
it. 

The  problem,  as  I  see  it  is  that  the  Church  is  engaged  or 
enmeshed   in   a  great   revolution,   a   revolution   as   far- 


reaching  as  the  one  that  took  place  in  the  sixteenth  century 
and  split  Christianity  into  many  contending  factions  or  sects, 
a  revolt  which  has  affected  every  aspect  of  church  life:  its 
theology ,  both  moral  and  dogmatic,  its  liturgy,  its  scripture 
studies,  the  drop  off  in  Mass  attendance,  in  confessions  and 
above  all  the  dismaying  decline  both  in  number  of  active 
members  of  the  religious  communities  and  the  priesthood. 
Even  more  foreboding  is  the  bleak  outlook  for  the  future 
because  vocations  ha\e  hit  an  all  time  low.  Some  religious 
communities  in  this  diocese  ha\e  had  no  vocations  for 
some  years  and  the  Brooklyn  Diocese  will  ha\e  only  two 
men  ordained  this  year. 

Yet  there  is  a  publication  "Overview,"  published  by  the 
Thomas  More  Association,  which  has  this  paragraph  in  its 
March  issue.  "What  is  the  number  one  problem  for  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  in  the  United  States?"  asks  a 
prominent  theologian.  He  answers,  'It  is  not  Christ,  not 
ecumenism,  not  infallibility,  not  e\en  celibacy;  it  is 
women,'  and  Bishop  Matthew  Clark  of  Rochester  agrees 
that  it  is  the  issue  of  our  time." 

Perhaps  you  ha\e  heard  it  said  that  for  the  next  Vatican 
Council  the  Bishops  will  bring  their  wives  but  for  the  one 
following  that  the  Pope  will  bring  her  husband. 

Seriously  though,  this  is  an  area  or  perhaps  I  should  say 
an  arena,  in  which  >'ou  will  be  invoked. 

We  don't  have  time  to  explore  the  many  facets  of  the 
feminist  movement  so  I  would  like  to  ask  you  to  do  certain 
things. 

First  in  the  struggle  for  equal  rights,  be  sure  of  the 
\alidity  of  the  issues  you  get  involved  in.  In  a  stiiiggle  for 
justice,  it  is  never  right  to  use  bad  means  to  obtain  a  gcjod 
end,  no  matter  how  good  the  end  may  be. 

You  have  already  made  an  enormous  contribution  to  the 
family,  professional  and  religious  life  of  our  society,  and  I 
pray  to  God  that  you  and  your  offspring  will  continue  to  do 
so. 

But  you  must  adhere  to  the  authentic  teaching  of  the 
church  and  not  be  enticed  by  some  of  the  eiToneous 
doctrines  and  practices  that  >ou  read,  even  some  of  our 
Catholic  papers  and  from  some  Ciitholic  pulpits.  'S'ou  must 
not  be  what  Andrew  Greeley  calls,  angry  C«uholic  women, 
or  feel  that  \ou  are,  as  Rosemary  Reuther  says,  victims  of  a 
patriarchal  society.

Anna  M.  Lanahan,  PhD  '54 


Dr.  Anna  M.  Lanahan,  "Nancy"  to  her  classmates  of 
'54,  was  a  History  major,  earned  her  master's  in 
Political  Science  from  Columbia  in  1955  and  her 
doctorate  in  History  from  St.  John's  in  1977.  After  a 
teaching  career,  she  took  an  early  retirement  from  the 
New  York  Educational  System  in  1977.  One  more 
accomplishment:  after  a  year  at  the  St.  Louis  Arch- 
diocesean  Training  Center  she  became  a  Certified 
Organist,  in  1978,  Nancy  writes  of  her  life  since  then. 

I  have  now  passed  my  fifth  Christmas  and  fifth 
Carnival  season  here  in  West  Germany.  My  brother  and 
I  arrived  in  Cologne,  West  Germany,  in  the  spring  of 
1979.  Our  entrance  was  an  oddity,  because  the 
Rhineland,  being  under  the  protection  of  Belgian  and 
German  NATO  forces,  rarely  sees  an  American.  After 
three  years  in  Cologne,  we  moved  to  Bad  Godesberg,  a 
suburb  of  Bonn.  Even  here,  there  are  not  many 
Americans.  Our  main  concern  was  establishing  our 
legal  status  with  German  authorities,  then  furnishing 
and  managing  our  home,  private  affairs  and  travels. 

Travels  included  monthly  trips  to  Portugal  for  a 
week  or  ten  days  for  my  brother's  business  and  for 
vacations,  holidays  and  long  weekends  so  loved  in 
Germany.  Our  travels  have  been  greatly  enhanced  by 
my  brother's  fluency  in  six  languages,  plus  dialects 
therein. 

Vacation  weeks  permitted  us  to  leisurely  enjoy 
Venice  and  Padua  in  the  beauty  of  Maytime;  the 
Bavarian  Alps  and  the  1980  Passion  Play  at 
Oberammergau;  Salzburg  for  Mozart,  music  and 
"Everyman;"  Vienna  for  the  Volksoper,  Spanish 
Riding  School  and  to  visit  tragic  Mayerling  and  lovely 
Grinzing  of  operetta  fame;  Rome  for  two  different 
Christmas  weeks  and  a  November;  Amsterdam  and 
Scheveningen  for  Holland  treats;  Zurich  and  Luzern 
for  Alpine  festivals;  Florence  for  magnificence;  Madrid, 
Toledo  and  Barcelona  for  Spanish  contrasts;  Dublin 
for  the  1982  James  Joyce  Centennial;  and  St.  Jean  de 
Luz-our  favorite  seaside  resort  in  the  French  Basque 
country. 

We've  never  missed  an  "Oktoberfest"  in  Munich,  an 
International  Bocjk  Fair  in  Frankfurt,  or  April  tulip 
festival  at  Keukenhof  in  Holland.  The  excellent  Inter- 
City  trains  made  it  possible  for  us  to  take  day  trips  to 
shop  or  visit  cultural  sites  in  Paris,  Antwerp,  Brussels, 
or  Ghent.  We  have  visited  Lourdes  several  times  and 
Fatima  many  times.  By  now  we  have  sojourned  in  every 
German  town  along  the  Rhine,  Mosel,  Lahn  and  Ahr

rivers  from  the  North  Sea  to  the  bottom  of  the  Black 
Forest  or  Bavaria-charmed  by  medieval  walls,  ancient 
castles,  historic  sites  or  finely  reconstructed  or  original 
old  houses  and  shops.  It  would  be  a  rare  town  or  city  in 
Portugal,  having  Manuelan  architecture,  Phoenician 
fishing  fleets,  Moslem  fortifications,  outstanding  blue 
tile  work,  that  we  could  have  missed. 

When  we  are  not  traveling,  we  enjoy  the  culture  of  the 
Rhineland... opera,  symphony,  theatrical  entertainment, 
celebrations,  museums  and  churches.  We  had  our  own 
major  celebration  in  June  1980  when  my  brother,  on  the 
occasion  of  his  twenty-fifth  anniversary  in  the  priesthood, 
had  a  beautiful  ceremony  arranged  and  participated  in  by 
the  German  hierarchy  at  the  famous  Cologne  Cathedral. 

We  have  lived  all  these  years  in  the  German  community 
'on  the  economy."  For  me  this  means  shopping  in  the  year 
round  open  air  fresh  fruit  and  vegetable  markets.  With  all 
the  varieties  of  consumables  coming  in  from  the  Comirion 
Market  countries,  Spain  and  Israel,  very  little  frozen  or 
canned  food  is  eaten.  I  have  my  favorite  butcher  shop  with 
its  choice  cuts  of  veal  and  pork,  lean  and  tender  French 
Limousin  beef,  Irish  lamb,  and  French  or  German  turkey 
and  chicken.  The  fish  store  caters  to  North  Sea  catches  with 
varieties  of  prepared  herring  (my  preference  is  smoked  or  in 
cream  with  onions  and  apples:  the  raw  matjes  heiring  or 
Hamburg  eel  is  still  beyond  my  taste),  also  English  plaice, 
sea  salmon  and  mussels  (delicious  cooked  in  wine  and 
herbs),  as  well  as  local  trout.  I  always  have  at  home  my 
non-refrigerated  containers  of  milk:  heat  treated,  sterilized, 
pasteurized,  and  dated  for  use. 

On  the  corner  of  our  street  is  a  bakery.  There  is  another 
one  in  any  two  block  radius  I  walk.  Daily  each  bakery 
produces  several  of  the  1,400  registered  kinds  of  German 
bread,  butafter3  P.M.  we  get  the  fresh  "Abend"  or  evening 
bread.  I  go  to  another  store  called  the  "Konditorei"  for  fresh 
baked  cakes,  beautifully  decorated  and  delicious,  for  those 
who  remember,  exactly  like  the  cakes  of  Ebingers.  Here, 
though,  I  can  also  just  order  a  slice  and  have  it  in  the  tea 
room  where  the  German  daily  newspap)ers  are  provided  for 
customers'  use.  This  latter  service  is  also  found  in  the  wine 
houses,  beer  "stubs,"  and  real  German  restaurants. 

Normally  coffee  or  tea  is  drunk  at  breakfast  with  a 
croissant  or  sweet  cake,  again  at  10  A.M.  and  at  4  P.M.  with 
the  day's  cake.  Wine,  beer,  or  mineral  water  are  the  main- 
stays with  lunch  and  dinner,  whether  at  home  or  outside. 
Dessert  is  rarely  served  with  meals,  although  dinner  usually 
ends  with  any  of  a  multitudinous  choice  of  cheese. 

The  Rhineland  is  wine-land.  A  few  miles  from  where  we 
live,  the  Mosel  flows  into  the  Rhine,  as  does  the  nearby  Ahr 
and  the  Lahn.  In  autumn  the  Rhineland  is  alive  with 
harvest  festivals  and  wine  tasting.  With  the  celebrations 
come  the  marvelous  firework  displays  known  as  "The 
Rhine  in  Flame."  From  December  1  until  December  24  we 
have  the  unbelievable  Christmas  open  air  markets  where 
hot  spiced  wine  is  a  must.  The  Cologne  Christmas  market 
is  probably  the  best  in  Germany.  From  January  6, 
Epiphany,  until  Ash  Wednesday  we  are  in  the  gay  party 
time  of  "Karneval."  The  Rhineland  goes  absolutely  mad 
from  the  Thursday  before  Ash  Wednesday  until  that  day. 
On  Monday,  "Rosemontag,"  there  is  nothing  to  compare,

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On  one  of  the  few  beautiful  days  we've  had  this 
Spring,  Sunday,  April  4th,  ten  Monmouth  County 
alumnae  met  at  the  Molly  Pitcher  Inn  in  Red  Bank, 
New  Jersey.  Linda  Salamy  Szabo  '72,  had  made 
arrangements  for  a  delightful  brunch,  and  at  her 
invitation  Sr.  Alice  Francis  and  Mary  Elizabeth  Farrell 
joined  the  group.  The  Molly  Pitcher  Inn  is  well-known 
for  its  huge  selection  in  their  Sunday  Brunch  and  each 
selected  according  to  her  taste  and  capacity.  Good 
conversation  prolonged  the  meal.  Afterwards,  all  agreed 
that  a  similar  brunch  be  scheduled  for  Spring  '85  and 
that  each  one  should  personally  contact  more 
alumnae/i  in  the  county  to  urge  them  to  enjoy  an 
afternoon  together.  Notices,  of  course,  will  also  be 
mailed  to  all  in  Monmouth  County. 
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not  even  a  New  Orleans  Mardi  Gras,  with  the  parades, 
floats  and  entertainment  before  Lent  begins.  Cologne 
always  wins  for  having  the  greatest. 

Cologne  has  forty  breweries  within  the  city  producing  a 
light  beer  called  "Kolsch."  We  never  have  foreign  beers, 
because  even  the  big  Common  Market  producers  like 
Holland  and  Britain  have  failed  to  provide  a  formula 
which  passes  German  government  regulations  on 
ingredients  and  purity,  with  no  preservatives.  Beer,  like 
wine,  nails,  appliances,  car  parts  or  steel,  must  constantly 
pass  the  strictly  enforced  "DIN,"  that  is,  "Deutsche  Industrie 
Norm." 

When  we  go  to  Portugal  our  lives  change  completely.  As 
in  Mexico,  we  have  survived  by  being  extremely  careful  of 
what  we  eat.  There  is,  to  put  it  mildly,  a  lack  of  health 
enforcement  on  food,  drink  and  living  conditions.  In  the 
finest  restaurants  we  would  not  eat  meat.  Because  of  its 
origin,  the  p)ork  most  times  is  infected  with  African  fever: 
lamb  is  actually  goat  and  other  meats  are  questionable. 
Salads  are  risky.  We  eat,  as  the  Portugese  themselves  do, 
mostly  "bacalhau"  or  salted  cod  fish  in  any  of  the  many 
ways  of  preparing  it.  I  like  the  sole  and  the  baked  sardines. 
but  not  the  octopus.  Potatoes,  rice  and  a  spinach  closer  to 
kale  are  the  constant  vegetables  with  eggs  and  white 
rolls  completing  the  diet. 

There  are  only  two  celebrations  of  significance  in 
Portugal.  One  is  April  25,  the  anniversary  of  the  1974 
revolution,  and  the  other  is  St.  Anthony  of  Lisboa,  called 
elsewhere  St.  Anthony  of  Padua-who  only  wound  up  in 
Italy  because  of  a  storm  when  he  was  returning  to  his 
birthplace,  Lisbon,  on  the  way  back  from  north  Africa.  In 
Portugal,  our  home  base  has  always  been  Lisbon.  We  have 
been  there  several  times  just  before  Christmas  and  while 
there  are  overhead  street  decorations  and  the  gypsies  are 
selling  the  golden  branches  on  the  street  corners,  there  are 
no  festivities  nor  Christmas  markets  as  are  found  in 
Germany  and  Italy. 

Social  life  in  both  Germany  and  Portugal  is  very  formal. 
People  dress  in  their  best  clothes  on  Sunday,  going  to  the 
theatre  or  even  the  movies,  and  also  visiting  someone  for  a 
cup  of  coffee.  If  I  meet  the  same  person  three  or  four  times 
in  the  same  day,  I  must  shake  hands-this  is  true  of  j^eople 
working  together  and  even  teenagers  on  the  street.  For 


example,  during  a  Green  Party  demonstration  in  Bonn, 
attempting  to  make  a  human  chain  between  the  LI.S.  and 
Russian  embassies,  three  of  the  demonstrators,  formerly 
employees  of  my  brother,  broke  rank  and  ran  over  to  shake 
hands  with  us. 

One  of  these  demonstrators  is  doing  his  required  two 
years  of  social  service  instead  of  the  mandatory  fifteen 
months  in  the  army.  The  other  two  are  now  doing  the  year 
of  intensive  home  study  before  taking  the  backbreaking 
tests  in  order  to  complete  their  required  fifth  year  at  the 
University  of  Cologne.  The  German  universities,  which 
are  all  free,  require  five  years  of  all  students.  Entrance  is 
only  ofjen  to  those  who  graduate  from  the  Gymnasium  at 
which  the  student  has  already  qualified  in  5  years  Latin  for 
a  science  major,  or  2  years  Latin  for  any  other  degree,  plus 
passing  the  big  four  tests  called  the  Abitur.  The  Abitur 
consists  of:  1 )  German,  grammar  and  literature;  2)  Science- 
Chemistry  or  Biology:  3)  History-world  history  or  world 
physical,  political,  and  economic  geography:  and  4) 
Language- French,  the  most  common  and  practical  here,  or 
British  English.  All  of  these  tests  are  taken  within  a 
month's  time  in  the  last  year  at  Gymnasium.  Few  educated 
people  sfieak  English  in  Germany  or  Portugal.  English 
interests  only  those  concentrating  on  international  busi- 
ness, some  tourist  areas,  and  a  few  in  p)olitics. 

In  the  case  of  Portugal,  few  jDeople  even  go  to  school. 
Illiteracy  is  extremely  high  there  and  children  are  fully 
employed  in  factories  or  on  farms  before  they  ten  years  old. 
On  the  other  hand,  Germany  is  very  strict  about  the 
educational  system.  All  elementary  school  students  are 
tested  and  those  not  academically  strong  must  go  to 
technical  school  for  four  years.  No  one  from  a  technical 
school  may  enter  the  university.  Large  and  small  German 
businesses  require  anyone  above  an  assembly  line  employee 
to  have  passed  the  Abitur.  Schooling  and  life's  work  are 
totally  intertwined  in  Germany.  Throughout  Europje 
professional  degrees  and  hereditary  titles  are  still  of  major 
importance  in  work  and  society. 

To  live  so  long  in  another  culture  has  given  me  a 
tremendous  insight  into  the  American  way  of  life.  In  the 
spring  of  1983,  iny  brother  and  I  took  advantage  of  our 
legal  German  status  by  "Seeing  America.  "  Before  leaving 
Germany,   all   our   flight   dates  -and   reserv^ations   were 
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Carl  Jung  once  wrote,  "We  cannot  live  the  afternoon  of 
life  according  to  the  program  of  life's  morning."  Jane 
Jacobs  Porcino  '45  took  up  this  challenge  approximately 
ten  years  ago  and  initiated  her  personal  resaissance.  Having 
raised  seven  children,  she  began  at  that  time  to  redesign  her 
life.  In  a  decade's  time  she  acquired  her  MSW  and  her 
doctorate.  She  was  a  delegate  to  the  Washington  White 
House  Conference  on  Aging,  cofounded  and  codirected  the 
National  Action  Forum  for  Older  Women.  She  is  an 
assistant  professor  in  the  School  of  Allied  Health 
Professions,  director  of  the  gerontology  department  at 
SUNY  (Stony  Brook)  and  editor  of  a  quarterly  newsletter 
for  middle  age  and  older  women  entitled  Hot  Flash. 
Her  latest  achievement  is  the  compilation  of  a  most  readable, 
useful  and  unique  handbook  suitable  for  courses  in  adult 
education,  for  p)ersonal  libraries  and  for  public  and  college 
libraries.  A  number  of  New  York  institutions  of  higher 
learning  have  already  acquired  the  book  for  their  libraries. 

While  the  book  deals  with  family  relationships  and  the 
educational  and  financial  development  of  older  women, 
the  bulk  of  the  handbook  concentrates  on  the  cominon 
health  concerns  of  mature  women.  These  sections  were 
reviewed  by  Dr.  Malkah  T.  Notman  of  the  Harvard 
Medical  School  and  Tufts  New  England  Medical  Center 
and  Michael  Dolamore,  M.B.B.S.  of  Colchester,  England. 
A  conversational  prose  style  is  interlaced  with  {jersonal 
stories  based  on  numerous  interviews  and  a  wealth  of  facts 
and  illustrations.  Each  chapter  concludes  with  a  list  of 
resources,  allied  organizations  and  names  of  centers  where 
additional  information  is  available.  All  references  are 
recent. 

As  Jane  jxiinted  out  most  women  experience  either  a  role 
change  or  a  role  loss  in  their  later  years.  They  may  lose  a 
spouse  through  death,  separation  or  divorce.  They  may 
join  the  work  force  or  go  back  to  school  after  many  years  at 
home.  Such  a  change  or  loss  can  be  viewed  as  an 
opportunity  to  "revitalize,  renew,  reassess,  reflect,  revise, 
reenter,  and  reaffirm"  values  and  roles.  The  author 
considers  this  a  time  for  thriving  rather  than  surviving.  She 
calls  ujxjn  women  in  this  age  bracket  to  hiecome  role 
models  for  those  who  will  be  following  them.  This  is 
particularly  necessary  as  it  seems  that  women  in  the  age 
bracket  treated  are  the  "fastest  growing  and  most 
economically  disadvantaged  age  group  in  the  country  (and 
indeed  most  of  the  world)."  The  handbook  tells  you  how  to 
protect  yourself  while  your  marriage  is  stable,  how  to  go  it 
alone  when  and  if  this  becomes  necessary,  suggests  ways  of 
financing  higher  education,  treats  solutions  for  housing 


Geralyn  Farley  '75 

Early  this  year,  Geralyn  Farley  of  Northport,  Long 
Island,  was  selected  from  30,000  women  nationwide  for 
inclusion  in  the  prestigious  roster  of  1983  Outstanding 
Young  Women  of  America.  Young  women  who  have 
distinguished  themselves  in  their  professions,  their  homes 
and  their  communities  are  eligible  and  Geralyn  was 
nominated  by  an  employee  of  ABC  News.  She  was  chosen 
for  dedication,  service  and  leadership  in  the  community 
and  in  school. 

Geralyn  graduated  from  SUNY  Farmingdale  in  1971 
with  an  associate  degree.  She  continued  her  3rd  and  4th 
year  at  St.  Joseph's  in  Brentwood  and  received  a  Bachelor's 
degree  in  Elementary  Education  in  1975.  In  1979  she  earned 
a  Master's  degree  in  Reading  from  C.W.  Post  Graduate 
School  in  Greenvale,  N.  Y.  At  both  colleges,  she  was  on  the 
dean's  list. 

In  her  community,  Geralyn  Farley  is  an  active  member 
of  Concerned  Women  for  America,  Right  to  Life  Movement 
and  Family  Life  Promotion.  Further  volunteer  work 
includes  tutoring  learning  disabled  children  in  the 
Northport  School  District  and  teaching  second  grade 
religion  in  the  diocese  of  Rockville  Center.  Since  I97I,  she 
has  been  active  in  the  Charismatic  Renewal  as  an  organizer 
and  leader  of  various  groups,  as  well  as  a  contributor  to  its 
newsletter. 

An  innovative  kindergarten  teacher,  Geralyn  produced 
and  directed  original  yearly  shows  which  combined  the 
music  and  art  talents  of  the  children  through  song,  dance 
and  acting.  For  parent  workshops,  she  assembled  and 
collated  photographic  displays  of  activities  and  work, 
illustrating  all  the  aspects  of  kindergarten.  As  a  second 
grade  teacher,  Geralyn  devised  a  curriculum  for  a 
handicapped  child  to  be  used  in  a  normal  classroom 
setting.  She  has  created  many  and  varied  learning  games  in 
different  subjects.  Since  February  2, 1984,  Geralyn  has  been 
teaching  at  the  Dickinson  Avenue  School  of  the  Northport- 
East  Northpwrt  School  District.

problems,  discusses  financial  indep)endence  as  well  as 

outlining  ways  to  maintain  health  and  vigor. 

In  compiling  the  handbook  Jan»  had  as  her  "goal  to 
help  women,  no  matter  what  their  age,  to  learn  to  celebrate 
age,  and  to  live  out  their  lives  in  dignity,  full  growth  and 
zest."  She  has  achieved  this  goal  admirably.  One  will  have 
to  look  elsewhere  for  dealing  with  the  spiritual  crises  which 
may  occur  at  this  time.  Carl  Jung  wrote  that  among  all  his 
patients  in  the  second  half  of  life,  he  found  their  root 
problem  was  a  loss  of  religious  p)ersp>ecuve  and  no  healing 
took  place  among  them  until  they  regained  their  religious 
outlook  on  life.  A  handbook  may  not  be  the  place  for 
dealing  with  this  problem  but  a  collecuon  of  essays  such  as 
Thomas  P.  McDonnell's  Saints  in  Due  Season:  Essays  on 
the  Art  of  Christian  Aging,  may  help  some  of  us.

TRIVIA 


How  many  of  you  who  are  New  York  City  public  sch(X)l 
teachers  remember  the  tests  given  by  the  Board  of 
Examiners?  How  many  remember  Dr.  Levy,  who  was  hired 
by  Mons.  WiUiam  T.  Dillon  in  the  40's  or  50's  to  help 
student  teachers  prepare  for  their  boards?  The  following 
excerpt  is  from  a  delightful  book  A  Pleasure  In  Words,  by 
Eugene  T.  Maleska,  Crossword  Puzzle  Editor  of  The  New 
York  Times  (a  Fireside  Book  published  by  Simon  and 
Shuster).  It  is  printed  with  the  permission  of  Dr.  Maleska. 

Trivia  is  my  personal  all-time  favorite  (word)  because  it 
helped  to  elevate  me  from  the  position  of  teacher  to  the  post 
of  assistant  principal  in  the  New  York  City  Schools.  How? 
In  the  forties  all  candidates  for  higher  licenses  in  the  city 
were  given  a  grueling  battery  of  tests  by  the  Board  of 
Examiners-a  group  considered  by  most  of  us  underlings  to 
be  a  pedanuc  and  sadistic  bunch  of  bugbears.  We  studied 
individually,  in  groups,  or  in  cram  courses  for  two  years 
before  undergoing  many  trials. 

First  there  was  a  short-answer  test  on  a  broad  sweep  of 
subjects  ranging  from  vocabulary  and  mathematics 
through  literature,  grammar,  science,  social  and  other 
studies.  Right  on  its  heels  came  a  three-hour  essay  test  on 
educational  areas.  Somewhere  along  the  line  a  thorough 
physical  exam  was  administered.  Then  members  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  would  visit  our  schools  and  give  us  a 
field  test.  Also,  our  principals  were  required  to  fill  out  an 
extensive  rating  sheet.  The  grand  finale  was  the  inteiA'iew 
test,  in  which  our  speech,  our  appearance  and  our  ability  to 
present  ourselves  were  assessed.  That's  where  trivia  comes 
in. 

Chief  bugbear  of  them  all,  by  reputation,  was  Dr.  Levy. 
His  rejection  rate  was  rumored  to  be  90  percent.  Candidates 
who  faced  him  in  the  past  descrified  him  as  mean  and 
sarcastic.  "Pray  that  you  don't  get  Levy,"  they  advised  me. 

On  the  fateful  day  I  was  ushered  into  a  school  hallway. 
Outside  each  classroom  door  was  a  chair.  The  proctor,  a 
good-looking  woman  of  my  own  age,  nodded  to  one  of  the 
chairs. 

"Sit  here.  Dr.  Levy  will  be  right  out." 

I  blanched.  "Dr.  Levy!  Oh,  gosh.  Could  you  do  me  a 
favor?  Could  you  seat  me  someplace  else?  With  some  other 
examiner?" 

She  smiled.  "I  hear  he's  really  tough.  Okay,  follow  me." 

Just  as  I  had  breathed  a  sigh  of  relief,  out  popped  Levy! 

"Is  this  the  next  candidate?  " 

The  proctor  winced  and  I  almost  fainted.  "Yes,  sir." 

"Well,  don't  just  stand  there,  young  man.  Come  in."  He 
turned  his  back  and  entered  the  room.  As  I  followed  him 
the  proctor  shrugged  and  gave  me  a  weak  smile  as  if  to  say, 
"Well,  I  tried." 

Levy  sat  behind  the  teacher's  desk  and  ordered  me  to  take 
a  seat  exactly  five  rows  back.  While  he  shuffled  through  my 


application  papers  I  felt  like  a  drowning  man  seeing  his 
whole  life  pass  before  him.  All  those  years  of  study-all  those 
tests-and  now  to  be  turned  down  by  this  grim  man!  I  could 
feel  my  legs  trembling  with  fear. 

After  what  seemed  like  an  eternity  Le\7  looked  up. 

"Well,  IVIaleskii,  I  see  you're  a  Latin  scholar." 

"Er,  not  really  sir.  I  majored  in  the  subject  and  taught  it 
for  a  few  years  in  New  Jersey,  but  I  don't  claim  to  he  a 
scholar." 

"Let's  find  out.  Give  me  the  meaning  and  derivation  of 
coeiial." 

"It  means  'contemporary,'  sir.  The  prefix  means 
'together'  and  the  root..." 

•'Yes?" 

I  racked  my  brain  while  he  drummed  his  fingers 
impatiently  on  the  desk.  In  my  nervous  stale,  I  just  couldn't 
rememljer  aei'uum  ("age"). 

"Well,  let's  try  another  one." 

To  this  day  I  cannot  rememlier  that  second  word,  but  I 
know  I  flubbed  that  one  too. 

Levy  tipped  his  chair  back  against  the  blackboard  and 
delivered  his  satiric  coup  de  grace.  "You're  right,  Maleska. 
You're  certainly  no  Latin  scholar." 

At  that  moment  terror  turned  into  anger.  This  S.O.B. 
was  making  a  mockery  of  me  and  the  whole  interview 
process.  I  was  sunk  anyway,  so  I  might  as  well  go  down 
fighting. 

"Excuse  me.  Dr.  Levy.  I  may  not  be  a  scholar,  but  I  don't 
think  two  instances  prove  anything,"  I  blurted  out. 
"Everybody  knows  that  you,  sir,  are  indeed  a  Latin  scholar, 
but  I  could  probably  trip  you  up-just  as  you  have  stumped 
me." 

Levy  took  a  deep  breath  while  I  waited  for  him  to  eject 
this  upstart  unceremoniously.  Then  caine  a  moment  I  will 
always  recall  with  joy. 

He  leaned  forward.  "All  right,  Maleska,  try  me." 

"Trivia,  sir.  What's  the  derivation?" 

"That's  easy.  In  the  Middle  Ages  the  trivium  was  a 
division  of  the  liberal  arts." 

"Excuse  me,  sir.  You're  talking  about  the  singular  form 
in  Medieval  days.  What  about  the  Roman  derivation?" 

Levy  gave  me  a  wan  smile.  "All  right.  What's  your 
answer?" 

I  explained  that  trivium  was  the  Roman  noun  for 
crossroads  and  that  the  place  where  three  I'iae  met  was  a 
favorite  spot  for  citizens  to  pass  the  time  of  day  and  talk 
"trivia." 

"Now,  how  about  supercilious,  sir?" 

Levy  waved  my  new  word  away.  "You've  made  your 
[joint." 

Well,  I  must  admit  that  the  ogre  turned  into  a  pussycat  in 
the  next  ten  minutes.  He  chatted  with  me  about  my  poetry, 
crossword  puzzles  and  teaching  experience.  Most 
amazingly,  he  put  his  hand  on  my  shoulder  as  I  was  leaving 
the  room  and  said,  "You're  a  good  kid,  Maleska." 

Needless  to  say,  I  passed  the  test.  I  even  received  a 
congratulatory  letter  from  Dr.  Levy  a  few  months  later 
when  a  poem  of  mine  appeared  in  the  New  York  Herald 
Tribune.

...I  often  think  of  my  college  years  and  recall  them 
fondly-I  still  say  those  were  the  best  of  times-but  I  never  did 
get  a  chance  to  go  back  there  much  as  I  wanted  to.

I  happened  to  be  in  New  York  in  April  and  happened  to 
call  the  college  to  see  if  there  were  an  alumna  society,  as  I 
did  want  to  know  what  everyone  was  up  to  these  days.

We,  the  memfiers  of  the  graduaung  class  of  1984, 
are  here  today  because  we  dared  to  answer  the 
recuning  question:  What  do  we  want  to  accomplish 
in  our  lives?  When  that  question  surfaced  within  us, 
we  were  compelled  to  take  stock  of  the  realities  of  our 
existence.  We  had  to  be  reasonable  and  logical,  for 
our  decisions  would  have  many  ramificauons.  We 
realized  that  our  plans  had  to  encompass  our 
commitments  and  responsibiliues  to  our  families 
and  employers.  The  obstacles  seemed  insurmount- 
able, but  we  were  determined  nonetheless. 

We  visited  different  colleges  and  read  their  bro- 
chures.

We  are  here  today,  however,  f>ecause  we  made  a 
commitment  to  ourselves,  and  despite  all  obstacles, 
we  realized  that  achieving  our  degree  was  something 
we  had  to  accomplish.  We  are  here  today  because  the 
faculty  of  St.  Joseph's,  our  families,  and  our  friends 
bestowed  their  confidence  in  us  to  conunue.  To 
perpetuate  our  achievement,  the  tasks  of  planning, 
organizing  and  evaluating  must  be  conunuously 
employed.  Our  decisions  inust  be  re\iewed  fieri- 
odically  as  change  is  inevitable.  We  must  maintain 
the  ability  to  form  opinions  objecdvely  and  wisely.

It  was  fun  to  go  to  work  together  and 
sometimes  bump  into  each  other  in  the  cafeteria  or  the 
corridors. 

The  following  year,  August  1966,  our  first  child,  Beth, 
was  born.  This  forced  me  to  continue  my  teaching  career 
on  a  substitute  basis.  Then  in  the  Spring  of  1967,  Jim  was 
awarded  a  Kennedy  Foundation  Scholarship  to  study  at 
San  Jose  State  for  ten  weeks.  The  three  of  us  spent  the 
summer  enjoying  California  while  Jim  took  courses. 
Coming  from  Brooklyn,  we  were  so  mesmerized  by  the 
sunsets,  hills,  and  valleys  there,  that  we  almost  bought  a 
house.  However,  when  we  came  back,  we  found  that  Long 
Island  was  as  beautiful  in  every  way  and  offered  more  for 
our  money.  Our  second  daughter,  Kathy,  was  born  in  1968 
and  by  the  following  November,  we  were  nestled  in  our 
four  bedroom  colonial  here  in  Holbrook.  My  mother-in- 
law  had  taught  me  to  sew  the  first  year  I  was  married,  and  I 
was  busy  "sewing  up  a  storm"  for  the  house,  for  my  two 
little  girls  and  for  myself.  In  May  of  1970,  our  son  Jimmy 
was  born,  as  well  as  our  parish  of  Good  Shepherd.  Both 
Jim  and  I  became  actively  involved  in  adult  education, 
teenage  rap,  catechetics,  and  the  liturgical  aspects  of  our 
parish.  We  strongly  lielieve  that  our  faith  is  a  way  of  life,  an 
ongoing  activity  and  we  wanted  to  practice  ii.  At  present  we 
have  curtailed  our  activities  somewhat  to  make  room  for 
others  and  because  our  growing  children  need  us  more. 
However  we  still  service  the  parish  by  helping  to  give  out 
Communion,  bv  lectoring,  and  teaching  religion  classes. 


Two  noteworthy  events  happened  in  our  lives  that  really 
broadened  us.  We  took  two  cross  country  camping  trips.  In 
1972,  we  were  gone  just  5  weeks,  but  in  1975,  we  traveled  for 
almost  four  months.  In  both  instances,  we  really  saw  our 
great  United  States,  visiting  almost  every  state  and  place  of 
interest.  The  reason  for  the  longer  trip  was  for  my  husband 
to  visit  the  country's  different  school  districts  and  bring  the 
best  home  to  his.  It  was  quite  an  education  for  all  of  us.  I 
taught  the  children  their  school  work  on  the  road. 
Learning  became  a  first-hand,  on-sight  experience  as  we 
read  about  and  visited  the  same  place.  It  reminded  me  of  the 
'prime  sources'  history  course  I'd  tiiken  at  St.  Joe's. 

When  we  returned  home,  both  my  husband  and  I  made 
dnAt  Home  Retreat  given  by  Sister  Mar>'  Sullivan  and  Dot 
Horstmann.  It  is  a  13  week  spiritual  experience  where  our 
relationship  with  God  grew  stronger  and  we  realized  the 
need  for  daily  prayer  on  a  deeper  level.  We  became  involved 
with  the  movement  and,  with  the  assistance  of  a  religious, 
ha\e  been  giving  retreats  to  married  couples,  married 
women,  married  men.  It's  an  exjjerience  that  leaves  us 
always  richer  for  it. 

In  November  of  1979,  a  fourth  child,  Christine,  was  born, 
and  she  is  both  a  blessing  and  a  joy.  She  keeps  us  sane  in  a 
house  of  teenagers.  She  also  has  the  distinction  of  being 
raised  by  5  people  since  my  older  three  take  an  active 
interest  in  their  "baby"  sister.  My  family  now  consists  of  a  4 
year  old,  a  H  year  old,  a  16  year  old,  and  an  almost  18  year 
old.  Beth,  the  oldest,  will  be  attending  Manhattan  College 
in  the  Fall.  She  is  interested  in  communications. 

When  did  my  writing  begin  amidst  all  this?  I  feel  I  was 
always  writing.  I  can  remember  whole  summers  sitting  on 
the  fire-escape  landing  of  our  Brooklyn  brownstonc  and 
writing-short  stories  or  essays-any thing  that  came  to  mind. 
I  felt  and  still  feel  that  my  unhappy  childhood  had  such  an 
effect  on  me  that  I  had  to  communicate  some  of  the  deep 
feelings,  thoughts,  experiences  I  had.  (Louise  Rose,  my 
writing  teacher  at  St.  Joe's  confirms  this  and  adds  with 
good  humor  that  "bad  living  makes  for  good  writing").  So 
when  Christine  was  about  one  and  I  was  feeling  that  I 
needed  to  do  something  of  my  own,  I  again  fell  a  serious 
desire  to  write,  only  I  didn't  know  where  to  begin,  how  to 
go  about  it.  It  wasjanuar>  1981.  My  husband  and  my  good 
friend  Mary  came  up  with  the  great  idea  that  I  drive  o\er  the 
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Marjorie  Parker  Smith  '37 


Last  summer,  at  the  prodding  of  her  sons,  who  are 
Marathon  contestants,  Marjorie  Parker  Smith  '37,  started 
running  along  Prosp)ert  Park.  The  first  day,  she  jogged  a 
few  blocks  and  flopjDed  on  a  Ijench  out  of  breath.  Running 
was  not  for  her.  She  would  stick  to  gymnastics  which  she 
started  about  ten  years  ago.  Her  son,  Chris,  now  an 
instructor  at  the  exclusive  physical  fitness  salon,  Alex  and 
Walters,  knew  how  far  she  should  go  on  the  rings,  parallel 
bars  and  in  somersaults  and  headstands.  But — that  night, 
her  son  Kevin,  presented  her  with  running  shoes.  So  the 
next  day  she  started  out  again  and  ran  a  little  further.  Day 
by  day,  she  gradually  built  up  her  endurance  and  she  began 
to  feel  better  physically  and  mentally. 

She  joined  the  New  York  Masters  Spwrts  Club  for  jjeople 
over  thirty  and  became  interested  in  track  competition,  hi 
March,  Marge  participated  in  the  1984  TAC  National 
Indoor  Masters  Track  and  Field  Meet  which  took  place  in 
the  Jadwin  Gymnasium  of  Princeton  University.  She 
entered  the  600  yard  race  in  her  age  category,  won  and  set  a 
new  record:  2:23.5.  She  has  since  bettered  this  record.

Marge  has  competed  in  1500  meters,  in  a  six-mile  race  in 
Prospect  Park  and  on  May  20th,  at  King's  Point  Merchant

same  meet,  received  a  gold  and  silver  medal  in  the 
steeplechase  and  three-mile  run. ..maybe  a  mother-son 
record!

The  Making  of  a  IVriter  .  .  .  contimied 

next  day  to  the  newly-opened  St.  Joseph's  Patchogue 
campus,  minutes  from  my  home,  and  see  if  I  could  enroll  in 
a  writing  course.

Louise  Rose  encouraged  me  to  take  it  and  I  got  an  insider's 
view  into  the  life  and  craft  of  a  writer.  This  too  was  a 
learning  experience. 

It  was  in  Louise  Rose's  class  thai  I  began  my  no\el,  still 
unfinished  or  rather  half-way  finished.  I'm  letting  it  sit  for 
a  while  l)ecaiise  I  wanieil  to  gel  some  credits  first.  I  wanted 
to  see  if  anybody  would  publish  anything  I  wrote  Ix-fore  I 
invested  the  time  and  energ\  thai  a  no\el  takes.  So  in  the 
Spring  of  1983,  I  Ix'gan  writing  some  smaller  pieces — 
essa\s  lealh — and  Ix-gan  submitling  lo  editors.  I  was  vcrv' 
lu(k\.  The  fiist  two  pietes  I  submiiied  were  accepted 
within  da\s  (one  by  Neivsday  and  one  by  The  Xew  York 
Times).  This  spurred  me  to  write  more  and  to  submit  more. 
Of  course.  e\en thing  I've  written  has  not  been  accepted 
and  some  piec  es  have  made  a  few  rounds  Ix'fore  some  editor

It  was  an  accomplishment.  It  was  through  determination 
and  will  power  that  Catherine  Cooke  was  able  to  be  at  the 
Golden  Jubilee  celebration  of  the  Class  of  1984  Nine 
months  before,  Catherine,  her  sister  Mary,  and  brother-in- 
law,  Jerr^',  had  been  in  a  bad  automobile  accident  (hit  and 
run)  in  which  she  suffered  a  fractured  hip  and  contusions. 
Crippled  by  polio  since  childhood,  Catherine's  light- 
hearted  remark,  so  typical  was  "That's  all  I  need!",  to  her 
delight  and  surprise,  the  therapist  assigned  to  her  was  a 
fellow -alumna,  Sr.  Mary  Lou  Buser  SJC  '67! 

When  C^atherine  received  her  bachelor's  degree  from  St. 
Joseph's,  jobs  were  scarce,  but  she  worked  for  her  sister  who 
taught  her  secretarial  skills.  She  became  a  legal  secretary 
and  later  was  Administrative  Assistant  in  the  Department 
of  Human  Resources  in  New  York  City.  While  there,  she 
joined  the  Ozanam  Guild  of  Catholic  employees  in  that 
department  and  served  as  its  president. 

A  world  traveller,  Catherine  has  toured  north,  east  and 
south  Africa,  visited  gold  mines  in  Johannesburg,  the 
executive  capitol  of  Pretoria,  the  administrative  capitol  of 
Capetown.  She  stopped  off  at  the  island  of  St.  Helena 
where  Napoleon  dieci  in  exile.  Catherine  went  by  ship  to 
Australia  then  flew  to  New  Zealand  and  to  the  Hawaiian

Ethel  Bradley 

Those  of  us  who  were  on  cainpus  during  the 
"turbulent  '60s"  will  remember  a  calm,  peaceful  person 
who  was  Sister  Vincent  Therese's  secretary.  Miss  Ethel 
Bradley,  aunt  of  Margaret  Berkery  '39. 

Miss  Bradley  served  the  college  and  its  President  with 
efficiency  and  graciousness.  This  was  not  only  evident  in 
her  daily  duties,  but  also  during  the  preparation  for  and 
the  visit  of  the  Middle  States  Association  (1962-1963).  She 
could  be  trusted  with  matters  of  a  confidential  nature  with 
no  hesitancy. 

Helping  others  never  seemed  too  difficult  for  her.  I 
remember  one  occasion  when  I  was  at  the  office  of  the 
Immigration  Bureau  in  Manhattan  arranging  entrance 
for  a  teacher  from  France.  I  was  told  that  another  letter  was 
required  from  the  college  to  complete  the  application.  In 
the  interest  of  time,  I  phoned  Ethel,  dictated  the  letter 
which  she  typed,  perfectly  as  usual.  She  then  took  the 
subway  and  brought  the  letter  to  me  at  the  Bureau.  We  got 
the  teacher. 

Ethel's  devotion  to  St.  Joseph's  was  tested  when  a  move 
to  Massapequa  made  her  traveling  more  strenuous,  but 
she  continued  to  come  until  1968  when  -  to  the  regret  of  all 
-  she  resigned  her  position. 

It  was  with  sorrow  that  we  learned  of  her  death  on 
September  27th.  May  she  rest  in  peace!

Preschool  Golden  Jubilee 


Msgr.  William  T.  Dillon,  Margaret  Gardiner  and  Professor  Aucoin  first  day  of  school 


On  Sunday,  October  28,  1984,  St.  Joseph's  College 
celebrated  the  50th  anniversary  of  its  preschool,  known  as 
the  Dillon  Center.  Sr.  Helen  Kearney  C.S.J.  '67,  Director 
of  the  Center,  spoke  of  the  past,  the  present  and  future 
goals: 

We  are  here  today  to  celebrate  50  years  dedicated  to 
understanding  the  growth  and  development  of  the  young 
child. 

In  1934,  when  Msgr.  William  T.  Dillon  initiated  the 
concept  of  a  laboratory  preschool  at  St.  Joseph's  College, 
he  was  committed  to  the  idea  that  the  period  of  early 
childgood  is  of  value,  in  and  for  itself,  and  it  is  a  vital  part 
of  the  formative  years.  The  program,  originally  associated 
with  the  departments  of  Psychology  and  Education, 
would  benefit  college  students  who  would  be  parents, 
teachers,  and  professionals  working  with  young  children. 
Most  important,  the  preschool  would  be  a  setting  for 
young  children  to  develop  all  areas  of  their  personalities 
as  they  grew  toward  being  competent  and  responsible 
individuals.  The  preschool  would  be  a  warm,  inviting 
place  where  children  would  be  free  to  explore  their  world 
through  play,  to  form  relationships  with  their  friends,  to 
express  their  feelings  and  ideas,  and  to  deepen  their  faith, 
all  under  the  guidance  of  caring  and  knowledgable  adults. 
Here  too,  parents  would  receive  the  support  and  encourage- 
ment so  needed  in  the  early  years  of  parenting. 

This  vision  has  guided  us  through  years  when  we  have 
had  to  respond  to  the  great  increase  in  knowledge  about 
child  development  and  to  the  many  and  varied  demands  of 
contemporary  society.  On  October  1,  1934  the  preschool 
opened  its  doors  to  register  7  young  nursery  aged  children. 
Margaret  Gardiner  was  the  very  first  teacher  under  the 
guidance  of  Prof.  Edward  Van  Ormer  of  the  Psychology 
Department.  Expansion  came  early,  and  October,  1938  a 
Kindergarten  program  opened  with  S.  Margaret  Louise  as 
the  first  teacher  of  five-year-olds  at  St.  Joseph's. 

The  preschool  continued  to  grow  as  a  facility  of  the 
newly  named  Child  Study  Department  from  1943  through 
the  1950's.  The  expanded  staff  worked  hard  to  guide  the 
development  of  increasing  numbers  of  children  and  to 
meet  the  professional  standards  of  city  and  state  agencies. 

By  1966  crowded  conditions  necessitated  planning  for  a 
larger  facility.  With  the  support  of  then  President  S. 
Vincent  Therese,  the  College's  Board  of  Trustees,  faculty 
and  Alumnae,  the  preschool  staff  and  many  benefactors, 
the  new  William  T.  Dillon  Child  Study  Center  opened  its 


door  with  bright,  spacious  classrooms  and  expanded 
observation  facilities  in  November,  1968.  During  these 
years  of  expansion,  the  Child  Study  faculty  and  preschool 
staff  served  as  advisors  and  consultants  for  many  early 
childhood  professionals  seeking  to  develop  high  stand- 
ards and  programs  which  would  allow  children  to  "be" 
themselves  first  and  then  to  be  "active"  doing  things 
appropriate  for  their  level  of  development. 

The  school,  always  conscious  of  the  child  as  part  of  a 
larger  society,  again  responded  to  an  increased  demand  for 
early  childhood  classes.  Expansion  in  the  Dillon  Center 
has  led  to  the  conversion  of  space  on  the  main  floor  for  our 
Kindergarten,  leaving  all  of  the  second  floor  rooms  for 
nursery  classes. 

In  1980,  a  new  direction  became  evident  to  the  staff  of 
Dillon.  There  were  many  children  who  needed  sfsecial 
attention  to  language  development  and  yet  also  needed  an 
integrated  preschool  environment.  So,  once  again  with 
the  support  of  our  President,  S.  George  Aquin  and  the 
entire  College  community,  the  response  came  and  our 
early  intervention  program  began  in  1981.  Children  with 
developmental  delays  now  receive  the  benefits  of  a  setting 
with  opportunities  for  play,  socialization,  and  investi- 
gation of  their  world  while  at  the  same  time  they  receive 
special  help  from  language  and  occupational  therapists. 

Recently  the  faculty  of  the  preschool  has  worked  hard  to 
maintain  a  balance  between  the  rapid  pace  of  today's  life 
styles  and  the  child's  need  to  be  a  careful,  involved 
explorer  of  the  world:  between  the  pressures  to  know  so 
many  things  and  to  be  actively  involved  in  the  learning 
process;  between  the  social  pressures  to  conform  to  so 
many  roles  and  to  compete  at  all  costs  and  the  child's  need 
to  be  an  individual,  learning  to  cooperate  and  value  the 
rights  of  others. 

So,  as  we  look  at  the  years  from  1934  to  1984,  we  see  that 
the  focus  has  been  on  the  development  of  the  individual  as 
a  person  with  faith  in  oneself,  in  others,  and  in  God. 
Today  it  is  our  hope  that  we  can  continue  to  see  the  results 
of  our  efforts  as  thev  were  originally  described  in  a  college 
bulletin  in  1934. 

"The  results  should  show  themselves  in  a  more  inte- 
grated little  personality,  more  courageous,  more  self- 
reliant,  more  capable  of  adapting  to  new  situations  and 
difficulties,  a  child  more  likely  to  develop  a  strong 
personality  as  an  adult." 

And  so  ...  we  begin  our  next  fifty  yearsi

Roberta  Silvestri  Panlle 

Not  long  ago,  in  Annaheim  CA,  children  had  to 
walk  down  the  busy  Orange  Avenue  to  get  to  Walt  Disney 
Elementary  School,  because  no  sidewalk  existed.  Parents 
were  concerned  for  their  safety  and  the  principal,  Roberta 
Silvestri  Pantle  '60,  worried  about  some  dangerour  situa- 
tions she  observed.  In  March  198.S,  she  presented  the 
problem  to  the  County  of  Orange,  since  that  part  of  the 
avenue  was  in  unincorporated  territory.  At  the  same  time, 
parents,  in  a  team  effort,  started  a  letter-writing  campaign, 
and  in  six  months  the  sidewalk  was  in! 

The  school  has  Disney  memorabilia  displayed  here  and 
there,  and  a  letter  from  Walt  Disney,  written  in  1965  after 
his  visit,  reads  in  part,  "For  most  of  us,  there  would  be  no 
meaning  in  life  without  children." 

The  school  has  532  students  this  year.  It  has  18  regular 
classroom  teachers  as  well  as  a  reading  specialist,  a 
resource  specialist  and  a  part-time  speech  therapist.  It  is 
the  only  school  in  the  district  (4,000  students)  that  has  a 
Gifted  and  Talented  Program  which  serves  143  students  in 
first  through  sixth  grades. 

"The  staff  works  hard  to  develop  student  positive  self- 
esteem  and  self-concept,"  says  Mrs.  Pantle.  Photos  of 
good-citizens-of-the-month  are  posted  on  the  bulletin 
board.  Each  quarter,  up  to  five  students  in  each  classroom 
receive  the  Serious  Student  Award.  Not  only  straight  A 
students  get  these  awards,  but  C-average  students  receive 
them  as  well.  They  are  given  as  rewards  for  good  work 
habits,  for  working  to  the  best  of  one's  ability,  and  for 
consistently  doing  good  work.  "Students  in  the  average 
range  are  recognized  for  doing  their  very  best,"  the 
principal  said. 

"The  PTA  is  a  wonderfully  active  one",  Roberta 
remarked.  Besides  the  sidewalk  project,  they  purchased  a 
duplicating  machine  and  a  computer  cart.  Four  years  ago, 
computer  training  started  in  the  gifted  program  in  the  6th 
grade,  at  first,  then  the  5th  and  4th.  Today  computer 
instruction  has  been  introduced  to  all  -  from  kindergarten 
through  sixth  grade. 

The  PTA  paid  the  South  Coast  Repertory  Theater  to 
perform  the  play  "Finding  Home."  It  is  about  the  plight 
of  the  newcomer  into  the  neighborhood.  For  Halloween, 
the  PTA  provides  a  parly  and  puts  together  an  excellent 
haunted  house.  PTA  also  purchased  a  $900  physical 
fitness  center  to  help  build  upper  body  strength  of  the 
children.  At  Open  liouse,  members  of  PTA  organized  a 
Book  Fair  to  promote  interest  in  reading.  Students  could

Edith  Reed 

Edith  Reed  '49,  an  actuary  with  Buck  Consultants, 
Inc.  will  be  included  in  the  1985-86  edition  of  Who's  Who 
in  the  East,  a  compilation  of  noteworthy  facts  about 
individuals  who  are  outstanding  in  their  fields. 

On  February  1,  1985,  Edith  will  complete  thirty-five 
years  of  service  with  Buck  Consultants  Inc.,  a  firm  that 
offers  complete  employee  benefit  plan  services.  Edith  is 
one  of  approximately  3,500  actuaries  in  the  United  States 
enrolled  by  the  government  to  perform  services  for  retire- 
ment plans  required  by  The  Employee  Retirement  In- 
come Security  Act  of  19'74  (ERISA).  She  is  a  Fellow  of  the 
Conference  of  Actuaries  in  Public  Practice,  a  Member  of 
the  American  Academy  of  Actuaries  and  a  member  of  the 
Actuaries  Club  of  New  York. 

Edith's  start  in  the  actuarial  profession  was  a  bit 
unusual.  When  she  finished  the  requirements  for  a 
bachelor's  degree  (math,  major)  at  St.  Joseph's  College  in 
January  of  1949,  her  goal  was  to  enroll  in  a  graduate 
physics  program  at  the  University  of  Michigan.  But 
money  was  scarce  and  she  had  to  work  for  a  while.  She 
sought  employment  through  an  agency  and  was  told  that, 
although  there  were  no  openings,  George  B.  Buck,  an 
actuarial  firm,  was  interviewing  prospects.  Edith  wasn't 
sure  at  the  time  what  an  actuary  was,  but  went  over  and 
was  interviewed.  At  the  conclusion,  she  was  astonished  to 
hear  the  personnel  manager  ask  when  she  could  start 
work.  "Tomorrow,"  she  replied. 

Edith  enjoyed  the  next  seven  months  of  work.  However, 
having  saved  enough  for  her  purpose  and  receiving  an 
unexpected  payment  of  some  scholarship  funds,  she  gave 
notice  that  she  was  leaving.  Surprised,  the  personnel 
manager  told  her  that  they  were  very  pleased  with  her 
work  and  were  just  getting  ready  to  give  her  a  promotion. 
When  she  explained  her  reason  for  leaving,  she  was  told 
that  a  job  would  be  open  for  her  on  her  return,  if  she 
wanted  it.  Lo  and  behold,  the  Uni\ersity  of  Michigan  was 
one  of  only  two  colleges  in  the  country  offering  a  grduate 
program  in  actuarial  mathematics  at  that  time.  Edith 
changed  her  major  and  has  had  no  regrets.  She  returned  to 
Buck  in  July  of  1950. 

As  senior  member  of  her  company,  she  serves  as 
employee  benefit  consultant  to  twenty  of  their  clients, 
which  are  as  diverse  as  a  Glass  and  Chemical  Company, 
two  national  magazines,  and  the  lay  employees  of  Mary- 
knoll.  Among  her  duties  are  overseeing  the  preparation  of 
valuations  of  their  pension  plan  liabilities  and  certifying

Last  summer,  Sr.  Bernadette  S.  Dowries,  C.I.J.,  was 
honored  by  Catholic  Charities  of  Brooklyn  for  leadership, 
courage,  creativity,  inspiration  and  initiating  innovative 
programs  for  mentally  retarded  persons  and  their  families. 
Thomas  de  Stefano,  Executive  Director  of  the  Agency 
presented  her  with  a  plaque,  a  tangible  testimony  of  this 
honor. 

Sister  Bernadette,  a  member  of  the  Congregation  of  the 
Infant  Jesus,  matriculated  at  St.  Joseph's  College  in  1963 
under  the  name  of  Sister  Mary  Francine.  She  entered  the 
Child  Study  program  to  learn  the  developmental  patterns 
and  behaviour  of  normal  children.  As  a  young  girl  she  had 
worked  on  a  volunteer  basis  with  deaf  and  retarded 
children  during  her  summer  vacations.  She  realized  that  a 
knowledge  of  normal  development  was  a  prerequisite  for 
caring  and  training  mentally  retarded  children  and  adults. 

The  year  after  her  graduation  from  St.  Joseph's  was 
spent  at  Fordham  School  of  Special  Education  where  S. 
Bernadette  also  fulfilled  her  student  teaching  require- 
ments, on  the  graduate  level.  In  1970,  she  received  her  MS 
in  Special  Educational 

Sister's  affiliation  with  Catholic  Charities  began  in 
1968,  and  in  1970  she  became  Associate  Director  in  the 


Office  for  Disabled  Persons.  She  was  appointed  Director 
of  this  Office  in  May  1984,  succeeding  Monsignor  Thomas 
F.  Cribbin,  who  was  named  Associate  Executive  Director 
of  Catholic  Charities,  Diocese  of  Brooklyn. 

Sr.  Bernadette  has  been  involved  in  the  inception, 
implementation  and  expansion  of  many  services  for 
disabled  persons.  Among  them  are  the  Training  for  Life 
Home  Training  Teams,  Operation  F.U.N.  Summer  Day 
Camp  Programs,  Adult  Day  Treatment  Centers,  and 
Community  Residences  for  Retarded  Adults.  Still  in  the 
planning  stage  are  Senior  Citizen  Homes  for  Retarded 
Adults  and  community  residences  for  blind  mentally 
retarded  adults. 

Sr.  Bernadette  assumes  other  commitments  too,  such  as 
serving  on  related  boards,  reviewing  proposed  pieces  of 
legislature  relating  to  disabled  and  making  recommenda- 
tions, and  taking  an  active  part  in  getting  legislature 
passed  or  changed.  In  December,  Sister  was  in  Albany  to 
speak  to  the  staff  of  the  Quality  Assurance  Department  of 
N.Y.  State  Office  of  Mental  Retardation  and  Develop- 
mental Disabilities.  In  addition,  she  wasa  presentorat  the 
Governor's  Conference  on  Family  Supports,  held  on 
December  4th  and  5th.

Focusing  Attention 
on  Prevention 


Dr.  Nancy  Wheatley  Haley 


"To  make  health  last  a  lifetime"  is  themottoof  the 
American  Health  Foundation,  a  non-profit  research  organ- 
ization dedicated  to  disease  prevention  and  located  in 
Manhattan  and  Westchester.  Through  the  basic  and 
applied  research  endeavors  of  this  group,  Dr.  Nancy  Haley 
participates  in  the  prevention  of  lifestyle-related  diseases, 
rather  than  in  the  search  for  dramatic  cures.  Dr.  Haley  is 
currently  Head  of  the  Clinical  Biochemistry  Laboratory  at 
the  American  Health  Foundation,  but  might  be  better 
known  to  some  alumnae  as  Nancy  Wheatley,  class  of  1970. 

Following  graduation  from  St.  Joseph's,  she  received 
her  M.S.  and  Ph.D.  in  biochemistry  from  St.  John's 
University  and  embarked  upon  a  career  which  revolves 
around  the  understanding  and  prevention  of  major  risk 
factors  for  accelerated  cardiovascular  disease.  Dr.  Haley 
worked  at  the  Rockefeller  University  in  New  York  for  5 
years  on  the  mechanisms  through  which  cells  lining  the 
arteries  of  the  body  become  involved  in  the  formation  of 
an  arterial  plaque.  She  is  now  applying  the  knowledge 
learned  in  these  studies  to  analyses  of  isolated  risk  factors 
for  cardiovascular  disease,  such  as  cigarette  smoking  and 
high  serum  cholesterol. 

The  American  Health  Foundation  is  a  unique  institu- 
tion for  conducting  these  studies  since  their  facilities 
encompass  all  areas  of  science  and  the  principles  of 
preventive  medicine  are  applied  to  all  peoples. 

■  'To  paraphrase  Dr.  Wynder,  the  President  of  American 
Health:  The  world  is  our  laboratory,"  says  Dr.  Haley  "and 
using  the  tools  provided  to  us  through  basic  and  clinical 
sciences  as  well  as  epidemiology,  we  can  exert  appropriate 
and  positive  influences  on  life-styles  to  reduce  the  early 
onset  of  cardiovascular  diseases  and  cancers". 

Prevention  should  begin  with  the  very  young  and  the 
American  Health  Foundation  has  developed  a  much 
needed  program  for  child  health  education.  This  "Know 
Your  Body"  program  is  implemented  in  several  schools  in 
the  metropolitan  area  as  well  as  in  cities  around  the 
country  and  in  far  corners  of  the  globe.  An  important 
outgrowth  of  this  research  is  entitled  Adopt- A-School,  a 
program  through  which  large  corporations  can  sponsor 
health  education  and  medical  screenings  in  a  particular 
school.  The  rewards  for  school  adoption  are  great,  as  the 
sponsors  drive  benefit  from  the  knowledge  that  they  are 
helping  the  next  generation  live  healthier  lives  and  they 
can  follow  the  progress  of  their  particular  adopted  school. 


Many  of  the  published  reports  and  papers  on  the 
numerous  studies  which  Dr.  Haley  and  colleagues  have 
conducted,  deal  with  the  adverse  effects  of  cigarette  smok- 
ing and  the  possible  health  hazards  of  passive  smoking. 
She  recently  published  data  on  the  uptake  of  nicotine  by 
infants  who  live  with  smokers.  Conducted  in  collabora- 
tion with  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  this  study 
demonstrated  that  young  children  absorb  high  levels  of 
nicotine  and  other  tobacco  smoke  constituents  from  the 
primary  caretaker  and  associated  adults  in  the  household. 
The  health  risk  of  this  exposure  is  being  evaluated  and 
parents  are  being  educated  to  avoid  smoking  around  their 
children. 

"The  excitement  and  the  variety  of  our  studies  at 
American  Health  guarantee  that  my  job  is  never  boring 
and,  in  fact,  keeps  me  constantly  on  the  move"  says  Dr. 
Haley  who  has  just  returned  from  passive  smoking 
symposia  both  in  Stockholm  and  Vienna.  She  is  now 
writing  a  paper  for  presentation  in  Australia  in  1985,  as 
well  as  articles  for  the  lay  and  scientific  press. 

In  1 966,  Nancy  Wheatley  made  her  first  trip  to  Brooklyn 
from  Northport  and  matriculated  at  St.  Joseph's  on  a  full 
scholarship.  She  lived  with  other  students  on  Clinton 
Avenue  and  participated  in  the  Science  Club  and  Debate 
Team  before  heading  to  Wall  Street  each  evening  where 
she  worked  for  Merrill  Lynch.  "At  St.  Joseph's,  we  were 
taught  that  science  should  be  fun  despite  the  lifetime 
commitment  it  requires.  My  years  there  taught  me  commit- 
ment through  hard  work  and  enjoyment  of  science 
through  achievement.  I  really  love  my  work",  says  Dr. 
Haley.  Her  travels  keep  her  in  contact  with  her  classmate 
Dr.  Darlene  Keane  Futagaki  who  also  completed  graduate 
training  in  biochemistry  after  leaving  St.  Joseph's. 
Darlene  lives  in  Castro  Valley,  California  with  her  hus- 
band and  3  children  and  frequently  provides  a  week-end 
respite  to  Nancy  as  they  continue  a  trans-continental 
friendship. 

For  the  Haleys,  science  is  a  family  affair.  In  1973,  Nancy 
Wheatley  married  Dr.  James  Haley,  who  is  currently  a 
research  scientist  in  neurochemistry  and  opthamology  at 
Columbia  University  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 
They  have  a  two  year  old  daughter,  Caroline  Eileen,  who 
is  a  favorite  visitor  at  American  Health  and  w-ho  already 
knows  that  smoking  is  bad  for  you.

Woman 

Award 


Sister  Elaine  Roulet,  CSJ  '66  was  honored  in 
November  as  a  Wonder  Woman  of  1984.  At  a  luncheon  in 
the  Plaza  Hotel  she  and  thirteen  other  women  each 
received  an  award  of  S7500,  given  each  year  to  women  over 
40  who  are  notable  achievers.  The  awards  were  initiated 
three  years  ago  by  Jeannette  Kahn,  president  and  pub- 
lisher of  DC  Comics,  to  celebrate  the  fortieth  anniversary 
of  the  popular  comic  book  heroine,  Wonder  Woman. 

Sister  Elaine  has  worked  her  wonders  in  dealing  with 
women  in  correctional  institutions  and  their  children.  She 
has  also  set  up  and  directs  three  (soon  to  be  four) 
Providence  Houses,  which  receive  women  after  they  have 
been  released  from  prison,  and  she  maintains  a  Thrift 
Shop  which  provides  financial  aid  and  temporary  employ- 
ment for  them. 

As  a  teacher  and  principal  (for  twenty  years)  in  elemen- 
tary schools  in  Brooklyn,  Sister  became  deeply  concerned 
over  non-readers.  Their  potential  for  dropping  out  and 
becoming  street  criminals  aroused  her  interest  in  the 
incarcerated  and  led  to  her  work  at  the  Bedford  Hills 
Correctional  Center  for  Women.  For  thirteen  years,  with 
the  title  Family  Liaison,  she  has  endeavored  to  reunite 
women  with  their  children.  At  Bedford  she  founded  the 
Children's  Center,  a  playroom  at  the  end  of  the  prison 
visiting  room,  where  inmates  can  visit  with  their  children, 
play  with  them,  rock  them,  hug  them,  read  to  them,  in 
their  precious  moments  together.  The  playroom  sees 
about  250  visits  a  month. 

Sister  has  also  set  up  support  programs  for  mothers  and 
their  babies  at  the  prison,  the  only  one  in  the  nation  that 
has  a  nursery  and  allows  the  women  whose  babies  are  born 
in  prison  to  keep  them  for  up  to  one  year. 

"Some  people  say  that  babies  shouldn't  be  in  prison," 
says  Sr.  Elaine  in  an  interview  with  The  New  York  Times. 
"The  baby  doesn't  know  he's  in  prison,  but  he  does  know 
that  he's  with  his  mother,  and  that  first  year  in  a  baby's  life 
is  the  most  important  year  of  all." 

Sister  Elaine  also  established  a  summer  program  in 
which  inmates'  children  stay  with  private  residents  in 
Bedford  Hills  for  a  week  while  visiting  their  mothers.  At 
this  time  there  are  seventy-five  families  who  participate. 

Under  the  aegis  of  the  Children's  Center,  special  classes 
for  pregnairt  women  and  young  mothers  are  taught  by 
inmates;  weekly  games  and  prizes  are  arranged  by  inmates 
for  women  in  the  prison  mental  ward;  special  programs  in 
parenting  are  arranged;  information  and  support  is  of- 
fered women  whose  children  are  in  foster  care;  holiday 
parties  and  free  busing  of  children  are  arranged.

Sister,  who  holds  a  Master's  degree  in  Counseling  from 
Bank  Street  College,  leads  a  counseling  group  for  women 
who  have  abused  their  children.  She  is  the  one  to  whom 
inmates  turn  in  time  of  crisis:  a  death  in  the  family,  a  child 
about  to  be  adopted,  an  appeal  lost,  a  social  worker  or 
lawyer  to  be  called,  a  deep  depression. 

Sister  Elaine  lives  in  Jamaica,  Queens,  in  one  of  three 
Providence  Houses  she  has  helped  to  establish  in  order  to 
provide  shelter,  food  and  clothing  for  women  who  are 
former  offenders  and  their  children,  until  the  mothrs  can 
go  out  on  their  own.  The  two  other  houses  are  in  Brooklyn 
and  a  fourth  is  to  be  opened  in  Westchester  in  April. 

"The  Providence  Houses  serve  as  places  of  refuge  for 
battered  women  and  their  children,  and  as  temporary 
homes  for  women  who  leave  prison,  as  many  do,  home- 
less, jobless  and  friendless.  They  are  also  the  only  State 
approved  housing  for  homeless  women  on  furlough  from 
prison  where  they  can  spend  a  week  with  their  children. 
Sister's  stamp  of  leadership  at  Providence  Houses  is  easily 
recognized  by  the  fact  that  all  three  houses  are  managed  by 
ex-inmates.  Her  trust  in  others  goes  far  beyond  words.  She 
takes  large  risks  every  day  to  help  build  self-confidence  in 
others.  Self  confidence  is  the  first  basic  necessity  of  life  that 
prison  sets  about  to  destroy.  Sister  works  diligently  to  keep 
it  alive."  So  says  Jean  Harris,  an  inmate  at  Bedford,  who 
nominated  Sister  for  the  Wonder  Woman  Award  and  who 
is.  Sister  says,  one  of  her  best  workers  in  the  Children's 
Center. 

Mrs.  Harris  continues:  "Each  Providence  House  is 
unique  in  other  respects  as  well.  They  are  a  new  concept  in 
the  religous  community.  Nuns  live  in  each  of  the  houses 
and,  like  Sister  Elaine,  each  nun  has  a  full-time  ministry 
out  in  the  community.  Each  comes  home  from  work  to 
share  her  home  with  the  poor  and  unfortunate.  During  the 
day  the  responsibility  of  the  House  is  in  the  hands  of  an 
ex-inmate.  That  each  house  is  well  run  reflects  Sister's 
wisdom  asa  judge  of  people,  and  her  capacity  to  motivate 
and  elevate  woinen  who  have  stumbled  badly.  It  is  Sister 
Elaine  who  has  convinced  often  hostile  communities  to 
accept  and  respect  the  work  of  each  house.  Recognizing 
the  value  of  these  homes,  Governor  Cuomo  has  recently 
approved  a  grant  of  $91,000  to  enhance,  support  and 
enlarge  the  Providence  Houses. 

The  Thrift  Shop  serves  as  a  source  of  some  income  and, 
most  important,  as  a  place  where  parolees  can  work  and 
earn  much  needed  cash  while  they  seek  regular  employ- 
ment. A  parolee's  need  to  earn  immediate  income  in  order 
"to  make  it"  on  the  outside  is  basic,  but  largely  ignored  by

Frank  J.  Annecchiarico 


In  1977,  when  Frank  J.  Annecchiarico  was  Labora- 
tory Administrator  at  Cumberland  Hospital,  he  had  a 
vague  feeling  that  something  was  missing.  The  various 
studies  and  the  courses  he  had  taken  over  the  years  were 
instrumental  in  his  job  advancement,  but  had  no  value 
credit-wise.  He  realized  that  what  was  missing  was  a 
college  degree.  Frank  heard  about  St.  Joseph's  General 
Studies  Prograin  and  investigated.  He  found  that  the  men 
and  women  in  the  Admissions  and  Registrar's  offices  were 
both  helpful  and  understanding  in  setting  up  a  program 
where  he  could  attend  classes  on  Saturdays.  Frank 
Annecchiarico  received  his  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in 
Health  Care  Administration  in  June  1979. 

Mr.  Annecchiarico  served  in  the  Army  during  World 
War  II  from  1943  to  1946,  in  the  Military  Transportation 
Corps  and  was  stationed  in  England  and  in  Belgium. 
When  he  left  the  service,  he  registered  in  Medical  Technol- 
ogy School  and  in  1947  received  a  Certificate  of  Medical 
Technology.  He  worked  in  Brooklyn  Jewish  Hospital  as  a 
Laboratory  Technician  in  the  Chemistry  Laboratory  for 
about  five  years.  In  1951,  he  transferred  to  St.  Vincent's 
Hospital  in  New  York  and  became  Supervisor  of  the 
Chemistry  Laboratory. 

Meantime,  he  attended  Columbia  University,  College 
of  Pharmacy  at  night  for  five  years.  He  later  matriculated 
at  St.  John's  University  in  the  Liberal  Arts  Program  but 
stayed  only  two  years.  These  studies  helped  him  to 
advance  in  his  field. 

Frank  worked  for  fifteen  years  at  Cumberland  Hospital 
as  Supervisor  of  the  Chemistry  Laboratory  and  as  Labora- 
tory Administrator,  where  he  assumed  total  administra- 
tive responsibility,  which  included  the  development  of 
management  reports,  personnel  and  capital  budget  con- 
trol as  well  as  in  the  evaluation  of  and  long-range 
planning  for  equipment  and  staffing  and  general  direc- 
tion of  the  Pathology  Department. 

When  Cumberland  Hospital  closed  a  year  ago,  Frank 
was  sent  to  Woodhull  Hospital,  which  had  recently 
opened,  where  he  serves  as  Assistant  Laboratory  Adininis- 
trator.  In  this  sophisticated,  well-equipped  laboratory, 
125  technicians  work  on  schedules  24  hours  a  day,  every 
day  of  the  year. 

Frank  J.  Annecchiarico's  decision  in  1977  to  attend  St. 
Joseph's  was  threefold:  for  life  fulfillment,  for  advance- 
ment, and  to  learn  the  latest  about  the  health  care  field. 


After  receiving  his  BS,  he  enrolled  in  the  Master  of  Science 
program  in  Health  Care  Administration  in  Long  Island 
University  and  earned  the  MS  in  1983.  Mr.  Annecchiarico 
doesn't  intend  to  stop  there.  With  the  expansion  of 
knowledge  in  the  health  care  field,  he  intends  to  keep  up 
with  the  latest  management  techniques  with  further 
study.  His  wife,  Julia,  a  Registered  Nurse,  is  proud  of 
Frank's  accomplishments  and  of  his  ambition  to  continue 
the  never-ending  process  of  learning.

the  prison  system.  There  is  no  way  to  seek  work  if  you 
haven't  carfare  or  money  for  a  phone  call  —  a  common 
situation  for  most  of  the  women  whom  Sister  serves. 

The  work  of  the  Children's  Center  has  attracted  the 
attention  of  students  and  corrections  personnel  from  all 
over  the  country.  Educating  the  public  about  the  female 
prisoner  and  her  children  is  an  aspect  of  Sister's  work  that 
is  growing  in  importance.  She  is  already  an  authoritative 
speaker  on  this  subject,  at  churches,  on  television  and  in 
some  recent  court  cases.  Her  role  as  an  educator  beyond  the 
prison  walls  is  becoming  greater.  There  is  a  new  aware- 
ness of  the  problems  of  incarcerated  women  in  the  country 
today,  and  Sister  has  made  a  large  contribution  to  it. 

To  quote  Mrs.  Harris  again:  "Sister  has  spent  fourteen 
years  filling  every  possible  gap  in  women's  li\es  at 
Bedford...  If  there  is  any  rehabilitation  going  on  at 
Bedford  it  is  in  the  Children's  Center,  where  a  selfless, 
courageous  woman  dares  to  put  inmates  in  positions  of 
decision-making  responsibility.  Working  with  her,  wom- 
en feel  equal,  and  whole,  and  ready  to  be  challenged." 


Sr.  Mane  May,  MM 

S.  Marie  May  '50  has  been  serving  as  a  Maryknoll 
Missioner  in  the  Central  Pacific  for  thirty  years.  This  year 
she  was  back  home  to  attend  renewal  courses  at  the 
Maryknoll  Sisters  Center  in  Ossining,  New  York,  and  to 
visit  with  family  and  friends.  She  was  particularly  glad  to 
spend  time  with  her  sister,  Catherine  May  '35,  who  now 
resides  in  Florida  and  with  her  brothers,  Frank  May  (her 
twin)  and  his  family,  and  Father  Joseph  May,  a  Redemptor- 
ist  missioner  who  serves  in  Brazil. 

At  St.  Joseph's  College,  Marie  May  majored  in  Chem- 
istry and  received  her  bachelor's  degree  in  1950.  Later  that 
year,  she  entered  the  Maryknoll  order  from  St.  Patrick's 
parish  in  Bay  Ridge.  In  1953,  Sister  was  assigned  to 
Hawaii,  where  she  quickly  involved  herself  in  the  prob- 
lems of  the  local  people.  She  did  Social  Service  work  and 
later  taught  Science  and  Religion  to  high  school  students 
in  Wailuku,  Maui,  Hawaii,  until  1968.  From  1970  to  1974, 
she  worked  with  Catholic  Social  Services  in  Family 
Counseling  in  Honolulu.  Here  she  came  into  close 
contact  with  the  realities  and  struggles  of  the  people,  and 
her  work  included  regular  visits  to  the  rural  areas  of  Oahu, 
the  island  on  which  Honolulu  is  located. 

In  1974,  S.  Marie  was  assigned  to  the  island  of  Yap  and 
joined  two  other  Maryknoll  sisters  in  this  ministry  which 
serves  the  four  islands  of  Micronesia:  Ponape,  Truk,  Yap 
and  Kosrae.  The  people  of  Micronesia  speak  nine  different 
languages,  but  the  languages  of  the  other  islands  have  no 
connection  with  that  of  Yap.  The  Yapese  are  unique  both 
in  language  and  customs  and  are  not  related  to  any  other 
group  linguistically.  Sr.  Marie  studied  only  Yapese. 

Since  World  War  II,  Micronesia  has  been  assigned  by 
the  United  Nations  to  the  United  States  as  a  trust  territory. 
The  four  islands  have  now  joined  together  to  form  a  new 
nation:  The  Federated  States  of  Micronesia.  A  "Compact 
of  Free  Association"  was  negotiated  with  the  United  States 
to  bring  about  new  political  status  which  will  terminate 
the  trusteeship.  The  Micronesians  have  written  their  own 
constitution,  elected  their  own  president  and  state  gov- 
ernors and  now  await  approval  of  the  compact  by  Con- 
gress and  the  United  States.  It  is  to  be  considered  early  in 
1985. 

With  the  responsibility  of  self-government  there  is  the 
need  for  leadership  among  the  local  people  as  well  as  for 
their  leadership  in  the  Church,  which  is  part  of  the 
vicariate  of  the  Caroline  and  Marshall  Islands.  "We  are 
looking  for  people  to  make  a  commitment,  who  are

willing  to  serve,  who  are  interested  in  and  concerned  with 
the  good  of  others  and  who  know  where  they  are  going 
with  their  lives,"  stated  Sr.  Marie. 

In  line  with  this  call  for  leadership  and  responsibility. 
Sister  Marie  started  a  new  program  in  1981 .  After  getting 
the  permission  of  the  elders  (traditional  in  Yap)  she  and  a 
few  dedicated  young  men  started  a  Leadership  Training 
Center  which  includes  a  farm  as  well  as  buildings.  The 
purpose  of  the  center  is  to  reach  out  initially  to  young  men 
who  would  otherwise  waste  their  lives  by  falling  into  the 
trap  of  alcohol  abuse.  "We  want  them  to  create  and 
experience  a  vibrant,  working  community  out  of  which 
they  can  draw  strength  and  hope  and  find  direction  for 
their  lives,"  says  Sr.  Marie.  One  young  man  who  attends 
the  weekend  sessions  told  her  that  "the  best  result  of  my 
coming  to  this  center  is  that  I  no  longer  get  drunk  on 
weekends." 

On  Yap  there  is  a  strong  sense  of  "high"  and  "low" 
classes  in  society.  At  the  center,  however,  people  from  all 
levels  of  society  are  welcome.  They  learn  to  mix  easily  and 
to  experience  the  happiness  of  working  together.  They 
even  sit  down  and  eat  together  as  a  family. 

Money  to  cover  the  expenses  of  running  the  Center  is 
raised  by  participants  themselves,  mainly  by  selling  the 
produce  from  the  farm.  They  are  not  involved  in  the 
Center's  activities  for  personal  benefit  alone;  they  give 
hours,  days,  weeks  of  their  own  time  to  make  the  Center  a 
reality. 

Upon  her  return  to  Yap,  Sr.  Marie  moved  into  the  next 
phase  of  the  program.  The  Friday-to-Sunday  weekend 
program  will  be  expanded  to  full-time  involvement.  In 
doing  so,  the  center  will  be  available  to  more  young 
people  who  will  experience  a  new  direction  and  gain  hope 
and  courage  for  the  future. 

In  addition  to  her  degree  from  St.  Joseph's,  Sr.  Marie 
received  a  Master's  in  Biology  from  Immaculate  Heart 
College  in  Los  Angeles  and  a  Master's  in  Social  Work 
from  Washington  University  in  St.  Louis.

AAUW  members  are  also  members  of  the  International 
Federation  of  L'niversity  Women,  which  the  Association 
helped  to  found  in  1919.  IFUW  links  federations/assoc- 
iations in  54  lands,  uniting  women  around  the  world  in 
working  toward  common  goals  and  international  under- 
standing. Its  headquarters  are  in  Geneva,  Switzerland. 

Most  women  affiliate  with  a  local  branch  which  offers 
interaction  with  other  members  and  generates  issues 
which  shape  AAUW  activities.  There  are  1870  branches. 
Dues  vary  according  to  the  community  but  all  include 
Association  dues  to  $8.50  a  year.  If  you  are  unable  to  join  a 
branch,  you  can  be  a  member-at-large.  You  will  receive 
timely,  thought-provoking  information  through  the  Jour- 
nal and  access  to  other  membership  benefits.

I  REMEMBER

FRIEND 


Father  Francis  P.  Kilcoyne.  Sr. 


Alumnae  of  the  thirties  will  remember  the  young 
instructor  at  St.  Joseph's  College  who  went  on  to 
Brooklyn  College  as  professor  and  eventually  president. 
We  remember  him  in  recent  years  as  Father  Kilcoyne, 
celebrating  our  Annual  Mass  in  1982  and  1983. 

Mr.  Frank  Macchiarola,  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  St.  Joseph's,  pays  tribute  to  Father  Francis  P. 
Kilcoyne  in  this  memoir. 

Reverend  Francis  Patrick  Kilcoyne,  Sr.,  Ph.D.,  L.H.D., 
K.H.S.,  was  an  extraordinary  person  -  a  man  of  enormous 
intelligence  who  was  at  home  with  \irtually  everyone. 
Born  in  Lawrence,  Massachusetts,  on  June  28,  1902,  he 
lived  a  full  life,  passing  from  us  at  the  age  of  82,  on 
January  19.  1985. 

Those  of  us  who  had  Frank  as  a  student  at  St.  Joseph's 
College,  or  Hunter  College  or  Brooklyn  College  saw  a 
teacher  who  loved  expression  and  literature,  and  who 
conveyed  that  love  to  so  many  students.  Those  of  us  who 
had  Frank  as  a  colleague  saw  a  wonderful  and  balanced 
capacity  for  judgment.  Frank  could  decide  tough 
questions,  decide  them  with  great  wisdom,  and  decide 
them  in  such  a  tranquil  and  reasoned  way.  There  weie 
very  few  who  harbored  bitter  feelings  after  he  had  reached 
a  decision  or  given  an  opinion.  And  those  of  us  who  had 
Frank  as  a  friend  saw  the  fullest  expression  of  both 
wisdom  and  kindness.  This  gentle  man  saw  our  problems 
and  our  pain  and  he  moved  quickly  and  faithfully  to 
counsel  and  to  comfort.  Frank  Kilcoyne  was  always  with 
us  —  he  did  not  impose  himself  —  he  offered  himself  in  a 
gentle  and  humble  way. 

Those  of  us  who  were  blessed  with  the  opportunity  of 
seeing  Frank  up  close  were  always  amazed  by  his  constant 
humor.  It  was  humor  of  all  kinds  that  Frank  would  enjoy 
—  with  wry  wit  being  his  favorite.  And  there  were  always 
the  private  jokes  that  he  shared  individually  with  each  of 
us,  that  we  relished.  Nothing  was  so  important  that  it 
could  be  above  humor,  and  even  as  he  suffered  with 
crippling  arthritic  pain  that  would  have  made  others 
complain  of  their  condition,  Frank  made  light  of  his  own 
discomfort.  One  always  knew  that  a  visit  or  discussion 
with  Frank  Kilcoyne  would  be  a  positive  experience,  that 
one  would  be  in  good  company  with  good  fellowship. 
And  when  you  were  fortunate  to  get  an  article  or  a 
clipping  in  the  mail  from  him,  you  knew  that  it  was 
something  intended  especially  for  you. 

Those  who  saw  Frank  up  close  saw  a  man  with  an 
enormous  value  system,  a  man  who  had  the  fullest 
appreciation  of  his  family  and  his  faith.  Eleanor  was  his 


wife  of  forty  years,  from  1939  to  1979,  and  they  shared  a 
beautiful  lifetogether.TheironechildFrancisP.,  Jr.  (Pat) 
is  a  priest  of  the  Diocese  of  Brooklyn,  ser\  ing  as  Pastor  of 
St.  Gregory  the  Great  parish. 

After  Eleanor's  death,  Frank  did  a  truly  wondrous 
thing,  offering  himself  to  God's  service  as  a  priest. 
Without  formal  seminary  training,  he  was  ordained  by 
Bishop  Mugavero  on  the  Feast  of  St.  Francis  of  Assisi, 
October  4th,  1980,  at  the  age  of  78.  He  served  as  a  parochial 
vicar  in  his  home  parish  of  Our  Lady  of  Refuge  in 
Brooklyn.  And  those  of  us  who  saw  his  service,  attended 
the  masses  he  offered,  and  heard  him  preach,  witnessed  a 
magnificent  priest  who  loved  his  ministry  and  lived  it 
fully  every  day.  His  energies  were  virtually  without  limit 
and  his  special  insights  —  gained  after  years  of  experience 
as  a  teacher,  administrator,  community  leader,  and  college 
president  were  brought  to  so  many  people,  '^'oungand  old 
married  couples  received  comfort  from  his  experience  as  a 
father  and  husband,  and  there  were  converts  as  well, 
people  of  intelligence  whose  sense  of  God  needed  a  boost 
from  someone  who  was  just  as  rational,  but  at  the  same 
time  extraordinarily  open  to  the  presence  of  God  in  his 
life.  .And  how  beautifully  he  responded  as  well.  He  loved 
his  ministry  and  he  loved  the  mass.  These  things  brought 
him  closer  to  people.  And  people  he  loved  and  serv ed.  He 
kept  his  door  open  —  even  at  home  when  he  could  no 
longer  get  to  his  door  to  greet  the  many  visitors  who  would 
come  to  see  him,  Frank  kept  his  door  unloiked.  .\nd 
so  many  people  came  to  see  him  and  to  share  w  ith  him. 
When  most  of  us  in  society  were  thinking  about  locking 
our  doors  to  keep  others  out,  there  was  Frank  Kilcoyne 
keeping  his  open  and  welcoming  virtually  everyone  to 
come  and  share  some  fellowship  with  him. 

Frank  continued  to  be  awe  struck  at  the  profound  [xmer 
that  was  conferred  upon  him  bv  Holy  Orders,  retaining 
throughout  his  priestly  lifea  dedication  thai  im|)ressedall 
of  us  who  talked  to  him  about  what  he  was  doing  in  the 
years  that  others  used  for  retirement.  Whenever  I 
remember  Frank,  and  I  do  often,  I  recall  a  gentle  man  who 
went  out  of  his  way  to  imderstand  others  and  to  respect 
their  point  of  v  iew.  I  remember  a  man  who  took  learning 
and  scholarship  seriously,  but  who  used  his  knowledge  to 
bring  himself  closer  to  people.  I  remetuber  a  man  of 
tremendous  integrity  who  used  his  faith  and  strength  in 
the  service  of  so  manv  others.  I  remember  a  friend  who 
knew  the  fullest  meaning  of  the  word,  a  friend  who  has 
earned  his  eternal  rest  with  God.

UNIQUE  LIBRARY

Cutchogue  Free  Library 


Barbara  Woodrick  '78S 


In  the  Cutchogue  Free  Library  on  Long  Island, 
things  are  so  crowded  that  for  the  past  decade  a  book  has 
been  removed  from  the  collection  every  time  a  new  one  is 
acquired.  The  building  that  houses  the  library  is  a  19th 
century  church,  and  now  a  community  landmark. 

Jane  Minerva,  a  summa  cum  laude  graduate  of  St. 
Joseph's  College  in  Patchogue,  class  of  1982,  is  Director  of 
this  bursting-at-the-seams  athanaeum.  "There's  an  illu- 
sion of  space  because  we  have  a  19-foot  ceiling.  .  .  but  it's 
crowded,"  said  Jane.  "We've  built  on  the  edge  of  shelves 
and  we  use  the  window  ledge." 

Community  opposition  to  any  major  renovation  of  this 
old  church  building  has  been  a  stumbling  block  to 
expansion  for  years.  Officials,  however,  hope  to  begin 
construction  this  year  of  an  addition  that  will  double  the 
library's  space  and  allow  it  to  add  a  children's  corner  and 
reference  section.  This  addition  will  connect  to  the  rear 
wall  of  the  building  and  its  roof  will  be  lower  than  the 
existing  roof. 

Meantime,  Jane  serves  about  3,800  people  in  the 
Cutchogue-New  Suffolk  area.  Card  holders  take  out  an 
average  of  28  books  a  year,  making  it  one  of  the  busiest 
libraries  in  Suffolk. 

Jane  Minerva,  homemaker,  wife,  mother  of  four  and 
grandmother  of  six,  began  library  work  in  the  Cutchogue 
Free  Library  as  a  volunteer  in  1966.  She  was  engaged  as  a 
part-time  worker  in  1967  and  assumed  directorship  in 
1972.  Jane  decided  that  if  she  was  to  be  Library  Director, 
some  higher  education  would  be  helpful.  While  raising 
four  children  and  working  full  time,  she  took  courses  at 
night  for  five  years.  She  received  an  associate  degree  from 
Suffolk  County  Community  College  in  1980,  a  bachelor's 
degree  in  English  Literature  from  St.  Joseph's  in  1982,  and 
at  long  last  in  January  1985  an  MLS  with  Public  Library 
Certification  from  Palmer  Graduate  School  of  Library 
and  Information  Science,  Long  Island  University. 

"I  am  really  into  computers  and  library  automation," 
writes  Jane.  "I  have  my  own  Apple  II  at  home  -  love  it  for 
drafting  and  editing.  As  libraries  go,  ours  is  one  of  the 
smallest.  This  year  we  added  two  personal  computers  for 
use  by  both  staff  and  public.  I  hope  eventually  to  initiate  a 
local  area  (LAN)  network  with  other  small  East  End 
libraries  for  resource  sharing,  which  is  tremendously 
important  in  rural  areas.  In  the  meantime,  I  will  keep  busy 
raising  funds  and  expanding  the  present  church  build- 
ing." 


"If  anyone  had  told  me  ten  years  ago  that  my  career 
would  encompass  its  present  involvements,  I  would  have 
laughed  at  them!",  states  Barbara  Layden  Woodrick  '78. 
She  is  currently  Director  of  External  Affairs  for  the 
Northport  Veterans  Administration  Medical  Center. 

Barbara,  who  grew  up  in  Bay  Ridge,  Brooklyn,  attended 
Fontbonne  Hall  for  two  and  a  half  years  on  a  scholarship. 
Her  family's  move  to  Wantagh,  Long  Island,  when  she 
was  16,  necessitated  finishing  high  school  at  Wantagh 
High.  She  received  her  R.N.  from  St.  Vincent's  School  of 
Nursing  on  a  state  scholarship  in  1959. 

Barbara  married  Cliff  Woodrick,  a  graduate  of  the  LI.S. 
Merchant  Marine  Academy,  in  1959.  The  birth  of  four 
children  during  the  next  -I'i  years  curtailed  career  involve- 
ment to  working  the  night  shift,  doing  private  duty  and 
per  diem  in  various  hospitals  in  Nassau  and  Suffolk. 
Barbara  eventually  joined  the  nursing  staff  at  Southside 
Hospital,  working  in  Medicine  Surgery,  Coronary  Care 
and  then  as  Infection  Control  Practitioner.  Her  decision 
to  go  back  to  school  led  her  to  St.  Joseph's  College  General 
Studies  Program  and  she  completed  her  BS  in  Community 
Health  Health  Care  Administration  in  1978.  "I  was 
thrilled  to  see  Sr.  John  Raymond  at  my  graduation,"  said 
Barbara,  "and  she  remembered  me  from  1952!  'Johnny 
Ray'  as  we  affectionately  called  her  was  my  freshman 
home-room  teacher  at  Fontbonne  and  my  all-time  favorite 
nun.  Her  youthful  exuberance  and  great  sense  of  humor 
really  motivated  us  to  learn." 

Barbara  continued  her  studies  and  earned  a  Master's 
degree  from  C.W.  Post  where  she  was  inducted  into  the  Pi 
Alpha  Alpha  Honor  Society.  By  this  time,  she  had 
accepted  a  job  at  Northport  Veterans  Administration 
Medical  Center  as  Infection  Control  Coordinator.  In  1982 
she  was  appointed  Director  of  External  Affairs.  Her 
responsibilities  include  all  public  relations  (press  releases, 
TV,  Radio,  etc.)  and  liaison  activities  with  veterans 
organizations,  schools  and  the  community  in  general.  At 
present,  she  is  writing  a  marketing  plan  for  the  Medical 
Center.  Barbara  identifies  issues  of  concern,  brings  them 
to  the  Center's  Director  and  coordinates  appropriate 
action  with  Medical  Center  Staff.  Problems  involving 
women  veterans,  former  prisoners  of  war  and  Vietnam 
veterans  demand  special  attention.  Barbara's  aim  is  to 
assure  that  the  Medical  Center  is  delivering  the  best 
possible  care  for  all  veteran  patients  and  to  promote  a 
positive  image  to  all  affected  communities. 
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MESSAGE  OF  HOPE 


Rare  is  the  therapist  who  has  undergone  the 
experience  of  the  patient;  rarer  still,  probably,  in  the 
tightening  area  of  cerebral  trauma.  NinfaTrani  Garen  '56 
has  twice  fought  her  way  out  of  the  dark  mystery  of  brain 
injury  and  coma,  and  retrained  herself  to  live  a  vigorous 
normal  life.  Now  she  pursues  a  busy  career  of  guiding 
others  with  head  injuries  or  brain  damage  back  to 
responsive  healthy  lives.  Her  message  is  one  of  hope.  Here 
is  her  story. 

My  first  experience  was  a  most  traumatic  one,  when  I 
was  employed  by  the  New  York  Telephone  Co.  as  a 
Business  Representative.  One  day  on  my  way  to  lunch  I 
suffered  a  cerebral  hemmorrhage  and  was  -  at  that  time 
-given  only  a  1%  chance  of  survival.  So  much  was  still 
unknown  about  the  brain. 

Two  years  later,  along  with  being  known  as  Niki,  I 
married  my  high  school  "blind  date",  Bruce.  We  will  be 
celebrating  our  29th  Anniversary  this  September.  Along 
came  Bruce  Jr.,  now  27,  then  Susan  who  was  born  in  1962. 
Susan  gave  us  three  tearful  but  richly  rewarding  and 
loving  years  in  which  we  were  all  to  learn  and  grow  and 
develop  in  the  later  years.  Robert,  now  19,  was  born  eight 
months  after  her  death. 

While  I  raised  our  family,  Bruce  Sr.  (Garen  &  Co.,  CPA) 
was  attending  graduate  school.  When  we  moved  to  New- 
City,  New  York,  I  attended  Dominican  College  to  pursue  a 
major  in  Psychology  and  a  major  in  Special  Education.  As 
a  "paid"  student  teacher  (yes,  the  first  time  in  the  college's 
history),  I  taught  several  lyears  at  Letchworth  Village 
Developmental  Center.  I  wrote  sensory  stimulation  pro- 
grams, programs  for  the  Talking  Typewriter,  etc.,  and 
attended  graduate  school  at  the  College  of  New  Rochelle 
for  my  M.S.  in  Special  Education.  I  burst  with  pride  at 
these  accomplishments.  I  look  back  and  remember  how  it 
felt  coming  out  of  coma  in  the  50's  needing  re-training  in 
cognition  skills  -and  doing  it  alone  for  lack  of  knowledge 
in  the  area. 

Twenty-five  years  passed  and  WHAM!!I  -  not  again! 
Yes,  again  -  a  subarachnoid  hemorrhage  and  a  subdural 
hematoma.  Everlasting  thanks  to  my  dear  doctor  friend, 
Jim,  I  was  placed  at  Neuro  Institute,  Columbia  Presby- 
terian Medical  Center.  Two  surgeries  later  and  again 
overcoming,  among  others,  cognitive  deficits.  I  again 
began  retraining  myself.  In  three  months,  I  applied  to 
Nursing  School  for  an  RN.  I  coached  and  tutored  groups 
of  Nursing  students  in  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  etc.,  to 
enable  them  to  remember.  The  truth  is,  I  was  retraining 
myself.  Can  you  imagine  what  my  nursing  cap  and  pin 
mean  to  me? 

I  then,  after  seeing  several  different  craniotomies 
performed,  went  to  work  on  the  Neuro-surgery  floor  at 
Neuro  Institute.  I  joined  the  local  chapter  of  the  New  York 
State  Head  Injury  Support  Group  and  learned  about  a 
company  called  New  Medico  Association,  Inc.  -  the  first 
and  foremost  in  the  field  of  Head  Injury.  lam  now  a  Nurse 
Evaluator/ Associate  for  New  Medico.  Please  let  me  tell 
you  about  New  Medico.  .  . 

Head  injuries  result  particularly  from  the  catastrophic 
effects  of  motor  vehicle  accidents  and  most  incidences 
involve  males  in  the  15-24  year  age  group.  It  has  become  a 
national  and  silent  epidemic.  It  is  estimated  that  100.000 
persons  die  annually  from  head  injuries  (HI)  while  over 
700,000-900,000  sustain  injuries  which  are  severe  enough 
to  require  them  to  be  hospitalized,  (1500  day  and  275 
mortalities/day).  An  estimated  30,000  to  50,000  people  a 


year  left  are  with  intellectual,  behavioral  or  cognitive 
deficits  which  will  prevent  their  return  to  a  normal  life. 
To  meet  the  complex,  varied  and  individualized  needs  of 
the  HI  person,  New  Medico  began.  L'ntil  recently  there 
were  few  programs  for  this  population  of  HI. 

New  Medico  developed  a  comprehensive  system  of 
diverse  programs  which  provides  post-hospitalization 
care  and  rehabilitation  for  the  HI.  New  Medico  begins 
immediately  after  the  hospital  stay  or  as  soon  as  the  person 
is  neurologically  stable  and  can  be  moved  from  the 
hospital. 

The  programs  are  divided  into  two  categories:  Acute 
and  Post- Acute  care.  Acute  care  includes  intensive  rehabili- 
tation, sustained  rehab,  and  coma  intervention  and  was 
designed  to  strengthen  the  recovery  process  of  those 
recently  injured.  Coming  out  of  coma  is  not  easy  and 
families  don't  have  and  aren't  given  enough  understand- 
ing of  the  problem.  Families  must  follow  their  convic- 
tions, ask  questions  and  get  the  best  care  possible.  Post- 
acute  care  concentrates  on  the  cognitive,  behavioral, 
vocational  and  physical  problems  of  those  seeking  to  re- 
build and  return  to  productive  lives.  Under  the  strong 
leadership  of  some  of  the  most  experienced  HI  profession- 
als in  the  country,  each  program  is  independently  run  and 
offers  a  diferent  treatment  and  slightly  different  emphasis. 
Care  is  individualized  through  an  interdisciplinary, 
client-oriented,  team  approach.  For  these  persons,  cogni- 
tion (thinking)  is  still  a  problem,  together  with  perceptual 
problems,  perseveration,  confabulation,  and  problem 
solving. 

What  will  work  for  one  HI  may  not  work  for  another. 
HI  often  defies  a  single  course  of  treatment  and  the 
therapy  needs  of  the  person  can  quickly  change,  requiring 
an  immediate,  dynamic  response.  Changes  in  a  person's 
condition  can  often  warrant  placement  in  programs  that 
offer  different  levels  of  care. 

Once  the  HI  becomes  medics  medically  stable,  he  she  is 
moved  to  the  active  or  acute  rehab  setting  where  he  she 
learns  to  move  limbs,  walk,  talk  etc.  If  the  injury  isseverea 
different  treatment  is  employed  to  increase  health  and 
nutritional  status  and  increase  response  to  surroundings. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  sufficient  to  facilitate 
movement  into  active  parricipation  in  a  program.  If  it 
isn't,  we  have  a  long-term  program  that  is  designed  to 
maintain  each  individual  in  an  optimal  level  of  function- 
ing. It  is  most  important  to  determine  what  a  person  is 
most  respwnsi  ve  to  at  regular  interv  als  throughout  the  day  so 
can  maintain  a  level  of  awareness  and  responsiveness. 
When  a  person  arrives  unresponsive,  everything  is  done 
for  him  her  until  a  sense  of  awareness  is  achieved.  Sensory 
stimulation  is  presented  using  one  channel  of  sensation  at 
a  time.  Sustained  coma  intervention  is  offered  for  those 
who  do  not  attain  sufficient  alertness  for  continued 
involvement  in  an  intensive  rehab  program  and  offers  a 
viable  alternative  to  routine  nursing  home  placement. 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  optimal  health,  nutrional.  cogni- 
tive and  physical  status. 

Behavioral  rehab  needs  often  arise  from  inadequate 
early  management  or  from  lack  of  continued  intervention 
following  the  intial  rehab  effort.  New  Medico  has  a 
number  of  programs  designed  specifically  to  assist  people 
in  regaining  control  over  their  behaviorisms  Inappro- 
priate aggressive  or  acting-out  behavior  in  order  to  get 
attention  are  addressed  at  a  "Farm"  facility  where  a  token- 
behavior  system  assists  the  individual  to  re-enter  society

It's  always  a  pleasant  surprise  when  a  graduate 
drops  by  the  college  to  see  how  things  are  going  and  to  say 
"hello"  to  those  of  the  faculty  and  staff  who  were  a  part  of 
his  life  during  student  days.  Last  March,  we  talked  to  Jim 
Darnowski  on  just  such  a  visit.  Jim  had  a  rareday  off  from 
his  studies  in  cancer  research  as  a  post-doctoral  associate  at 
Yale  University's  School  of  Medicine. 

A  member  of  the  Class  of  1974,  Jim  received  his  BS  in 
Biology  and  started  teaching  Biology  and  Chemistry  at 
Cardinal  Hayes  High  School  in  the  fall  of  that  year.  At  the 
same  time,  he  attended  NYU  and  in  1977  he  received  a 
Master  of  Science  in  Biology.  At  that  time  he  was  given  the 
opportunity  to  work  as  a  research  technician  in  the  cancer 
research  facilities  of  the  Catholic  Medical  Center.  Their 
laboratory  is  located  in  St.  Anthony's  Hospital,  formerly 
used  for  tuberculosis  patients.  At  St.  Anthony's,  Jim  was 
engaged  in  pre-clinical  animal  research,  seeking  to  devise 
ways  of  developing  and  using  new  chemotherapy  for 
cancer  treatment.  These  studies  involved  screening  new 
drugs,  developed  by  the  National  Cancer  Institute  and  the 
National  Institute  of  Health,  in  mice  that  had  been 
inoculated  with  various  forms  of  breast  and  colon  cancer. 
Additionally,  new  drugs  and  drug  combinations  were 
studied  in  a  unique  strain  of  mice  which  developed  breast 
tumors  spontaneously.  In  the  course  of  these  studies,  Jim 
worked  with  drugs  such  as  laetrile  and  interferon  as  well 
as  many  of  the  more  conventual  chemotherapeutic  com- 
pounds. Many  of  these  studies  have  been  published  to  add 
to  the  fund  of  knowledge  on  cancer  growth,  its  effects  and 
treatment. 

While  at  St.  Anthony's  Jim  entered  a  doctoral  program 
at  St.  John's  University.  In  the  Fall  of  1982  he  received  his 
PhD  in  Pharmacology.  In  November  of  1982  hesubmitted 
an  abstract  of  his  dissertation  to  the  American  Association 
for  Cancer  Research  for  consideration  for  presentation  at 
their  annual  meeting  to  be  held  in  the  Spring  of  1983  in 
San  Diego.  The  abstract  was  accepted  and  he  was  invited 
to  attend  the  meetings.  After  presenting  his  findings,  a 
colleague  pointed  out  Dr,  Robert  Handschumacher,  the 
former  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Pharmachology  at 
Yale  University's  School  of  Medicine.  Jim  introduced 
himself  to  Dr.  Handschumacher  and  in  the  course  of  their 
conversation,  he  inquired  about  the  possibility  of  obtain- 
ing a  research  position  at  Yale.  Dr.  Handschumacher  told 
Jim  that  he  had  a  position  available  in  his  laboratory  and 
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In  the  fall  of  1983,  Eileen  Lanigan  Nickoloff  '64 
went  to  a  Travel  Service  to  ask  about  a  trip  that  would  take 
her  far  away  to  a  place  where  she  couldn't  call  into  work 
every  day  and  where  her  boss  couldn't  call  her!  Although 
she  didn't  know  anyone  who  was  to  be  in  the  group,  she 
signed  up  for  a  trip  to  the  Himalayas.  She  met  her  fellow 
travelers  in  Kathmandu,  and  two  days  later  they  flew  in  a 
STOL  to  Lukla,  an  airstrip  on  the  side  of  a  ridge  in  the 
Himalayas  at  9,000  feet. 

At  the  time,  Eileen  had  never  backpacked,  trekked  or 
winter-camped.  The  group  of  16  Americans,  13  Sherpas 
and  9  Yaks  walked  during  the  next  21  days  to  Base  Camp 
of  Mt.  Everest,  stopping  along  the  way  at  Tibetan  festivals 
and  small  villages.  They  slept  in  tents  the  entire  time, 
getting  to  18,000  feet  above  sea  level,  where  at  night  it 
reached-  lOT.  Because  there  were  no  roads  but  the  ancient 
trading  trails  in  this  part  of  Nepal,  they  frequently 
encountered  yak  trains  and  itinerant  traders,  and  had  the 
marvelous  opportunity  to  get  to  know  the  Sherpa 
inhabitants  of  this  area. 

The  country  is  magnificent,  not  beautiful  like  the  Alps 
can  be,  but  awesome.  One  in  a  thousand  trekkers  dies  there 
(something  she  didn't  find  out  until  too  late  to  back  out!) 
from  altitude  sickness,  falling  off  mountains  or  other 
accidents.  A  girl  in  the  group  almost  died  of  hepatitis. (She 
didn't  get  a  prophylactic  shot  of  gamma  globulin  before 
the  trip  because  she  was  afraid  of  AIDS). 

In  September  of  this  year  Eileen  will  go  to  the 
Himalayas  again,  but  this  time  from  the  north.  The  group 
will  fly  to  Beijing,  and  then  "puddle  jump"  across  China 
to  Lhasa,  where  the  Dalai  Laina's  palace  (the  Potala)  is 
located.  After  spending  a  few  days  in  Lhasa,  they  will  be 
trucked  the  400  miles  or  so  to  Everest,  where  they  will 
camp  on  the  Rongbuk  glacier,  and,  if  fit  enough,  try  for 
Advance  Cainps  I  and  II. 

Eileen  Lanigan  Nickoloff,  PhD,  was  recently  appointed

Fifty  years  ago,  stables  in  Essex,  Bergen,  Hudson  and 
Atlantic  counties  in  New  Jersey,  were  among  the  best  in 
the  country  at  showing  and  promoting  three-gaited,  five- 
gaited  and  fine  harness  horses.  Lured  by  milder  climate 
and  available,  less  expensive  land,  many  enthusiasts  went 
south,  particularly  to  Kentucky. 

"We're  hoping  to  revive  things,"  says  Sylvia  De  Fine 
Covino  '44,  vice-president  of  the  American  Saddlebred 
Horse  Association  of  New  Jersey  (ASHANJ).  It  is  an 
expensive  proposition,  because  the  high-stepping  breed  is 
a  higher  priced  horse  which  needs  good  training  expertise 
along  with  expert  shoeing  and  caretaker-grooming. 

Sylvia  believes  that  what  is  needed  is  a  classy  show  and 
her  husband,  Charles,  agrees.  He  is  among  those  who  are 
working  with  the  Hunterdon  County  Chamber  of 
Commerce  trying  to  arrange  for  the  establishment  of  a 
permanent  showground  in  the  county,  where  high  caliber 
shows  would  attract  entries  from  all  over  the  East,  and  a 
variety  of  breeds. 

Dr.  Charles  and  Sylvia  Covino  operate  Iron  Horse 
Farm,  a  65-acre  spread  in  Ringoes,  N.J.,  where  they  are 
raising  young  stock  sired  by  well-known  Kentucky 
stallions,  with  their  own  high  quality  broodmares.  Toget- 
her with  their  new  trainers.  Randy  and  Danessa  Harper, 
they  offer  a  selection  of  juvenile  show  ring  prospects,  as 
well  as  finished  performers. 

Iron  Horse  Farm  rode  off  with  a  majority  of  the  year-end 
awards  at  the  fall  annual  dinner  of  the  American  Saddle- 
bred  Horse  Association  of  New  Jersey  and  the  National 
American  Horse  Shows  Association.  Horses  from  the  farm 
won  first  place  in  yearling,  two  and  three-year  old  in-hand 
classes,  amateur  three  and  five-gaited  divisions  and  open 
five-gaited.  Other  horses  from  Iron  Horse  also  were  in  the 
running  in  several  other  divisions. 

As  yearlings.  Iron  Horse  Farm's  French  Cuffs  won  the 
blue  ribbon,  with  Storm  the  Castle  second.  Two-year-old 
Look-of-Heaveen  was  first  and  in  both  fine  harness  and

under  saddle  divisions,  she  is  undefeated,  showing  in  the 
most  prestigious  Horse  Show  in  the  East. 

Three-gaited  Double  Fantasy  and  five-gaited  The 
Ringoe  Kid,  both  ridden  by  daughter,  Candi  Covino 
Saunders,  topped  their  amateur  divisions,  and  the  farm's 
Keep  a  Secret  tied  for  winner  of  the  open  five-gaited 
division. 

Earlier  last  fall,  Ringoe  Kid  won  the  area's  first 
American  Grand  National  Futurity  in  his  specialty  at  the 
Eastern  States  show,  taking  home  a  $1,100  prize.  He  was 
also  Horse  of  the  Year  for  1984  in  his  division  nationally 
and  Candi  Saunders  accumulated  enough  points  to  be 
seated  as  top  amateur  rider  in  the  state  of  New  Jersey.  Now 
her  two  little  girls,  Carlin  and  Ashley  (6'2  and  9  years  old,) 
are  beginning  to  ride  and  show  in  competition.  Ashley  has 
already  shown  in  some  major  shows  in  the  northeast  and 
gained  several  blue  ribbons  and  trophies.  Needless,  to  say, 
the  grandparents  are  excited  and  proud  of  a  tradition 
being  carried  on  in  the  family. 

"Charles  is  an  avid  animal  lover  and  has  a  great  ability 
to  communicate  with  then,"  Sylvia  writes.  "We  have  a 
special  paddock  located  near  our  house  where  we  can 
enjoy  a  group  of  various  breeds,  such  as  3  llamas,  a 
miniature  horse,  a  pinto  pony,  an  all  white  mule,  2 
beautiful  black  show  ponies  and  a  pregnant  roadster 
pony.  There  are  also  two  aviaries  housing  two  gorgeous 
peacocks,  exotic  pheasants  and  several  varieties  of  Polish 
roosters  and  chickens  of  many  colors  and  feathered  finery. 
To  my  astonishment  and  joy,  the  hens  lay  enough  eggs  for 
the  family  to  be  kept  in  good  supply."

Carroll  Hinds  '84GS 


Carroll  Hinds  heard  of  St.  Joseph's  through  Haley 
Goodrich,  a  co-worker,  who  invited  her  to  attend  Com- 
mencement Exercises  in  1980.  Mrs.  Goodrich  suggested 
that  Carroll  look  into  enrolling  for  a  degree  in  the  General 
Studies  program.  It  was  something  that  she  very  much 
wanted  to  do,  but  Carroll  had  doubts  about  committing 
herself  to  adding  hours  of  study  to  her  full  day  with  job 
and  family.  However,  with  some  apprehension,  she 
sought  an  interview  with  General  Studies  Director  of 
Admissions.  She  began  to  feel  very  much  at  ease  as  her 
education  and  work  experience  were  assessed  and  her 
needs  and  requirements  were  made  known. 

Carroll  matriculated  for  a  degree  in  1981  and  as  a  start, 
she  took  six  credits.  For  the  next  few  years  she  took 
necessary  courses  but  limited  herself  to  what  she  could 
manage  and  at  the  same  time  and  maintain  good  grades. 
She  was  twice  on  the  Dean's  list  and  once  on  the  National 
Dean's  list.  After  completing64  credits,  Carroll  graduated 
in  June  1 984  wi th  a  3 .925  average.  She  had  the  top  average 
of  three  graduates  who  were  especially  cited. 

While  at  St.  Joseph's,  Carroll  served  on  the  Faculty- 
Student  Advisory  Council,  a  volunteer  job.  She  was 
surprised  and  pleased  that  she  was  chosen  to  be  part  of  a 
Radio  Promotional  Program  for  St.  Joseph's  College, 
where  she  was  interviewed  regarding  her  experiences  as  a 
student  and  her  evaluation  of  her  program. 

Carroll  Hinds  was  born  in  Jamaica  West  Indies  where 
she  received  her  education  through  high  school.  Her 
desire  to  study  nursing  was  motivated  by  the  women  who 
had  helped  her  father  through  his  long  illness  and 
operations.  (He  died  when  she  was  sixteen.)  In  1967,  her 
family  sent  her  to  London  to  the  Prince  of  Wales  General 
Hospital  Nursing  School.  There  she  studied  all  phases  of 
nursing  not  only  in  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital  but  in  other 
specialization  hospitals.  She  recieved  her  certification  as 
Registered  Nurse  1971.  That  same  year  she  was  married. 

In  1974,  Carroll  came  to  the  I'nited  States,  and  leaving 
her  baby  son,  Dane,  with  her  family  in  Jamaica,  she 
sought  work.  Her  husband,  Ronnie,  stayed  on  in  his  job  in 
London  until  she  was  settled  in  New  York,  and  joined  her 
at  the  end  of  1 974.  Finding  a  job  was  difficult,  but  she  was 
finally  accepted  on  the  nursing  staff  of  Brooklyn  State 


Sr.  Ann  Loyola  Dies 

The  unexpected  death  of  Sister  Ann  Loyola  on  April 
6th  is  an  unusual  loss,  for  only  two  sisters  remain  of  the 
order  of  Sisters  of  Mary,  Mother  of  God,  which  they  and  a 
group  of  other  Franciscan  nuns  formed  back  in  the  fifties. 

In  1932,  Mary  Dwyer  graduated  from  St.  Joseph's 
College  with  a  major  in  French.  She  joined  the  Franciscan 
order  that  year.  After  her  novitiate,  Sr.  Ann  taught  in 
elementary  and  secondary  schools  in  New  York  City  until 
1950.  That  year  a  group  of  the  Franciscan  sisters.  Sister 
Ann  among  them,  established  the  order  of  Sisters  of  Mary, 
Mother  of  God  and  moved  to  California.  There  they  were 
assigned  to  teaching  positions  until  James  Cardinal 
Mclntyre  asked  them  to  start  a  home  for  the  aged  in  Los 
Angeles.  Marycrest,  as  the  home  was  called,  was  a  real  need 
and  in  the  next  decade  it  expanded  twice. 

Early  in  the  '60's,  a  papal  request  was  sent  to  all 
religious  orders  asking  them  to  send  ten  percent  of  their 
members  to  the  missions.  Sr.  Francis  Xavier,  head  of  the 
order,  asked  permission  of  the  cardinal  to  go  to  South 
America.  Sr.  Ann  Loyola,  a  gifted  French  and  Spanish 
teacher  doing  doctoral  work  at  UCLA,  chose  to  accom- 
pany them,  although  she  gave  up  a  scholarship  to  study  in 
Europe  to  do  so. 

In  Lima,  Peru,  the  women  established  a  bilingual 
secretarial  training  college  for  girls.  The  well-trained 
graduates  had  no  trouble  finding  employment  both  in 
South  America  and  the  I'nited  States.  This  successful 
school  was  eventually  turned  over  to  the  state,  and  having 
fulfilled  their  mission,  the  sisters  left  for  home.  Upon  their 
return  to  the  United  States,  the  small  group  was  given 
permission  to  start  a  novitiate  to  increase  their  numbers, 
but  it  was  never  begun.  One  of  the  sisters  had  suffered  a 
heart  attack  and  another  a  stroke.  The  rest  felt  it  was  too 
late  and  they  were  on  in  years.  They  continued  to  work 
and  teach  where  needed.  Eventually  the  remaining 
members  of  the  order  were  accepted  into  St.  Francis 
Residence  in  Tampa,  Florida. 

A  quiet  woman,  Sr.  Ann  was  not  only  proficient  in 
languages,  she  was  also  a  very  talented  pianist  and 
organist.  She  will  be  sorely  missed  by  those  in  St.  Francis 
Residence,  particularly  by  those  with  whom  she  served  so 
long.

Hospital,  now  called  Kingsboro  Psychiatric  Center. 
Carroll  was  in  the  in-patient  unit  for  four  years  and  moved 
up  from  line  staff,  to  head  nurse  and  to  acting  nurse 
supervisor.

ABC. 

Carroll  was  impressed  with  the  involvement  of  the 
faculty  with  the  students  while  at  St.  Joseph's.  It  was  a  very 
enriching  experience  that  she  recommends  to  others  who 
wish  to  pursue  further  studies.  Carroll  plans  to  continue 
postgraduate  studies  in  Industrial  Psychology.

When  anyone  asks  how  my  husband  Bill  and  I  came  to 
own  an  old  commercial  "job"  letterpress,  I'm  reminded  of 
that  advertising  campaign  in  which  an  assortment  of 
jubilant  people  are  quoted  as  saying.  "I  got  my  job 
through  The  New  York  Times."  Bill  and  I  became  hobby 
printers  because  of  an  article  I  wrote  for  the  Westchester 
weekly  of  The  Times  about  six  years  ago. 

The  story  was  about  a  group  of  owners  of  hand  presses 
in  Westchester  who  share  their  interests  in  printing  as 
members  of  the  Westchester  Chappel.  In  the  earliest  days 
of  printing  in  England,  a  group  of  workers  in  a  printing 
shop  was  called  a  "chappel".  Even  though  that  second 
"p"  was  dropped  long  ago,  today's  hobby  printers  prefer 
the  old  English  spelling  of  the  word.  To  them,  the  two 
"p's"  stand  for  "private  presses". 

As  a  result  of  the  article,  which  pleased  the  chappel 
members  no  end.  Bill  and  I  were  named  "friends  of  the 
chappel".  All  that  remained  for  us  to  become  full-fledged 
participants,  our  proselytizing  friends  told  us,  was  to  find 
a  press. 

"No  room  in  the  basement,"  I  protested  to  my  husband, 
but  visions  of  metal  letters  parading  into  formation  were 
already  in  his  head. 

"A  small  tabletop  press,  maybe?,"  I  countered  begin- 
ning to  weaken. 

The  press  we  found  —  and  in  our  hometown  too  —  is 
not  a  tabletop  variety.  It  is  a  massive  Chandler  &  Price  (C&: 
P)  letterpress  with  a  ten-by-fifteen  chase  (type  form), 
manufactured  in  Cleveland  in  the  early  part  of  this 
century.  It  stands  almost  four  feet  high,  is  almost  five  feet 
long,  and  measures  almost  four  feet  from  its  drive  gear  to 
the  fly  wheel.  Even  if  it  were  never  again  put  through  its 
paces,  this  former  "workhorse"  of  a  printing  shop 
somewhere  in  New  York  City,  could  stand  on  its  own  as  a 
splendid  example  of  industrial  sculpture. 

Bill  negotiated  a  fair  and  nominal  price  with  the  owner 
of  the  press  who  was  moving  to  another  state  and  leaving 
the  C  &  P  behind.  Next,  he  cajoled  several  friends, 
including  one  who  had  a  truck,  to  help  move  the  press  to 
om  house.  Because  it  weighs  in  at  about  1,500  pounds  of 
gleaming  black  iron.  Bill  had  to  devise  a  winching 
method  and  ramps  to  get  the  press  on  the  truck  and  then 
off  again. 

Along  with  the  press  came  various  acessories:  a  com- 
posing stick  for  setting  lines  of  type,  two  heavy  chases  and 
a  beautiful  oak  cabinet  that  holds  twenty-four  cases  of 
type.  The  cabinet  was  partially  filled,  mostly  with  Times 


HOPELESSLY  TYPECAST 

How  We  Became  Hobby  Printers

Roman  in  varying  sizes.  (Times  Roman  is  lean  classic  type 
designed  for  The  Times  of  London,  and  probably  the 
world's  most  widely  used  publication  face.)  The  whole  kit 
and  kaboodle  was  set  up  in  our  garage  which  had  been 
emptied  out  in  record  time  to  receive  its  unique  contents. 

All  of  this  happened  in  November,  1980.  By  early 
December  we  were  expected  to  print  260  leaves  of  the 
month  of  April  for  the  Westchester  Chappel's  yearly 
calendar.  (Each  member  press  is  assigned  a  month;  pages 
are  collated  at  a  mid-December  meeting;  the  resulting 
calendar  has  become  something  of  a  collector's  item.) 

With  the  bravado  of  novices,  we  designed  a  very  simple 
page,  set  the  type  in  stages  in  the  composing  stick,  moved 
it  carefully  into  the  chase  so  it  wouldn't  "pie"  (spill),  filled 
in  the  spaces  around  the  type  with  blocks  of  wood  called 
"furniture",  locked  up  the  chase  and  placed  it  on  the 
press. Next  we  spread  blue  ink  onto  the  ink  plate,  worked  it 
over  the  rollers,  and  were  ready  to  feed  sheets  of  blank  gray 
stock  into  the  press.  Our  only  guide  was  a  paperback 
edition  of  "Printing  as  a  Hobby",  a  book  written  by  the 
late  J.  Ben  Lieberman,  founder  of  the  chappel  movement, 
which  is  nationwide,  and  himself  a  member  of  our 
chappel.  We  were  a  comical  sight  printing  those  calendar 
pages  in  our  unheated  garage.  We  donned  woolen  caps 
and  heavy  sweaters,  wore  thick  socks  and  boots,  but  in  the 
end,  it  was  our  enthusiasm  that  kept  us  warm. 

Bill  and  I  took  turns  feeding  the  paper  into  the  press  and 
rotating  the  big  fly  wheel  by  hand.  (It  takes  six  turns  of  the 
wheel  to  accomplish  the  printing  of  each  page.)  It  was 
hard  work  but  exhilarating.  As  beginner's  luck  would 
have  it,  it  was  a  near-perfect  effort.  We've  been  hooked  on 
printing  ever  since. 

Our  logo,  "The  Tread-Not  Press"  has  appeared  on 
countless  numbers  of  invitations,  dinner-party  menus, 
greetings,  announcements  and  personalized  note  papers 
that  come  under  the  heading  of  "ephemera".  We  have 
done  wedding  invitations  for  children  of  friends,  and  have 
even  printed  a  small  recipe  booklet  in  memory  of  a  dear 
friend. 

We  have  learned,  through  trial  and  error  (and  by 
comparing  notes  with  our  chappel  friends)  how  to  print 
in  two  and  three  colors,  how  to  cope  with  sticky  inks  when 
the  weather  is  humid,  and  how  to  adjust  the  small  one- 
third  horsepower  motor  that  we  attached  to  the  press  a  few 
years  ago.  The  motor  has  speeded  up  the  operation  to  a 
great  degree,  but  the  paper  still  has  to  be  hand  fed  into  the 
press. 

We  are  constantly  on  the  lookout  for  interesting  orna- 
ments, borders  and  cuts  to  illustrate  our  work,  and  have 
found  them  in  flea  markets  here  and  in  England.  Bill  has 
picked  up  the  chappel  habit  of  poring  over  the  trade 
classifieds  looking  for  type  sales  and  auctions. 

Birthdays,  anniversaries,  and  especially  Christmas, 
become  splendid  occasions  for  press-related  gifts.  For  our 
thirtieth  wedding  anniversary,  it  was  three  fonts  of  Collier 
Old  Style  in  the  fourteen-point  size  (designed  by  Frederic 
W.  Goudy,  the  dean  of  American  type  designers,  and  first 
cut  in  1919.)  A  font,  incidentally,  is  a  complete  assortment 
of  letters  and  figures  in  a  particular  size  and  design. 

Two  years  ago,  for  our  thirty-first  anniversary,  we 
converted  the  garage  into  a  proper  printery. 


Asa  writer,  I  find  great  joy  in  seeing  something  that  I've 
just  written  set  into  type.  I  still  have  to  peer  into  each 
compartment  of  the  type  case  to  make  sure  I'm  picking  up 
the  right  letters,  but  Bill  has  the  "lay  of  the  case" 
committed  to  memory.  Like  the  typesetter  encountered  by 
Leopold  Bloom  in  James  Joyces's  "Ulysses",  beseems  to 
see  with  his  fingers.  And  he  loves  the  whole  operation  of  it 
-  even  the  cleaning  up,  thank  goodness! 

There's  joy  in  the  fellowship  of  the  Westchester 
Chappel  too  -  one  of  about  twenty-one  similar  groups  of 
private  press  owners  in  the  country.  Our  group  meets 
every  six  weeks,  and  even  though  our  sessions  are  filled 
with  good-natured  ribbing,  the  exchange  of  information 
about  type  and  presses  and  the  latest  sales  and  auctions  is 
invaluable.  Our  chappel  includes  two  well-known  art 
directors,  an  insurance  executive,  a  young  paper  company 
salesman,  a  public  relations  man,  a  retired  tea  company 
executive,  our  Westchester  County's  Commissioner  of 
Transportation,  an  elevator  sale  rep,  an  artist,  and  an 
Episcopal  minister.  With  wives  and  husbands,  of  course. 

Why,  in  this  day  of  giant  computerized  presses  that 
require  no  type,  no  ink  and  no  pressure,  would  anyone 
want  to  bother  with  cast-off  hand  letterpresses?  As  chappel 
members,  we  find  great  satisfaction  in  the  fact  that  we  are 
fostering  the  human  aspect  of  a  noble  technology  - 
preserving  printing  as  a  modern  folk  art.  Besides,  it's  such 
a  worthwhile  "hands-on"  experience  to  set  type  and  put 
these  beautiful  old  presses  through  their  paces. 

About  the  author: 

Whenever  I  create  an  ad  campaign  for  a  local  client, 
develop  a  concept  and  strategy  for  a  new-product  idea, 
produce  a  marketing  report,  brochure,  or  corporate  book- 
let, write  a  feature  for  a  newspaper  or  magazine,  it  all 
comes  out  of  a  high-tech  printing  press  -  perhaps  that's 
one  of  the  reasons  why  I  like  the  idea  of  hobby  printing  so 
much. 

I  went  from  English  major  at  St.  Joseph's  to  Today's 
Woman  magazine  (Fawcett  Publications),  worked  my  way 
up  from  secretary  to  assistant  fashion  editor  to  copy  editor 
of  the  service  department  (fashion,  food,  home  furnish- 
ings, etc.)  When  the  magazine  folded,  I  became  assistant 
advertising  director  of  a  large  hosiery  manufacturer.  And 
from  there  to  full-time  mother  of  Megan  and  Maud. 

My  work  experience,  fortunately,  paved  the  way  for  a 
satisfying  freelance  writing  career  while  the  girls  were 
growing  up.  I  didn't  return  to  the  work  force  until  just 
before  Megan  went  off  to  college.  I  had  fun  "playing 
radio"  at  the  Mt.  Kisco  station,  writing  commercials, 
features  and  reviews,  and  then  joined  a  small  Westchester 
ad  agency  where,  as  part  of  a  three-person  creative  team,  I 
helped  produce  many  effective  campaigns  for  an  impres- 
sive list  of  clients.  In  1980  I  returned  to  freelancing,  and 
recently,  to  some  serious  writing. 

Bill,  a  sales  rep  for  Otis  Elevator,  is  looking  forward  to 
retirement  in  a  few  years,  and  to  using  the  press  as  a 
part-time  business  venture.  It  could  very  well  be  in  Maine 
where  both  the  girls  are  living.

Obviously,  not 
everyone  will  be  able  to  return  home  and  get  a  job,  but  the 
individual  must  "fit"  and  feel  good  about  him  herself. 

New  Medico  has  rehab  progratns  for  those  with  HI 
injuries.  Spinal  Cord  Injuries,  Psyco-Social  problems. 
Muscular  Dystrophy,  Mulltiple  Sclerosis.  ALS  -  Lou 
Gherig's  Disease,  Pulmonary  Rehab,  Peritoneal  Dialysis, 
Cerebral  Palsy  and  in  late  summer  will  open  the  first 
Alzheimer's  Disease  facility.  Facilities  are  located  through- 
out Connecticut,  Massachusetts  (including  Cape  Cod),  in 
Upstate  New  York.  New  Hampshire.  Arkansas  and 
Michigan  -  and  still  growing. 

For  those  who  are  injured  there  is  HOPE  -  because  new 
approaches  in  rehab  show  that  many  people  injured 
recently  or  for  many  years  can  make  progress  and  go  a  lot 
farther  than  was  once  thought,  despite  the  many  deficits 
they  must  work  with.

AM-TREE  Developmental  Nursery  School  in  Wood- 
cliff  Lake,  New  Jersey,  offers  professional  loving  care  for 
tots  and  toddlers  -  from  newborn  to  2I2  years  old. 

Its  director.  Mary  Stagnitta  Napolitano  '46  had  ob- 
served the  need  for  responsible  day-care  facilities  for  this 
early  age  group.  She  found  in  her  studies  that  45%  of 
women  with  preschool  children  were  working,  that  help 
from  the  extended  family  (grandparents,  relatives,  etc.) 
had  diminished  and  that  single-parent  families  had  in- 
creased dramatically.  In  1981,  she  opened  her  nursery 
school,  (which  is  licensed  and  certified,)  with  five 
children.  The  parents  were  enthusiastic  about  the  care  and 
development  of  their  children.  Word  spread  and  the 
operation  "snow-balled".  Today,  there  are  28  children 
enrolled.  AM-TREE  is  the  only  one  of  the  five  under- 
three-years-of-age  nursery  schools  in  Bergen  County  to 
take  newborns. 

The  qualified  staff  (ratio  of  1 :4)  aims  to  make  life  at  the 
Nursery  as  much  like  family  life  as  possible.  They  want 
parents  to  feel  good  about  leaving  their  children  but  most 
important  is  to  have  the  child  feel  secure  in  his  environ- 
ment. It  is  not  just  a  baby-sitting  operation.  The  infant 
learns  about  the  physical  world  through  touch,  sight, 
hearing  and  smell.  The  toddler,  more  independent  and 
able  to  move  around  learns  through  play  in  the  areas  of 
socialization,  music,  rhythm,  story  presentation,  food, 
celebration  of  all  holidays,  and  motor  skills.  The  outdoor 
playground  area  includes  a  \  ariety  of  equipment,  swings, 
game  areas  and  sand  building  areas.  There  is  story  time, 
coloring,  music  and  rhythm,  rest  period,  free  play,  field 
trips,  snack  time  and  muscle  development.  The  staff  is 


concerned  with  each  child's  development  —  social, 
emotional  and  physical. 

Anthony  and  Mary  Stagnitta  Napolitano  moved  to  New 
Jersey  after  they  were  married.  Mary  had  taught  social 
studies  in  elementary  and  junior  high  schools  in  New 
York  City  and  continued  to  teach  in  Hillsdale,  New 
Jersey.  She  left  this  job  to  devote  her  energies  to  raising 
their  family  of  three  boys  and  three  girls.  The  oldest, 
Anthony  Jr.,  is  a  Neonatologist  on  staff,  at  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia.  Richard  is  the  Regional  Sales 
Representative  for  Otis  Elevator.  Rosemary  is  married  to  a 
doctor  who  is  a  Major  in  the  Air  Force  and  they  live  in 
Florida  with  their  three  children.  Thomas  is  a  quality 
control  engineer  for  ITT.  Christine,  a  Trust  Officer  for 
Bank  Leumi  Trust  Co.  of  N.Y.,  is  married  to  an  architect. 
Her  youngest,  Barbara,  is  attending  Ramapo  College  and 
will  be  an  Accountant.

When  her  husband  died  in  1979,  Mary  went  back  to 
work,  this  time  as  manager  of  the  laundry  department  of 
the  Hilton  Hotel.  Although  it  was  hard  work,  she  learned 
a  lot  from  this  management  experience.  However, 
demands  of  the  hotel  meant  working  weekends  and 
holidays  and  she  realized  that  she  was  depriving  herself  of 
time  with  her  family.  She  left  the  job  after  2'2  years. 

Before  quitting  she  had  been  giving  much  thought  and 
research  to  the  nursery  school,  and  shortly,  she  opened  one 
in  her  own  home.  "It  is  rather  challenging  to  provide  the 
quality  of  service  for  these  tots  and  toddlers  and  the 
responsibility,  needless  to  say,  is  enough  to  make  anyone's 
hair  turn  gray,"  writes  Mary,  and  she  adds  "Babies  are  a 
precious  gift  and  important  people.  So,  we  promise  to  be 
only  second  best  to  what  you  the  parents  can  do."

Madonna  Residence,  situated  to  the  south  of  Grand

Prospect  Park,  is  home  for  290  senior  citizens.  In  February 
of  this  year.  Kathleen  T.  Spruyt  '65  became  its  Director. 

How  did  a  chemistry  major  wind  up  as  director  of  this 
beautiful  diocesan  facility?  When  Kathleen  was  a  student 
in  St.  Joseph's  College,  then  "for  Women,"  she  had  in 
mind  to  pursue  a  medical  career  and  she  chose  chemistry 
as  her  major.  At  the  end  of  her  junior  year,  however,  she 
was  strongly  influenced  by  a  talk  and  discussion  given  at 
the  college  by  Lay  Extension  \'olunteers.  The  work  of  this 
lay  group  and  the  dedication  of  the  volunteers  prompted 
Kathleen  to  take  Social  Science  courses  in  her  senior  year. 
After  graduation,  she  decided  to  test  her  inclination 
towards  social  work  and  offered  her  services  for  a  year  to 
the  Lay  Extension. 

Kathleen  Spruyt  was  assigned  to  Caspar,  Wyoming 
with  another  girl  who  came  from  Philadelphia.

While  many  of  our  graduates  have  distinguished 
themselves  in  the  field  of  human  services,  few  have 
achieved  as  much  success  as  Dr.  Nancy  Monti,  Class  of 
1952.  Nancy  Malvagna,  as  she  was  known  at  St.  Joseph's 
College,  is  the  Executive  Director  of  Catholic  Community 
Services  of  the  Archdiocese  of  Newark,  the  largest  private 
social  service  agency  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey.  Dr.  Monti 
is  the  first  woman  to  serve  in  this  position  in  the  agency's 
80  year  history.  Catholic  Community  Services  employs 
700  individuals  and  has  an  annual  budget  in  excess  of  $16 
million. 

Living  most  of  her  life  in  Brooklyn,  Nancy  Monti 
followed  the  American  girl's  routine  of  schooling: 
elementary,  high  school,  and  then  continued  her  educa- 
tion for  her  Bachelor's  degree  from  St.  Joseph's  College. 
She  also  received  a  Master's  degree  in  Social  Work  from 
Fordham  University's  Graduate  School.  After  19  years  in 
the  field  of  social  work,  she  returned  to  further  this 
education  and  was  awarded  her  Doctorate  in  Psychology 
from  Fordham  University. 

Nancy  Monti  has  been  with  Catholic  Community 
Services  for  23  years  with  only  a  slight  interruption  to 
head  St.  Mary's  Hospital  Mental  Health  Center  in 
Hoboken,  after  which  she  returned  to  fill  the  post  of 
Deputy  Director.  Then,  in  1980,  she  was  appointed 
Executive  Director.  Under  her  dynamic  direction  and 
leadership,  CCS  has  initiated  innovative  programming 
and  has  become  fiscally  sound.  Her  many  years  of 
experience  in  the  field  of  social  service,  both  as  a 
professional  and  as  an  administrator,  have  provided  her 
with  the  insights  and  expertise  required  of  a  top  executive. 

Her  outstanding  abilities  and  broad  base  of  knowledge 
in  human  services  has  brought  her  numerous  appoint- 
ments and  awards.  In  1984,  Dr.  Monti  was  chosen  as  Social 
Worker  of  the  Year,  a  distinction  granted  annually  by  the 
National  Association  of  Social  Workers. 

Governor  Thomas  H.  Kean  (of  New  Jersey)  upon  his 
election,  appointed  Nancy  to  his  transition  team  to  make 
recommendations  for  his  administration's  plan  for  the 
operation  of  the  State's  Department  of  Human  Services. 
Recently,  she  was  also  appointed  to  the  Governor's 
Educational  Leadership  Commission.  The  Newark  Star 
Ledger  described  this  commission  as  "a  blue  ribbon-

Her  speaking  engagements  will 
include  four  churches  in  Brooklyn.  Sr.  Mary  Francis  spoke 
of  her  great  concern  for  the  Catholics  in  China  and 
wonders  what  changes  will  come  about  in  1997  when  the 
treaty  between  the  Chinese  and  the  British  will  expire.

commission"  which  under  the  leadership  of  President 
Edward  R.  Bloustein  of  Rutgers  University,  is  doing  a 
major  evaluation  study  of  the  public  school  system  in  the 
State.  As  the  only  professional  social  worker  on  this 
commission,  Nancy  Monti  is  responsible  for  bringing  this 
viewpoint  into  the  findings  and  recommendations. 

Dr.  Monti  also  served  on  the  WOR-TV  Advisory 
Council  on  family  programming  and  is  currently  the 
Vice-Chairperson  of  the  Private  Industry  Council  in 
Newark. 

Within  the  Archiocese  of  Newark,  she  is  active  on  the 
Archbishop's  Commission  on  Women  and  the  Com- 
mission for  the  Elderly.  She  has  most  recently  completed  a 
project  assigned  to  her  by  the  Archbishop  to  develop  an 
instrument  for  evaluating  performances  of  parish  pastors. 
This  is  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  nation  and  it  is  expected 
to  be  utilized  on  a  major  scale  by  the  church. 

Dr.  Monti  also  serves  as  an  adjunct  professor  at  Seton 
Hall  University's  School  of  Social  Work  in  South  Orange. 

Dr.  Monti  presently  resides  in  RosellePark,  New  Jersey 
with  her  husband,  Peter,  a  sales  engineer,  and  her 
daughter  Barbara,  a  recent  graduate  of  Monmouth 
College.  They  also  have  a  son,  Peter,  Jr.,  a  systems  analyst, 
and  another  daughter,  Mrs.  Helen  Brohimer,  an  admin- 
istrator for  a  community  mental  health  center  in  Newark. 

Nancy  Monti's  activities  are  not  totally  centered  around 
her  work.  She  divides  her  leisure  time  between  enter- 
taining at  home,  participating  in  boating  and  fishing  at 
the  family's  home  on  the  Jersey  shore,  and  enjoying  many 
summer  and  winter  sports  at  the  family  compound  near 
the  Catskill  ski  resorts  in  Upstate  New  York.

On  June  2, 1985,  at  the  grand  opening  of  the  Clare  Rose 
Playhouse  at  the  Patchogue  campus  Sr.  Grace  Edna 
Rowland,  Assistant  Professor  of  Speech  Communication 
and  Director  of  the  Drama  Club,  expressed  the  thoughts 
below  and  the  gratitude  of  the  college  family  for  this 
"dream  come  true."  Mr.  Clare  Rose,  a  prominent 
Patchogue  businessman  helped  the  college  receive  an 
initial  grant  of  $35,000  from  the  Long  Island  Charities 
Foundation. 

From  the  very  beginning  it  was  clear  to  us  that  our  new 
playhouse  would  be  named  for  the  man  whose  kindness 
and  generosity  made  our  dream  of  a  college  theater  first  a 
possibility  and  ultimately  this  reality.  Getting  to  know 
Clare  Rose,  getting  to  work  side  by  side  with  him,  sharing 
with  him  every  day  the  frustrations  and  satisfactions  that 
accompany  the  fulfillment  of  our  dream,  we  became  even 
more  convinced  that  our  playhouse  could  be  named  for  no 
other.  Theatres,  of  course,  are  usually  named  for  great 
actors  (Helen  Hayes)  or  for  places  in  theater  history  (the 
Broadway),  or  for  playwrights,  (Neil  Simon),  or  for  other 
associations  with  the  development  of  Western  Drama. 
Indeed  it  sounded  so  strange  to  name  a  theatre  for  Clare 
that  some  of  his  friends  confided  in  us  that  if  any  theatre 
were  to  be  named  for  him  they  hardly  expected  it  to  be  a 
legitimate  one,  let  alone  one  on  a  college  campus!  In  that 
I'm  sure  rests  a  tale  that  will  remain  forever  untold.  On  the 
other  hand,  another  of  Clare's  friends  who  has  worked 
with  him  for  eighteen  years  made  a  more  serious  remark, 
one  that  captures  more  accurately  our  experience  of  him, 
here  working  on  this  project.  Clare's  friend  said,  "You 
cannot  be  with  Clare  Rose  and  not  learn  something".  We, 
faculty,  students,  contractors,  who  have  worked  with  him 
for  only  a  short  time,  repeat  with  him,  "You  cannot  be 
with  Clare  Rose  and  not  learn  something". 

What  have  we  learned?  Most  obviously,  we  learned 
things  like  how  to  gut  a  house,  use  a  compressor,  sand

floors,  spackle  and  paint  neatly  and  get  the  best  mileage 
from  a  backhoe  and  all  those  practical  things  that  our 
bodies  still  remember  and  will,  long  after  our  minds  give 
out.  For  in  case  any  of  you  suspects  that  Clare  merely 
supervised  the  building  of  his  theatre  and  did  not  sweat 
into  every  grain  of  its  wood  along  with  us,  you  are  quite 
wrong. 

But  more  to  the  issue  and  even  more  practically,  Clare 
taught  us  to  ask  questions.  And  what  more  appropriate 
place  to  learn  to  ask  questions  than  in  a  theatre.  The  word 
"theatre"  itself  comes  from  the  same  root  as  "theory"  and 
"theorize"  and  just  a  quick  look  at  the  first  lines  of  the 
great  Western  dramas  confirm  that  what  plays  are 
supposed  to  do,  more  than  anything  else,  is  ask  questions: 
Hamlet,  "Who's  there?"  The  Libation  Bearers,  "What  can 
this  mean  that  I  see?"  Major  Barbara,  "What's  the 
matter?"  and  of  course,  "Who's  afraid  of  Virginia  Wolf?" 
And  so  we  name  our  playhouse  appropriately  for  a  man 
whose  success,  by  his  own  admission,  is  based  on  his 
willingness  to  ask  questions,  and  who  has  taught  us,  that 
great  wisdom  always  begins  with  a  simple  question.  But 
Clare,  in  his  own  person,  has  taught  us  that  it  takes  a 
certain  kind  of  man  to  be  willing  to  ask  these  questions:  a 
man  who  in  spite  of  success  belie\es,  like  a  poor  man,  that 
he  has  nothing  to  lose  by  admitting  weakness;  a  powerful 
man  who  loves  the  most  humble  work;  a  courageous  man 
who  is  afraid  to  be  wrong;  a  wise  man  who  knows  the  price 
of  his  gift  and  who  has  never  stopped  asking  WHY? 

So  today,  Clare,  we  thank  you,  of  course,  but  with  our 
deep,  thanks,  we  make  you  a  promise:  that  we  do  well  the 
lessons  you  have  taught  us;  that  we  make  our  new  theatre 
worthy  of  the  name  it  bears;  that  we  grow  in  the  same 
courage,  self-effacement,  and  inquiry  that  you  have 
brought  us;  that  we  show  to  all  those  who  come  here  what 
a  splendid  teacher  and  man  you  are.
